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INTRODUCTION. 


HE country, of which ſome account is here at- 

tempted to be given, is called in Latin, Belgium; 
by the Spaniards, Pays-baxo; by the French, Pais-bas; by . 
the Germans, Niederlande; and by the Engliſh, Nether» 
lands or Low Countries. It is bounded on the North, by 
the German Ocean, or North Sea; On the Weſt, by the 
Britiſh Sea and part of Picardy ; on the South, by the reft 
of Picardy with Champagne and Lorrain; and on the 
Eaſt, by the Archbiſhoprick of Treves, the Duchies of 
Juliers and Cleves, the biſhoprick of Munſter, and Eaſt 
Friefland. It is ſituated between 49 deg. 25 min, and 53 
deg. 25 min. North latitude ; and between 2 deg. 5 min. to 
- deg. 10 min. E. longitude from London nearly. 

The whole conntry was nearly conquered by the Romans, 
and that part which lies neareſt to France remained in their 
ſubjection till the decline of that empire; after which, it 
came under the power of the Francs, and gradually was 
divided into provinces, forming ſo many different States: 
the number of provinces ace generally reckoned ſeventeen ; 
viz, the duchies of Brabant, Limburg, Luxemburg, and 
Crueldres ; the Marquiſate of the Empire, Antwerp; the 
Comtcs of Flanders, Artois, Hainaut, Namur, Zutphen, 
Holland, and Zeland; and the lordſhips of Malines, 
Utrecht, Overifſel, Friefland and Groningen; to theſe is 
added Cambreſis; ſo that in fact there would then be 
_ Eighteen, but Guelderland and Zutphen being politically 
united by the Dutch States, they are ſtil] called ſeventeen 3 
A 3 and 
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and the United States are always called the Sever, although 
actually, according to the above ſtatement, eight. 
All theſe provinces became united in the ſixteenth cen- 
tury, under the ſovereignty of Charles V. and continued 
till the northern provinces revolted from Philip II. under 
the conduct of the Prince of Orange, and entered into a 
treaty at Utrecht for their mutual defence in 1579: after 
the loſs of many lives they were at laſt acknowledged free 
and independant States, and have ſince been ſtyled the 
United Provinces : in the 15th and 18th centuries France 
became poſſeſſed of Cambrefis, Artois, part of Flanders, 
of Hainaut, of Namur and of Luxemburg ; the Dutch alto 
feized on part of Flanders, of Brabant and of Limburg: 
The upper part of Guelderland was ceded to Pruſſia in the 
year 1713, and is thence called Pruſſian Guelderland; the 
reſt of the provinces have fallen to the Imperial Houſe of 
Auſtria, with an obligation on the part of the Emperor to 
preſerve their ancient Jaws. 

The {ſeven united provinces are Holland, Zeland, Frieſ- 
land, Groningen, Overiſſel, Guelderland united ieh Zut- 
phen and Utretcht. 

— Holland. This is the moſt conſiderable of the ſeven, 
and ſometimes gives name to the whole; Holland or the 
States of Ilolland being not unfrequently uſed to ſignify 
the whole of the Dutch States: it is bounded bv the Ger- 
man ocean on the North and Weſt ; by the Zuyder ſea 
and the province of Utrecht on the Eaſt ; and by the pro- | 
vince of Zeland, from which it is ſeparated by the Meuſe, 
on the South; it is uſually divided into North and 
South: North Holland extends from the river Ye, to 
the North Sea, including the iſland of Texel, &c. and con- 
tains the towns of Alcmaer, Sardam, Edam, Monikedam 
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Hoorn, Purmerent, Enckhuyſen, Medemblic, &c. South: 
Holland extends from Amſterdam to, Zeland and Brabant, 
and includes the iſlands of Voorn, Yſ:lmonde, Goeree, 
Putten, &c. The principal towns are Amſterdam, Rot- 
terdam, the Hague, Delft, Goude, Haerlem, Leyden, 
Dort, Willemſtat, Naerden, Gorcum, Heuſden, &c. The 
whole province extends about 24 leagues from North to 
South; its mean breadth is about ſeven leagues. 

Zeland. This province is compoſed of ſeveral iſlands 
ſituated at the mouth of the Scheld ; the principal of 
which are Walcheren, Schouwen, Duyveland, North 
Beveland, Zuidt or South Beveland, Wolferſdyck, and 
Tolen or Tertolen: the principal Towns. are Middel- 
burgh, Fluſhing, Armuyde, Ziriczee, Brouwerſhaven, 
Goes and Tolen. | 

Frieſland, or Weſt-Frieſland. Friefland is bounded on 
the North and Weſt by the German ocean; on the Eaft 
by Groningen, and Overiſſel; and on the South by Over- 
iſſel and the Zuyder ſea : the principal towns are Lewarden, 
Franeker, Sneeck, Staveren, Hariingen, Boiſwaert, Slooten, 
Dockum, Iiſt, Kuynder, &c. the province is about 16 
leagues from North to South; and 15 from Eaſt to Weſt, 
and contains about 300 towns and villages. The princi- 
pal iſlands are Amelandt and Schelling. 

Groningen, which is bounded on the North by the 
German ſea, on the Eaſt by the river Ems which ſeparates: 
it from Eaſt Friefland; on the South by Overiſſel; and on 
the Weſt by Fricſland : The principal towns are Gron- 
ipgen, Winſchotten and Dam : the extent about 16 leagues 
from North to South, and twelve from Eaſt to weſt. 

Overiſſel. This is bounded on the North by Gron- 


ingen 
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ingen and Friefland ; on the eaſt, by the Comts of Ben- 
theim ; on the Weſt, by Guelderland, the Zuyder Sea, and 
part of Friefland : and on the South, by Zutphen : the 
principal towns are Deventer, Campen, Covorden, Zwol, 
Steenwyck, Meppel, Blockzyl, Vollenhove, Otmarſch, 
Hlardenburg, &c. It's length from North to South is 
about 28 leagues ; its breadth from Eaſt to Weſt about 
twelve. 

Guelderland and Zutphen form only one State. 

Guelderland is bounded on the North and North Eaſt, by 
Zutphen, on the South by Brabant, from which it is ſepa- 
rated by the Meuſe, and on the Weſt, by the Zuyder Sea, 
and the province of f'trecht. Its extent from North to 
South is about 20 leagues, and its mean breadth about 10. 
The principal towns are Arnhem, Hattem, Harderwick, 
Wageningen, Eiburg, Nimmegen, Tiel, Buren, Bommel, 
&c. Upper Guelderland is bounded on the North, by the 
Duchy of Cleves, on the Faſt, by the Electorate of Cologn, 
and Duchy of Cleves, on the South, by the Duchy of Juliers, 
and on the Weſt, by Brabant and the Biſhoprick of Liege: 
its extent from North to South about fourteen Jeagues, and 
its breadth from Eaſt to Weſt, where wideſt ten while in 
others it is hardly three. It is alſo called Pruſſian Guelder- 
land, becauſe Gueldres the capital, with the greateſt part of 
the country was ceded to Pruſſia by the treaty of Utrecht. 
Beſides Gueidres, otherfprincipal towns are, Venlo, Stralen, 
Wachtendonck, Caſſel, and Ruremond. 

Zuiphen is bounded on the North, by Overiſſel; on the 
Faſt, by the Biſhoprick of Munſter; on the South, by the 
Duchy of Cleves; and on the Weſt, by Guelderland : it is 
about twelve leagues ſquare: the principal towns are Zut- 
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phen, Doeſburg, Borckeloe, Dotekom, Groll, Brevoordt, 
&c. | 5 | | 

Utrecht. This Province is bounded on the North, by 
the Zuyder Sea; on the Eaſt, by Guelderland; on the South, 
by Guelderland and Holland; and on the Weſt, by Hol- 
land. Tt is abont ten Jeagues from North to South and 
twelve from Eaſt to Weſt; the principal towns are Utrecht, 

Amersfort, Montfort, Rhenen, Wyck-te-Duerſtede, &c. 
Ihe ten Catholick Provinces are Brabant, Antwerp, Ma- 
lincs, Limburg, Luxemburg, Namur, Hainaut, Artois, 
Flanders, and Cambreſis. | 

Brabant. This Province is bounded by Holland, Utrecht 
and Guelderland on the North; by Pruffian Guelderland 
and the biſhoprick of Liege on the Faſt; by Namur and 
Hainaut on the South; and by Flanders, and Zeland on 
the Weſt. 

Antwerp, called the Marquiſate of the Empire, was for- 
merly of great extent, and included Ghent, Dendermonde, 
Tournay and Valenciennes: at preſent it extends to the 
towns of Santhoven, Herentals, Hochſtraten, Gheele, 
Turnhout, Berg-op-Zoom, and Breda. 

Malines or Mecklen; this Lordſhip was erefted into 
a Province by Philip firnamed the Good, Duke of Burgundy, 
and comprehends about nine towns and villages beſides the 
city of Malignes. 

The two Provinces of Antwerp and Malines are at preſent 
ſeldom conſidered otherwiſe than as part of Brabant: and 
ſo accounted in this work. The whole extent therefore of 
Brabant including theſe two Provinces, and the part be- 
longing to the Dutch, extends about forty leagues in length 


and from fifteen to twenty in breadth, The principal towns

Limburg. This Duchy is bounded on the North and 
Eaſt by the Duchy of 'uliers; on the South by Luxemburg 
and on the Weſt by Liege; and is about twelve leagues in 
length and ten in breadth; the principal towns are Lim- 
burg, Dalem, Fauquemont, Roiduc, VWyck, &c. 

Luxemburg. This Province which meaſures twenty- 
ſix leagues from North to South, and twenty from Eaſt to 
Weſt is bounded on the North, by part of the biſhoprick of 
Liege and the Duchy of Limburg; on the Eaft, by the arch- 
biſhoprick of Treves; on the South, by Lorrain; and on the 
Welt, by the biſhoprick of Liege, Namur, and Champagne: 
the principal towns are Luxemburg, Arlon, Baſtogne, Hon- 
falize, Thionville, S. Hubert, Chiny, Dicrich, Neufchateau, 
Marche, Roche, Rochefort, S. Vit, Durbuy, Vianden, &c. 

Namur. This Province is bounded on the North by 
Brabant, on the Eaſt by Liege and Luxemburg; and on the 
South and Weſt by Hainaut, the length about twelve 
leagues, and breadth about nine: the principal towns, Na- 
mur, Charles-ſur-Sambre, Chaſtelet, Foſſes, Charlement, 
Bouvignes, &c. 

Hainaut, is bounded on the North, by Brabant and Flan- 
ders; on the Eaſt, by a part of Brabant, and Namur; on the 
South, by Champagne, Picardy and Cambreſis; and on the 
Weſt, by Flanders; about twenty leagues in length and 
ſixteen in breadth, and contains twenty-four cities and towns; 
the principal of which are Mons, Yalenciennes, Binche, 


Conde, Ath, Halle, Braine le Comte, Maubeuge, le Qucſuoy, 


Bavay, 
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Zavay, Landrecy, Aveſnes, Bouchain, Chimay, Philippevile, 
Marienburg, &c. 

Artois. This Province is bounded on the North, by 
Flanders; on the Eaſt, by Hainaut and Cambreſis; and on 
the South and Weſt, by Picardy. It is about twenty-five 
leagues in length and twelve in breadth: the principal towns 
are Arras, Aire, Bethune, Lens, &. _— §. 10 enant, Bapaume, 
S. Pol, &c. 

Flanders. This Province is uſually divided into 
Auſtrian, French, and Dutch Flanders: Auſtrian Flanders 
lies in the centre between the other two; Dutch Flanders 
lying to the North ; and French Flanders to the South; on 
the North Weſt it is bounded by the ſea; and on the Eaſt, by 
Brabant and Hainaut : extent about eighteen leagues by 
fifteen. The principal towns are Ghent, Bruges, Oftend, 
Dendermonde, Oudenarde, Courtray, Menin, Ypres, Nieu- 
port, Dixmude, Tozrnay, &c,—French Flanders is bounded 
on the North by Auſtrian Flanders, and the ſea; on the Eaſt, 
by Hainaut; on the South Weſt, by Artois; and on the North 
Weſt, by the ſea; and is about thirty leagues in length, and 
about eight in its mean breadth ; the principal towns are 
Lille, Dunkirk, Gravelines, Douay, Berg-S.-Vinox, S. Amand, 
Armentiers, Caſſel, Bailleul, &c. Dutch Flanders is bounded 
on the North, by the Scheld; on the Eaſt, by Brabant; on 
the South, by Auſtrian Flanders; and on the Weſt, by the 
ſea: the length from Eaſt to Weſt is about fifteen leagues; 
and the breadth about three: the principal towns are 
Sluys, Hulſt, Axel, Sas-de-Ghent, Terneuſe, Ardenburg, 
Middelburg, &c.

Its magiſtracy is compoſed 
of four burgomaſters, an eſcoute, a 
grand officer, and ſeven echevin*, 


choſen by the Vroedſchap, or large 


council of twenty-four. In the re- 
giſter of this city is preſerved an ac- 
count of a public ſale for the benefit 


of the orphans, when about 120 tu 


lips produced the ſum of go, ooo flo- 
rins: many of the flowers had par- 
ticular names; the Admiral of Enck- 
huyſen fold for 5200 florins, the 
Viceroy for 420, and two others nam- 
ed Brabangons for 3800. The land 


about Alcmaer, which was formerly 


full of mbraſles, has been drained, 
and is now become very rich paſture 


and meadow land, from whence are 


produced great quantities of butter 
and cheeſe.

Amfierdam, the capital of Holland, 
and indeed of all the United States, 
is ſituated on the river Amſtel, at its 
conflux with the river Ye, or Wye, 
which forms a port capable of receiv- 
ing a thouſand large veſſels, about 
two leagues from the Zuyder Sea. 
It takes its name from Amſtel and 
Dam, being, as it were, the dam or 
dike of the Amſtel. In the begin- 
ning of the thirteenth century, it 
was the reſidence only of a few tiſh- 
ermen; but ſoon after, growing po- 
pulous, the Earls of Holland gave 
it the title and priviieges of a city; 
and in the year 1490 it was ſurround- 
ed by a wall of biick by orier of 
Mary of Burgundy to defend it 
from the incurſions of the inhabi- 
tants of Utrecht, who had quarrel- 
led with the Hollanders. It was 
nearly burned down by an accidental 


fire ſoon after it was walled, in 
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1512 it was beſieged by the people 


of Guelderland, who ſet fire to the 


vellels in the harbour, but failed in 
their deſign of taking the city. In 
the year 1525, John of Leyden, the 
pretended Ring of Munſter, got in- 
to the city in the night-time, attack- 
ed the town-houſe, and defeated 
thoſe who made a reſiſtance; at 
length, however, the inhabitants fe- 
covering from the conſternation, in 
which, they were at firſt thrown, 
barricaded the av2nues to the mar- 
ket-place with packs of wool and 
hops, which put a ſtop to their fury 
till day appeared; when the infur- 
g-n:3, to the amount of about fix 
hundred, retired to the town-houlſe, 
and were there almoſt to a man put 
to death. About ten years aiter 
there was another tumul: raiſed by 
a parcel of fanatics, men and wo- 
men, who ran about the ſtreets na- 
ked, and attempted to make them- 
ſeives maſters of the town-houſez 
their ſhrieks and howlings al armed 
the inhabitants, who foon ſeized the 
greater part. and chaſtiſed them as 
they deſerved. It was one of the 
laſt cities that joined the conſede- 


racy, and embraced the reformed 


religion; and when it was befieged 
by the Hollanders in 1578, one ar- 
ticle of the capitulation was a free 
excerciſe of the Roman Catholic re- 
Iigion 3 but this was not obſerved, 
for ſoon aſter the Proteſtants drove 
away the Popith clergy, monks and 
nuns, from the city, broke down 
the images, and deſtroyed the altars. 
It has been frequently enlarged, par- 
ticularly ia the years 159%, I595, 
1601, 1612, 1650, and 1675, at 
which laſt date it was extended to 
its preſent ſize, and ſurrounded by 
a wall, and a large ditch, eighty 


feet wide, full of running water; the 


walls were fortified with twenty-fize 
baſtions: there are eight gates dee 
wards the land, and one towards the 
water. The city at preſent is ſup» 
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poſed to contain 250,000 inhabi- 
tants; and is, without doubt, one of 
the richeſt and moſt flouriſhing ci- 
ties in the world: being fituated in 
a marſhy country, the foundazion of 
the whole is laid on piles of timber 
driven into the earth, cloſe to each 
other, and clamped together with 
iron; the form is ſemicircular, the 
ſtreets are in general well paved. 
There are three prodigious ſluices, 
and a great number of ſtone bridges 
over the canals, which croſs the city 
in may parts, and render the ftreets 
clean and pleaſant; the canals are 
deep, their fides are lined with hewn 
ſtone, and have generally rows of 
trees planted on each fide. The 
fineſt canal is caHed the Ammarack, 
which is formed by the waters of 
the Amſtel, into which the tide 
flows,”and on the ſides are two large 
quays; this canal has ſeveral 
bridges; the principal is that next 
the ſea, called Pont-Neuf, or New 
Bridge, fix hundred feet long, and 
ſeventy broad, with iron baluſtrades 
on each fide; it has thirty- ſix arches, 
and from it is an excellent proſpect 
both of the city, the port, and the 
Wye. The port is about a mile and 
a half in length, and above a thou- 
ſand paces in breadth, and always 
filled with a multitude of veſſels; 
towards the fides of the haven, the 
eity is incloſed by large piles driven 
Into the ground, joined by beams 
placed horizontally; and lying low 
would be conſtantly liable to inunda- 
tions, if they had not ſecured them- 
ſelves by dikes and fluices. The 
ſtadthouſe, where public buſineſs is 
conducted, is eſteemed one of the 
fineſt ſtructutes in the univerſe; it 
is a ſquare building of free-ſtone, 
whoſe front is 282 feet long, the 
depth of its fides 255 feet; 90 feet 
bigh in front, and 116 to the top of 
the cupola. On a marble pediment 
in the front, is carved in relie vo, a 
woman holding the arms of the city, 
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and ſupported by two lions, with an 
olive- branch in her right hand; on 
each ſide are four ſea-nymphs, who 
preſent her with a crown of palm and 
laurel, and two others preſenting a 
variety of fruit; beſides, there is 2 
Neptune with his trident, accompa- 
nied with Tritons, a ſea-unicorng 
and a ſea-horſe. On the top are three 
ſtatues in bronze, repreſenting Juſ- 
tice, Fortitude, and Plenty; the 
tower, which riſes fifty feet above 
the roof, is adorned with ſtatues, 
and a fine chime of bells. It has no 
handſome gate, but ſeven doors to 
anfwer the number of provinces. 
The great hall is particularly mag- 
nificent; on the floor are repreſented 
a celeſtial and terreſtrial globe, each 
twenty-two feet in diameter, made 
of black and white marble, inlaid 
with jaſper and copper; there are 
three moſt beautiful pieces of ſculp- 


ture in white marble, repreſenting 


the judgment of Solomon between 
the harlots; Seleucus lofing one of 
his eyes to preſerve one of his ſon's, 
who had forfeited both for adultery; 
Brutus witneſſing the death. of his 
ſons; —theſe are the work of Artus 
Quellin of Antwerp; indeed all the 
chambers, in general, are adorned 
with beautiful ſculptures by the beſt 
maſters, and paintings by Rembrandt, 
Reubens, Vandyke, c. Under 
the ſtadthouſe is an extenſive vault, 
wherein are kept the riches of the 
bank of Amſterdam, the doors of 
which are ſaid to be cannon-proof, 
and are never opened but in the pre- 
ſence of one of the burgomaſters. 
At the bottom of the ſtadthouſe are 


the priſons both for criminals and 


debtors; and the guard-room for the 
citizens, where the keys of the city 
are locked up every night. At the 
end of the great hall is the chamber 
of the echevins, or ſchepens, where 
civil cauſes are tried; be ſides theſe, 
are the burgomaſters* chamber, the 
chamber of accounts, &c, In the 
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fecond ftory is a large magazine of 
arms; and on the top of the build- 
ing are fix large ciſterns conſtantly 
filled with water, that by means of 
pipes, can be conveyed into any room 


in the houſe, in caſe of fire; to pre- 


vent which the chimnies are lined 
with copper. This immenſe fabric, 


like the reft of the city, is built on 


piles, fourteen thouſind being em- 
ployed for that purpoſe only. The 
architect was John Campen, who 
made the model in 1648, and the 
firſt ſtone was laid the 2 th of 
October the ſame year: the expence 
to make the whole complete is ſaid to 
have been three millions. The 
bourſe, or exchange, is of freeſtone, 
and built in the year 1615, on two 


thouſand piles; its length two hun- 


dred feet, and its breadth one hun- 
dred and twenty- four; the galleries 
are ſupported by twenty-ſix marble 
columns, on each of which are the 
names of the people that are to meet 
there; they are all numbered; and 


there is a place fixed for every mer- 


chandiſe underſome one of their num- 
bers; on the right fide of the gate is 
a ſuperb ſtaircaſe, which leads to the 
galleries, on one fide of which there 
are ſeveral ſhops, and on the other a 


place to ſell clothes. The academy, 


formerly a convent, is a goodly 
building : there are eleven churches 
belonging to the eſtabliſhed religion, 
and one for the Engliſh Preſbyterians; 
all other ſets may have churctes ex- 
cept the Roman Catholics, who meet 
in private houſes, but are no: inter- 
rupted. The Jews have two ſyna- 
gogues, the one for the Portugueſe, 
and the other for the German Jews; 
the Portugueſe ſynagogue is in parti- 
cular a fine building; ſome of the 
churches are handſome ſtructures. 
Beſides theſe there are ſe ve al hoſ- 


pitals, or houſes, for orphans, for 


r widows, for ſick people, and for 


the inſane, all well regulated. The 


raip-houſe, fo called from the origi- 
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nal puniſhment, being that of raſp- 
ing Brefil wood, is a work-houſe, or 
bridewell for men; and if they will 
not perform their taſk allotted, they 
are put into a cellar. into which was 
ter runs, to the riſk of being drown=- 
ed, if they do not conſtantly keep 
pumping it out. There is likewife a 
ſpin-houſe for looſe women, where 
they are compellud :o atone, in fome 
degree, by ſpinning, & e. the immo- 
ralities they have been guilty of. 
All the hoſpitals are kept exceeding- 
ly clean, and are ſupported partly by 
voluntary contributions put into the 
poor's boxes, fixed up in all parts of 
the city, and partly by a tax on all 
public diverſions. Every perſon who 
paſſes through any of the gates at 
candle-light pays a penny for the 
ſam? uſe; theſe charities ar2 taken 
care of by officers appointed, who 
are called deacons; the governors 
are the principal people of the city, 
and are appointed by the magiſtrates. 
The common pez-p!e have places of 
diverfien called ſpielhoufes, where 
they are entertained with muſic and 
dancing. 

The city is governed by a ſenate, 
or council, called Vroedſchap, which 
conſiſts of thirty-fix ſenators, who 
enjoy their places for life, and when 
any one of them dies, the remainder 
chuſe another in his ſtead. This ſe- 
nate elects the deputies who are to be 
ſent to the ſtates, and appoints the 
chief magiſtrates, called echevins, or 
ſchepens, and burgomaſters. The 
number of echevins are twelve, out 
of which four are choſen every year, 
and are called burgomaſters regent z 
three of thefe are diſcharged every 
year, to make room for three others, 
one of the four remaining in offices 
as being beſt acquainted with the 
routine of buſineſs, who preſides the 
firſt hree months of the year, each of 
the others prefiding three months in 
turn: they appoint to all inferior of- 
fices which become vacant during 
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their regency; diſpoſe of the public 
revenues, and ſuperintend all public 
works, and every thing relating to 
the welfare, peace, and ornament of 
the city: in their hands are lodged 
the keys of the bank, The college 
conſiits of nine burgomatters, or eche- 
v ns, who are fole judges of all cri- 
minal matters without appeal ; but 
In civil cauſes there may be an ap- 
pe ro the council of the province. 
There ate likewiſe two treaſurers, 
zn eſcoute, cr balliff, and a pen- 
Bonary. Tie bailiff contin es in o 


tice three yea's, has the charge of 


eriminais, croaſecutes them, and takes 
Care that the ſentence of the law is 
put in execution againſt them. The 


p=nfi>nary is tne miniſter, or coun- 


ſellor of the magiſtrat-s, well verſed 
n the laws, who makes public ha- 
rangues, and takes care of the inte- 
reſts of the city. The city of Am- 
tterdam contributes to the public ex- 
pences above fifty thouſand livres 
Per day, beſides the exciſe of beer, 
deſh, and corr, which in the whole 
amounts to above one million fix 
huncred thouſand pounds fteriing a 
year, more than what is paid by all 
the reſt of the provinces put together, 
and yet it bears but a fifth rank in 
the aſſembly of the ates of Holland ; 
with this 3iftinRion, that other cities 
ſend two members, while Amſter- 
dam ends four. The militia of Am- 
ſterdam is conſiderable, amounting in 


the whole to about fifteen thou ſand; 


Jews and Anabaptiſts are not permitted 
to bear arms, but are obliged to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of the city 
guard, which confiſts of one thou- 
ſand four hundred ſoldiers; as alſo 
to the night watch, which patroles 
the ftreets, and proclaims the hour, 
Although all religious ſects are tole- 
rated at Amſterdam, Calviniſts alone 
are admitted to a ſhare of the govern- 
ment.

canals cut through the town veſſels 
may be brought to unload at the very 


doors. The real origin of the city is 
obſcure, and involved in fable : they 


derive its name from two Flemiſh 


words, Handt, hand and everper, to 
caſt, from a legendary tale, that Sal- 
V.us, a Brabanter, cut off the hand 


of a giant named Antigonus, and caſt 


it into the river near the place where 
he dwelt; and certain feſtivals ob- 
ſerved by the common people, in 
which they carry about the repreſen- 
tation of a caſtle, and the figure of 
a giant, are by ſome gravely adduced 
as evidences of the fact, and ſtill fur- 
ther corroborated by two hands in the 
armorial achievement of the city, 
However that may be, the commerce 
of this city rather more than two cen- 
turies ago, was ſuperior to that of any 
other ſtate in Europe, 2,500 mer « 
chant's veſſels arriving in its port in 
one year; and it is recorded in the 
annals of the place, that the value of 
the merchandize imported in the year 
1550, amounted to one hundred and 
th:rry-three millions of gold; and as 
a proof of the riches and magnitr- 
cence of its merchants, they rejate 
that a certain merchant, named John 
Daens, having lent the emperor 
Charles V. a million of gold, invited 
him to dinner; when after a royal 
entertainment he threw the empe- 
ror's bond into the fire made of cin- 
namon. But fince that time, when 
the United Provinces threw off the 
voke of the Spaniſh government, 
having got poſſeſſion of the entrance 
of che Scheldt, they built forts on the 
fides, and ſunk obſtructions in the 
channel to prevent a free navigation; 
in conſequence of which the com- 
merce of Antwerp has been ruined, 
and graſs grows before the ware- 
hovſes of thoſe who had been the 
greateſt merchants in thy univerſe. 
It is ſtill, however, a large and hand- 
ſome City, and the fee of a bithop, 
ſuffraganof the archbiſhop of Malines, 
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The ſtreets are in general wide and 
ſtraight, and ſurrounded by a wall 
and regular fortifications : the cita- 
del, of a pentagon form, was built by 
order of the duke of Alva, on a riſ- 

ing ground, to keep the citizens in 
awe. The work was conducted by 
Pach'otti, a famous engineer and ar- 
chitect of Urbino, who gave the de- 
fign, and by Colonel Cerbellon, who 
employed in the works not only the 
pioneers, but the ſoldiers likewiſe of 
the duke's army. In this citadel 
- was placed the famous ſtatue of the 
duke of Alva, made of the cannon 
taken at the battle of Jemminghe, in 
Frieſl2nd. The duke was repreſent- 
ed ſtanding upright, and armed at all 
puints, on a ſquare pedeſtal of blue 
marble. In one hand he held a 
commander's baton; the other hand 
pointed towards the city to ſignify 
that he was its protector, and had 
procured its peace. Under his feet 
lay a monſter with two heads and fix 
hands, to reprefent the nobility and 
people whom he had vanquiſhed; 
one hand held a fam beau, the others 
held a broken hammer, an ax, a 
leaf of paper, a purſe ; beneath the 
monſter lay a club, a viſor, ſerpents, 
&c. On the fide of the pedeſtal to- 
Wards the city was the following in- 
ſcription: 


« A Phonneur de Ferdinand Alva- 
rez de Tolede, Duc d'Albe, Gover- 
neur de Pais-bas, tres fidele Miniftre 
du tres bon Roi d*Eſpagne Philippe II, 
pour avoir appaisC la ſedition, chaſce 
les Rebelles, retable la Religion, et 
aſſure la Paix dans les Provinces,” 


The people of Antwerp were ſo 
much offended with this ſtatue and 
inſcription, that they threw it down 
with an intent to break it to pieces; 
and although it was removed by Don 
Lewis de Requeſens, the duke of 
Alva's ſucceſſor, to a place leſs pub- 
lic; yet nothing could prevent its 
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being treated with every mark of ig- 
nominy that an enraged populace 
could beſtow on the repreſentation of 
a man ſo odious; and whom, no 
doubt, they would have treated with 
as much ſeverity-perſonally, had he 
been preſent, and in their power. 
During the civil wars in the fix- 
teenth century, this city ſuffered 
conſiderably. In 1566 the Proteſ- 
tants pillaged the churches with ex- 
treme fury. In 1576 the Spaniſh 
ſoldiers mutinied on account of their 
pay, and, joining the rebels, ſur- 
priſed the city, and made a dreadful 
Naughter of the inhabitants; the 
townhouſe, and many other magni- 
ficent buildings, with 600 houſes, 
were burned to aſhes,” and upwards 
of ten thouſand perſons killed and 
wounded. This calamity began on 
the fourth of November, and the 
pillage of the city continued three 
days. In the year 1685, the city 
took part with the prince of Orange, 
and was commanded by Philip de 
Marnix, baron of Ste, Aldegonde, 
who had been the prince's confiden- 
tial friend, and one in whom the ci- 
tizens Fpecially repoſed great faith. 
The prince of Parma was at that time 
general of the Spaniſh forces, and 
laid fiege to Antwerp. Never, they 
ſay, was a place better attacked, or 
better defended; but at the end of a 
year, being driven to great diſtr 
for want of proviſions, the beſieged 
were obliged to capitulate, and the 
ſovereignty of the king of Spain was 
again acknowledged at Antwerp. 
After this, the Proteſtants, to avoid 
the government of an arbitrary Ca- 
tholic prince, removed with their fa- 
milies and effects to Amſterdam and 
other places, where they might be 
allowed liberty of conſcience, and a 
free exerciſe of their religion. This 
was the firſt blow to the commerce 
of Antwerp, and from this time that 
of Amſterdam increaſed, which laſt 
City, it is ſaid, 4 * underhand 
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method in its power, to prevent aſ- 
fiſtance being given to her rival dur- 
ing the ſiege At the treaty of Mun- 
ſter, when a peace was concluded 
between Philip IV. and the United 
Provinces, when the independence of 
thoſe Provinces was acknowledged 
and guaranteed, Antwerp ſeems to 
have fallen a ſacrifice for a peace- 
offering, for by an article of that 
treaty, it was agreed, that no large 
merchant veſſel ſhould ſail up to 
Antwerp, without firſt unloading her 
cargo in one of the ports of Holland, 
from whence the merchandiſe migh: 
be conveyed to Antwerp in barges, 
or ſmall veſſels. This gave a death 
blow to its commerce, ſince which 
It never has revived. The late em- 
peror Joſeph made a pretence of again 
opening the navigation of the Scheld, 
but for want of reſolution, conduct, 
or power, the ſcheme proved abor- 
tive. The late threatened plan of 
opening the Scheld by the French, 
which was, at leaft, the oſtenſible 
yeaſon for England's taking up arms, 
is well known. It was taken by 
the French in November, 1792, and 
the citadel ſurrendered priſoners of 
war the 29th of that month; the 
French again evacuated it in March 
fol. owing. | 
Among the moſt remarkable pub- 
lic buildings, are the bourſe, or ex- 
change, the townhouſe, the cathe- 
ral, the Jeſuit's church, S. James's, 
the abby of S. Michaels, and that of 
the Auguſtines. The bourſe is nine- 
ty feet in length, and ſeventy in 
depth, including the portico which 
ſurrounds it; it was firſt built in 
2537, and js ſaid to have taken its 
name from a houſe that ſtood in the 
fame place, on the front of which 
was aneſcutcheon with three bourſes, 
or purſes on it. The plan of the 


Royal Exchange in London, as firſt 


built by fir Thomas Greſham, was 
taken from this. The townhouſe, 


built fince 1576, is a fine old build- 
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ing, ninety-ſeven feet long, and fix- 
ty-five deep. The church de Notre 
Dame, or cathedral, is a magnificent 
ſtructure, with a ſteeple of ſtone ad- 
mirably wrought, 420 feet in height 
within are many altars, and little 
chapels, with exquiſite workmanſhip 
of marble, and paintings by Reubens; 
the aſcenſion of the Virgin, the tak - 
ing down from the croſs, the ſaluta- 
tion, and the circumcifion done by 
that great man, are particularly 
eſteemed. The portico, with its 
marble ſtatues, would be valued even 
a Rome. The Jeſuits* church is 
another noble ſtruture; the model 
of its inſide being not unlike that of 
S. Clements in London, ſomething 
longer, but hardly ſo broad; the pil- 
lars are of the pureſt marble, the 
walls and roof are wainſcotted with 


pannels painted by Reubens, and 


other great maſters; the great altar 
is of the fineſt marble, lofty and no- 
ble, with a grand picture of the aſ- 
cenſion of the Virgin, by Reubens, 
in which is the ſublime, or daring 
idea of repreſenting the Almighty 
placing a crown of gold on the vir- 
gin's head, with the inſcription Ven, 
Corenaberis. The famous Reuben; 
was buried in S. James's church, in 
a ſmall chapel erected by himſelf, 


and adorned with a beautiful altar- 


piece of his own painting. The high 
altar in this church alſo is much 
eſteemed. In the church of the 
abby of 8. Michael's, is ſhewn 
the tomb of a queen of the family 
of the Stuarts; 
of the twelve apoſtles are plac- 
ed round the nave; and the altar is 
ornamented with a beautiful picture 
of the wiſe men worſhipping Chriſt 
by Reubens. In the church of the 
Auguſtines are two celebrated pic- 


tures, the extacy of S. Auguſtine by 


Reubens, and the crucifixion by Van- 
dyke. The Plantin printing-office 
was a ſquare building like a college, 
where the celebrated Chriſtopher 


and the ſtatues 
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Plantinus, or Plantin, a native of 
Tours, carried on his buſineſs of 
printing, whoſe memory will be re- 
ſpeed by all judges of that art, ſo 
long as beautiful, elegant, and accu- 
rate editions are valuable. 

Near the cathedral was ſhewn the 
tron railing of a well, with ornament- 
al foliages, the workmanſhip of Quin- 
tin Ma:ſys, then a ſmith, but af- 
terwards a painter. He was a native 
of Antwerp, and fell in love with a 
painter's daughter; the father re- 
fuſed bis conſent, being determined 
to give her only to one of his own 
profe ſſion. Love induced him to go 
to Italy, where he ſtudied the art, 
and returned to Antwerp with ſuch 
proofs of his abilities, that the old 
man gave his conſent to a marriage 
with his daughter. Antwerp boaſts 
many of his works, and the admira- 
ble picture of the Miſers, in Windſor 
Caſtle, is of this maſter's painting. 
At the entrance of the cathedral his 
head is carved, with this inſcrip- 
wnr 
c Connubialis amor de Mulcibre fe- 

cit Apellem.“

Ab, a populous but ſmall city of 
Hajnaut, ſituated on the river Dendre, 
vielded to France by the treaty of 
Aix-le-Chapelle in 1668, and then 
fortified by Vauban; but reſtored to 
the Spaniards by the treaty of Nim- 
megen in 1678. The French laid 
fiege to it in May, 1697, under the 
command of Marechal Catinat, and 
thirteen days after the trunches were 
opened the town ſurrendered; but 
the ſame year was reſtored to Spain. 
September 16, 1706, the allied army 
inveſted the place under the com- 
mand of Field Marſhal Owerkercke, 
with ſixty- four pieces of cannon and 
forty-two mortars.

Berg-op-Zo»m, a maritime town 
of Dutch Brabant, ſitvated on th e 
river Zeom, at its union with the 
Scheldt; firſt ſurrounded by a wall 
in 1287, by Gerard de Weſemae), 
firſt lord of the town, and erected 
into a marquiſate by the emperor 
Cha les V. in 1533. The church 
is a beautiful ſtructure, and was 
made collegiate in 1442. This is 


one of the ſtrongeſt places belonging 
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to the Dutch, having been regularly 
fortified in 
nearly impregnable; towards Ant- 
werp is a grand half moon, extend- 
ing to a fort called Kyci-in-de-Per, 
furniſhed with four redoubts, and 
well mounted wich cannon; by a ca- 


nal which communicates with the 
Scheldt, ſuccours may be thrown 


into the place during a ſiege: be- 
tween the town and the ſea are 


eleven forts well ſupplied, with a 


number of redoubts and palliſadoes: 
towards Steenberg alſo the ou works 
are very ſtrong wth a number of 
redoub es and intrenchments. Berg- 
op-Zoom had its particular lords ſo 
long ſince as the year 1212. 
the death of ſoh de Glimes, whom 
the ducheſs of Parma ſent into Spain, 
and who died in priton in the year 
1567, the marquiſate came to Eitel 
Frederick prince of Hohenzollern, of

Tiage with Elizabeth de Berg; heireſs 
of the late marquis: With their 
daughter it was received as a marriage 


portion by Maurice de la Tour 
d' Auvergne, governor and ſenechal 


of Limoſin, & This prince died 
in 1707, leaving his ſon Conſtantin, 


who quitted the ſervice of France, 


and retired to Holland, where Le was 
made lic utenan general of the Dutch 
forces. In 1707 he eſpouſed Mary 
Anne, daughter of Philip duke of 
Aremberg and Arſchot, by whom 
he had one only daughter, Mary 
Henrietta, and died in 1710 at 
Douay, in the flower of his age. 
The commander, Don Louis de Re- 


queſens, govern r of the Netherlands, 


was defeated near this place, on the 
29th of January 1574. The town 
of Middelburg being much preſſed by 
the contederates, he equipped a fleet 


which he divided to occupy both 


branches of the Scheld, to fail to- 
wards Zeland. One part he entruſted 
to John de Glimes, the vice admiral, 
and Julien Romero; the other to

Don Sanchez Avila. The two firſt 
were defeated by the Zelanders un- 
der the command of Loui Boiſtot, 
admiral of Zeland, who loft an eye 
in the engagement. The conquer- 
ers took nine ſhips, and burnt the 
Span'ſh admiral; Glimes was flain ; 
Ron:ero ſwam towſhore. The com- 
mander being on the bank was wit- 
neſs of the unfortunate ſucceſs of the 
enterpriſe of the whole of which he 
was informed by Airla, who retired 
to Antwerp. 


The Prince of Parma attempted 


to take it in 158 without ſucceis; 
and in 1622 th: Marquis of Spinola 
laid fiege to it again, but the beſieged 
defended themſelves fo veliantly, and 
the Prince of Orange took ſuch mea- 
ſures to throw ſuccours into the 
place, that the Marquis was obliged 
to raiſe the ſiege on the 2a of Otto. 
ber, after having loft more than ten 
thouſand men, from the 18th of July, 
ven he began his approich. In the 
year 1746 Marechal Saxe having a- 
muſed the allies with marches and 
counter- marche, at length detached 
count Low-ndahl with fix and thirty 
thouſind mes to beſiege Berg-op- 
J. oom. It was ſecured wit'i a garri- 
ſon of three thouſand men, and well 
provided with artillery, ammunitiong 
ani magazines, The enemy appear- 
ed before i on the 12th day of July, 
and ſummoned the governor to ſur- 
render. The prince of Saxe-Hild- 
burghauſen was ſeat to its relief with 
twenty battalions and fourteen ſqua- 
drons of the troops that could be moſt 
conveniently aſſembled: he entered 
the lines of Ber:-5p- Zoom, where he 
remained in expectation of a tron 

reinforcement from the confederate 
amy; ani the old Baron Cronſtrom, 
whom the Sradcholder had appol: ted 
Governor of B:abant, aſſume re 
command of the garriſon. 'The be- 
fiegers carried on their operations with 
great vivacity, and the troops in the 


town defended it with equal yalour 
> C % 
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The eyes of all Europe were turned 
upon this important ſiege: comte 
Lowendahl received divers reinforce- 
ments, and a conſiderable body of 
troops was detached from the allied 
army under the command of Baron 
Schwartzemburght, to co-cperate 
with the prince of Saxe- Hiluburg- 
hauſen. The French general loſt a 
conſiderable number of men by the 
Cloſe and continual fire of the beiieged; 
while he, in his turn, opened ſuch a 
number of batteries, and plyed them 
fo warmly, that the defence, began to 
give way. From the ſixteenth day 
of July to the 15th of September, the 
fege produced an unintermitting ſcene 
of horror and deſtruction; deſperate 
fallies were made, and mines ſprung 
with the moſt dreadful effects; the 
works began to be ſhattered, the town 
was laid in aſhes, the trenches we:e 
filled with carnage, nothing was ſeen 
but fire and ſmoke, nothing heard 
but one continued roar of bombs and 
cannon. But ſtill the damage fel! 
chiefly upon the beſiegers, who were 
Naininheaps,while the garriſon ſuffer- 
edvery little, and could be occalionally 
relieved or reinforced from the Ines. 
In a word it was generally belicved 
that comte Lowendahl would be baf- 
fled in his endeavours; and by this 
belief the governor of Berg-op-Zoom 
ſeems to have been lulled in a blind 
ſecurity. At length ſome inconſider- 
able breaches were mad in one ravelin 
and two baſtions, and theſe the French 
general reſolved to ſtorm, though 
Cronſtrom believed they were imprac- 
ticable ; and on that ſuppoſition pre- 
ſumed that the enemy would not at- 
tempt an aſſault. For this very rea- 
ſon comte Lowendahl reſolved to ha- 
zard the attack, before the prepara- 
tions ſhould be made for his reception. 
He accordingly regulated his diſpo- 
f tions, and at four o'clock in the 
morning, on the 16th day of S ptem- 
ber, the ſignal was made for the aſ- 
ſault, A prodigious quantity of 
bombs being thrown into the ravelin, 
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his troops threw themſelves into the 
foſſe, mounted the breaches, forced 
open a ſally-port, and entered the 
place almoſt without reſiſtance. In a 
word, they had time to extend them- 
ſelves along the curtains, and form in 
order of battle, before the garriſon 
could be aflembled. Cronſtrom was 
allecpy and the ſoldiers upon duty had 
been turprized by the ſuddenneſs and 
impetusſity of the attack. Though 
the French had taken poſſeſſion of 
the ramparts, they did not gain the 
town ichout oppoſition. Two bat- 
talions of the Scottiſh troops, in the 
pay of the S'ates General, were aſ- 
ſ-mbled in the market-place, and at- 
tacked them with ſuch fury that they 
were driven from ſtreet to ſtreet, un- 
till freſh reinforcements arriving, 
compelled the Scots to retreat in their 
turn, yet they diſputed every inch of 
ground and fought until two-thirds 
of them were killed upon the ſpot, 
Then they brought off the old go- 
vernor, abandoning the town to the 
enemy; the troops that were en- 
camped in the lines retreating with 
great precipitation; all the forts in the 
neighbourhood immediately ſurren- 
dered to the victors, who now be- 
came maſters of the whole navi- 
gation of the Scheld. Berg-op- 
Zoom was reftored to the Dutch 
at the peace of Aix-la-Chapelle. Lon- 
gitude 4.

fion of hunting. Godfrey, duke of 
Brabant, to put a ſtop to the incur- 
fions of the Gueldrians into that 
country, commanded the wood to be 
cut down in the year 1184, and laid 
the foundation of a city which was 
finiſh?d in 1196 by his fon Duke 
Henry, and conliderably enlarged in 
1453. It is ſurrounded by the wa- 
ters of the Dommel and Aa, by which 
they can caſily lay the country round 
about under water, and is ſometimes, 
eſpecially in winter, not to be ap- 
proached but by boats. It is defend- 
ed by ſeveral forts, the three princi- 
pal are thoſe of Crevecœur, near the 
Meuſe, a large fort called Iſabella; 
and a ſmall fort called S. Antoine 
towards Brabent. It has alſo a caſtle 
named Papcn-Briel, which the States 
General ordered to be built in the 
laſt century to be a check on the Ro- 
man Cath alicks,w hich were more nu- 
merous thanthereformed. I: has four 
gates, Vuchterpoorte, towards Breda; 
men rpoorte, towards Grave and 
Nimmegen; eee towards

Before it was in the poſſeſſion of the 
proteſtants, there were ſixteen mo- 
naſteries; that of the Jeſuits is now 
the governor's palace. This city 
ſuffered conſiderably in the ſixteenth 
century, during the religious wars. 
At length the Dutch made them- 
ſelves maſters of it in 1629; the 
the place being inveſted the latter 
end of April, capitulation was figned 
the fourteenth of September, and the 
garriſon marched out three days after, 
with their governor, the Comte de 
Grobbendonck, and many of the 
principal citizens; the religious car- 
rying away with them the miraculous 
image of the Virgin, which was at 
tirſt placed in the pariſh church of 
S. Geri, at Bruſſels, by order of the 
Infanta Iſabella Claire Eugene, but 
removed in the year 1641 to that 
of S. Jame de Cauberghe, by direc- 
tion of Cardinal Ferdinand, brother 
to Philip IV. King of Spain, then 
governor of the Netherlands. Pope 
Paul IV. founded a biſhoprick at 
Bois-le-Duc, in the year 1559, 
which had juri ſaiction over ten cities 
and one hund:ed and eighty- nine 
viiliges, being about twenty leagues 
in length and ten in breadth; the

fion of hunting. Godfrey, duke of 
Brabant, to put a ſtop to the incur- 
ions of the Gueldrians into that 
country, commanded the wood to be 
cut down in the year 1184, and laid 
the foundation of a city which was 
finiſh?d in 1196 by his ſon Duke 
Henry, and contiderably enlarged in 
2453.

It has alto a caſt le 
named Papen-Briel, which the States 
General ordered to be built in the 
Jaft century to be a check on theRo- 
man e e ee were more nu- 
merous thanthereformed. I: has four 
gates, v uchterpoorte, towards Breda; 
Hintemm rpoorte, towards Grave and 
Nimmegen ; Orterpoorte, towards 
Bommel and Utrecht; and S. John's 
Gate, towards Heuſden. Its forti- 
fications are tezular, and the wells

Before it was in the poſſeſſion of the 
proteſtants, there were ſixteen mo- 
naſteries; that of the Jeſuits is now 
the governor's palace. This city 
ſuffered conſiderably in the fixteenth 


century, during the religious wars. 


At length the Dutch made them- 
ſelves maſters of it in 1629; the 
the place being inveſted the latter 
end of April, capitulation was ſigned

Prince Maurice, in the year 1600, 
merely from the ſoldiers not being 
paid. The fort of Crevecœur ſur- 
rendered without reſiſtance on the 
24th of March, and that of 8. An- 
dre on the Sth of May, the garriſon 


being bribed by the Prince, who 


paid the Soidiers 125 thouſand flo- 
rins. In 1672 the French took the 
Iſland under Marſhal Turenne, but, 
after deſtroying the fortifications, 
abandoned it the year following. The 
Comte Charles de Manſvelt, paſſ- 
ing this ifland in the commencement 
of the rel gious diſputes with ſome 
Spaniſh troops, was ſurrounded by 
ſeveral ſhips of the Hollanders, under 
the command of Comte Hohenlo, 
who ordered the Dikes to be opened, 
which totally inundated the iſland, 
ſo that the Spaniards were obliged 
to r-tire to the citadel, where they 
muſt have miſerably periſhed, if the 
coming on of a ſudden froſt had not 


oblized the Comte to abandon the 


fiege, and leave them at liberty to re- 
tire. In memory of this miraculous 
retreat a chapel was built at Bruſſels, 
in honour of the immaculate concep- 
tion of the virgia, next the domini- 
can church, which being beaten down 
by bombs, and burned in 1695, was 
aiterwards rebuilt with greater mag- 
ni ficence. The iſland belongs to

ing levied an army of 35,000 men, 
and being ſupported by tome other 
powers; however in 1667 a peace

In 
15 54 it was taken by the French un- 
der King Henry II. who made a great 
flaughter of the inhabitants. It had 
formerly a ſtrong caſtle which was de- 
ſtroyed in the wars. Near Bouvig- 
nes are the remains of an ancient city, 
called Chevremont, once a ftrong 
place, whoſe inhabitants made them- 
ſelves remarkable by their robberies, 
and defended themſelves valianily a- 
gainſt Charles the Simple in 922, a- 
gainſt King Otho in 939, and againſt 
Bruno, Archbiſhop of Cologne in 
960. At length the city was taken 
and deſtroyed in the year 992 by 
Notger, Biſhop of Liege. Bouvig- 
nes lies in long.

Breda, a handſome and ſtrong city 
of Brabant, belonging to the Dutch, 
fituated on the Aa and Mercke, two 
ſmall rivers which unite here, and 
form the river Roevert. I: is the 
capital of an ancient barony, which 
compreheads ſeventeen coniileravle 
villages, and a wood of fir-trecs call- 
ed Maſt-boſch, about a league and a 
half in lengih, and half a league in 
breadth. In 1212 this barony be- 
longed to Godfrey de Bergue, from 
whom it deſcended to Henry, whoſe 
daughter Elizabeth married Arnold 
de Louvain, whoſe only daughter 
Alix brought the barony ot Breda to 
Raſon de Gavre ; from him deſcend- 
ed Philip, whoſe daughter Alix 
eſpouſed Gerard de Raſſeghem, who 
ſold Breda to John III. Duke of Bra- 
bant, who again fold it to John de 
Polane, Lord of Leck : this laſt left 
an only daughter named Jeanne, mar- 
ried in 1404 to Engelbert de Naſſau, 
from which alliance this city remain - 
ed in the houfe of Naſſau till Wil- 
liam III. King of England, who dy- 
ing without iſſue, the barony was 
left in abeyance. Henry of Naſſau 
began the old caſtle in 1350, but 
about the year 1630, William Prince 


of Orange, afterwards King of Eng- 


land, erected the new one, which is a 
magnificent ſquare ſtruQture, ſur- 
rounded by the waters of the Mercke. 


Breda, in ſpirituals, is dependent on 


the dioceſe of Antwerp; in civil at- 
fairs it is governed according to the 
cuſtoms of Brabant. It ſuff:red ex- 
ceedingly in the wars of the fixteenth 
century, Inthe year 1566 the Pro- 
teſtants committed many violences, 
the year following it was annexed to 
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the domains of the King of Spain, by 
the Duke of Alva, on account of the 
rebellion of William of Naſſau, 
Prince of Orange. In 1575 the 
Emperor Maximilian having offered 
his mediation for peace, the city of 
Breda was the place fixed on for the 
conf-r-nce, but the Spaniards being 
too pertinacious in their propoſitions, 
and diſtruſted by the confederates, 
the aſſembly was diſſolved without 
coming to any agreement. In 1577 
the garriſon delivered up the city to 
the States. In 1581 Claude de Ber- 
laimont, Lord of Hautepenne took it 
by ſurpriſe on the 18th of June, and 
gave it up to pillage. Prince Mau- 
rice made himſelf maſter of it again 
in March 1590 by a ſtratagem, ſend- 
ing a party of choſen men hid in a 
boat lo:ded with turf, by whoſe means 


the Prince was admitted, and the city 


ſurrendered. It was again attacked 
and taken by Spinola, the 5th of 
June 1625. After a ſiege of fix 
months, which Juſtin, the natural 
ſon of William Prince of Orange, ſu- 
ſtained with great valour. Spinola 
burned the turf-boat, by means of 
which the Dutch had become ma- 
ſters of the city in 1590, and which 
had been carefully preſerved in me- 
mory of that tranſaction. At length 
Frederic Henry, Prince of Orange, 
laid fiege to it the 23d of June 1637, 


and obliged the governor, Omer de 
Fourdin, to ſurrender the 2oth of 


October following. The Dutch af- 
ter that conſiderably augmented the 
fortifications which are eſteemed 
ſome of the completeft in the Ne- 


therlands. It is ſurrounded on all 


ſides by water and moraſſes, which 
render the approach exceedingly dif- 
ficult; notwithſtanding which, it ſur- 
rendered to the French the 24th of 
Febru ry 1793, after a ſhort ſiege of 
ten days. On the zoth of March 
following it was again ſurrendered to. 
the Dutch by capitulation, the ſol- 
diers being permitted to return tg 
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France with ſafe conduct. In 1667 
was held at Bred: celebrated con- 
greſs for peace; fit between Lewis 
XIV. King of Frarce, and Charles 
II. King of England, concluded the 
21ſt of] ly by the med ation of the 
King Sweden; a ſecond peace was 
conc uded at the fawe tive, and 
figned on he 31% of July, between 
the King of England and the States 
Generai; by an art cin which the 
province of N-w Y ori was given to 
the Engliſh. The ſame day a third 
peace was ratified between the King 
of England and Frede i k III. King 
of Denmark. The Engliſh Ambaſ- 
ſagors were Denzi] Holles and Henry 
Coventry; thoſe of France Godet1oi 
d' Eſtrodes, lieutenant general, and 
Honore Courtin, cou ſelior of Rate; 
thoſe of Sweden. George Flemmingh, 
Chriſtophre Comte de Dhona, and 
Pierre Jules Coyet; the Dutch ap- 
pointed Jerome van Beverningk, 
Pierre de Huybert, Allard Pierre 
FJongheſtal, Adolphus Henry de Ri- 
perda, and Ludolphe Tiarda de Sterc- 
kenborgh ; and thoſe from Denmark 
were Paul Klingenbergh and Pierre 
Carifius. The great church is a 
handſome ſtructure, and remarkable 
for its tower, which was burned in 
1696, and {incc rebuilt, the height 
of the ſpire is 362 feet; in it are ſe- 
veral monuments of the ancient lords 
of Breda, the moſt remarkable of 
which are hoſe of Engelbert I. who 
died in 1442, of john, who died in 
1473, and of Engelbert II. who died 
in 1504; but they are much defaced. 
The town-houſe js large, the apart- 
men:s regular, and ſumptuouſly fur- 
niſhed. The city is of a triangular 
form, and contains about 2200 houſes; 
at every angle 1s a gate, and trees are 
planted along the ramparts.

Among the cities of Flan- 
ders Bruges hold the ſ-cord rank; 
is about 2 league and a half in cir- 
<umference, and adyontageouſly fi- 
tuated in a plain having. by means of 
Canals, a nav able communication 
with Ghert, Oftend, Dunkirk. Ni-u- 
port, Furnes, Dimme, Sluy:, &c. 
This ci y was, in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, a place of the greateſt trade in 
Europe; in it were conſuls for the 
regulation of trade from all the dit- 
ferent cities and countries; and na- 
tional warehouſes and magazines to 
depoſit their goods, which were 
brought here as the great mort: the 
merchants of V-nce ſent hing the 
product of the Eait; the traders of 
the North brought hither the pro- 


duct ion of the Ball ic, and the Eng- 


lich ſent tieir wool; the dukes of 
Burgundy, their lo:ds encouraged 
trade, and under their auſpices they 
flouriſhed ; but in the vear 1489 the 
Citizens had the audacity to arreſt the 
Arch Duke Maximilian, Who had 
married Mary, the heireſs of the 
houſe of Bargundy, to affront his 
domeſtics, and maltreat his cfticer- 
they even demanded a ſtance from 


the King of France and the Duke of 


Gueldres 3 this tumult contin ed 
fourteen months, but being fer of 
much worſe conſequences, they em- 
plored the clemency of their prince; 


£fty-fix were condemned to eth, 


a great number baniſhed, and th- city 
fined in a large ſum. From that 
time Bruges began to dec ine, and 
Antwerp ſo advantazeruſly fitiated 
on the banks of a conſiderable river, 
became its rival, and ſoon its ſuperior. 
Having a communication with the 
ſea from Oſtend, by means of a na- 
vigable canal; it is yeta pl=ce of confi- 
derable trade, with manuf.to:ics of 
Ruff, linen, &c. It was formerly in 
the dioceſe of Tournay, but was in 
the year 1559 erected into a biſhop - 
rick by Philip II. King of Spain, 
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ſubject to the Archbiſhop of Malines, 
In 1430, Philip th. Goo, Duke of 
Burguny, inſtituted the order of the 
Golden Fleece at Bruges. The 
ſtreets, two hundred and fixty in 
number, are in general ſpacious, and 
the houſe: large but od; there are 
ſeven gates ind fix grand markets, 
but they ha e neither fountain or 
river, the water which ſupplies che 
City being brough: {rom Ghent, from 
the rivers Lis and Schel.', by means 
of pipes. The principal buildings 
are the townhouſe, the hails, the 
mint, &c. At the end of the grand 
market is a fine ſte ple, one of the 
moſt beautiful of the kind in Europe, 
hive hundred aad thirty-three ſteps 
in height, and furniſhed with bells 
and chimes which play a different 
tune every quarter of an hour. 
There are ſeveral fine churches at 
Bruges; the cathedral is dedicated 
to S. Donat, but the church of No- 
tre Dame is the moit beautiful whoſe 
ſteeple is a ſea mark to ſailors coming 
to Oſtend; i» the treaſury ar- preterved 


the rich veſtments of Thomas-a- 


Becket adorned with precious ſtones, 
S-venteen houſes or places yet re- 
main, the ancient ha itations of ſo 
many conſuls of trade. The magiſ- 
tracy of Bruzes is compoſed of two 
burgomaſters, twelve echevins, 
twelve counſellors, fix penſionaries, 
and two gretñers. This city was bom- 
b-rd-d by the Dutch on the 4th of 
July, 1704, but without ſucceſs 
it ſubmitted to the allies in 1706, 
after the battle f Ramiles ; in 1708 
it was inveſted by the French under 
the command of Comte de la Mot he, 
and ſurrendered the fifth of July. 
The allies re-entered it the be- 
ginnins of the vear 1709, in virtue 
of a capitulation ſigne on the taking 
of Ghent, the zoth of December, 
1709.

Bruges, Franc de. The freedom 
of Bruges extends over a ſpace of 
ſeven leagues, has its peculiar laws 
and cuſtoms, and is governed by its 
pwn magiſtracy who reſide at Bruges, 
and are compoſed of four burgomaſ- 
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ters, twenty-ſeven echevins, fix pen« 
ſioners, and two treaſurers who hold. 
their offices for life. It compre- 
hends ſeveral! diftrifts, and many 
towns and villages, among others the 
towns of Oſtend, Nieuport, Sluys, 
Dixmude, Eckeloo, Middleburg, 
Aremburg, and Damme. 

Brugge, a village of Brabant, three 
leagues and a half S. from Antwerp.

Bruſſ:s, or Bruxelles, called the 
ornament and delight of the Nether. 
lands, is undoubtedly the richeſt and 
gayeſt city of Brabant, and refidence 
of the court, it 4s built in a fertile coun- 
try, one part of it, to the eaſt, ſitua- 
ted on an eminence, the other part to- 
tlie weſt, ſituated in a plain, and well 


_ watered by the river Senne, which 


runs through it, and branches into 
ſeveral ſtreams, forming many ſmall 
iſlands ; the name is by ſome derived 
from a neighbouring moraſs, named 
Broeytſel; by others from a bridge 
named Bruxel; however that may be 
fo long ago as the year gcoz it had 
a market and and a caſtel; and in 
the year 1340 was ſurrounded with 
a wall of freeſtone, the ruins of which 
are yet viſible. Between the years” 
1357 and 1370 it was conſiderably 
enlarged, and is now ſaid to be 
ſeven miles in circumference. With 
out the walls are ſixteen half moons, 
and a counterſcarp along the foſſe. 
Bruſſels contain 2 pariſhes, Ste. 
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Gudule, Notre Dame de la Chapelle, 
S. Geri, S. Nicholas, Ste. Catherine, 
S. faques de Caubergue, and Notre 
Dame de Fits tert. According 
to the ſoß ing of Putearus, a famous 
hiſtori i of the count: y, the number 
ſeven is remark ible at Brutlels, firſt 
having ſeven lords at one time, who 
had each a chateau, whoſe deſcend- 
ants form the teven patri-ian fami- 
lies, from which the magiſtrates are 
elected, theſe are the fam ies of 
Steenweg he, Sleeuws, Serhuvghs, 
_ Coutenberg, Serroe!ofs, Sweerts, and 


Rodenbeeck ; there are ſeven grand 


places or markets, beſides others le. 
conſiderable 3 ſeven gates, that of 
Louvain to the eaſt, that of Namur 
to the ſouth, thoſe of Halle and An- 
derlecht to the weſt, thoſe of Flan- 
ders and Laecken to the north, and 
that of Scharebeeck, otherwiſe called 
the gate of Cologn, to the north-eaſt. 
Without the gate of Halle, about two 
hundred pa-es, is a fort called Fort 
de Monterey, being built by Comte 
de Monterey, Governor General of 
the Netherlands, in 1672. From 
Bruflels 2 canal is cut to the river 
Rupple, a little beyond the village of 
Willebroeck, by means of which 
there is a daily communication in 
barges with Antwerp; thi: canal was 
begun the 11th of June, 1550, and 
made fit for navigation, on the 11th 
of October, 1561, under the direc. 
tion of the celebrated architeft 
George Rinaldi; the clevation of the 
ground is fifty fecr, and regolu ed by 
means of five fluices ; the length of 
the c:nz! is about feven leagues, and 
is ſaid to have coſt eighteen hundred 
thouſand florins : by this means the 
ocean and the Scheld are open to 
Bruſſels, to the great conven.cnce of 
the trade of the city. The palzce 
where the governor r- ſides was be- 
gun in the year 1300, by Jchn II. 
Duke of Brabant, enlarged in the 
vear 1452 by Philip the Good, and 
Hniſhed by his ſucc:ilors ; it ſtands

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on an er.inence with a large ſquare 


before it, encircled with pillus of 
braſs, on which are ſtatues of ſeveral 
emp?rors and dukes of Brabant, large 
as life, finiſhed in the year 1521; 
behind the palace is en extenſive and 
beau.1ful park well ſtocked with deer 
and planted with trees; at the extre- 


nity, near the gate of Louvain, ſtands 


a plezture houſe, built by order of 
Charles V. where he ſometimes reſid- 
ed after his abdication of the crown, 
in favour of his ſon Philip II. hence 
called the Emperor's Houſe. The 
Hotel! de Ville in the grind mariet- 
place i a remarkable ſt: utture, it was 
begun in 1380, and no: fin ſhed before 
the year 1442; its turret is an admi- 
rable pece of Gothic architecture, 


thre hundred and ſixty-four fest in 


height; on the top is the figure of 
S. Michael in copper gilt, ſeventeen 
feet high, Which turns with the wind. 
There are many paiacrs belonging to 
the nobility, the Prince of Ligne, 
Duke of Aremberg, &c. in which are 
many very valuable paintings by the 
The opera 
houſe is a grand ſtructure, erected in 
the year 1700, after the Italian man- 
ner, by order of the Elector of Bava- 
ria. then governor general of the Low 
Countries. The church of Ste. 
Gudule, which is collegiate, is a very 
magnificen. ſtructure, ſituated in a 
higher part of the city, and approach- 
ed by..a flight of ſteps; it was built 
in the year 1047 by Lambert, ſur- 
named Ba.deric, duke of Brabant, 
and dedicated to Ste. Gudule, whoſe 
remains were removed hither from 
the church of S. Geri, at the inſti- 
gation of Gerard, Biſhop oi Cambray. 
Beſiies the par ſh churches, there are 
a great many charels, monaſteries and 
convents. The Governor General 
keeps his court with the h-nours of 
a ſover-ign prince, being attended 
with a company of archers, a com- 
pany of halberdiers, 2.4 three com- 
panics of horſe guards. The magiſtra-

cv of Bruſſels is compoſed of an of- 
ficer called amman, a burgomaſter, 
ſeven echevins, two treaſurers, a pen- 
ſionary, three ſecretaries. three gref- 
hers, and two receivers; beſides thefe 


they have a deputy amman, an un- 


der burgomaſter, nine counſellers 
choſen from the ci izens, a ſuper in- 
tendant of the canal, a receiver for 


the canal, and a greffier of the trea- 


ſury ; the office of amman, deputy 
amman, ſecretari-s and greffiers of 
the city and treaſu:y, are perpetual. 
The deſcendants of the ancient patri- 
cians families, who are divided into 
ſeven claſſes, aſſemble ſome days be- 
fore the feaſt of S. John, and nomi- 


nate three perſons of each body, 
waom they prefent to the ſovereign 


or governor, for him to choſe and 
appoint magiſtrates from on the feaſt 
ot S: John, O. S. The ſecond burgo- 
maſter and the nine counſellors, with 
the receivers, are named by the firſt 
burgomaſter, matters relating to the 
citizens, aic cognizable before the 
magiſtracy in the firſt inſtance, with 
rig ht of appeal to the ſovereign coun- 
cil. The citizens are divided into 
nine claſſes, called nations, who were 


formed in the year 1321, of the prin- 


cipal artiſans of the city; they are 
diſtinguiſhed by the nations of Notre- 
Dame, of S. Gilles, S. Laurent, S.Geri, 
S. Jean, S. Chriſtophre, S. ſaques, 
S. Pierre, and S. Nicholas, each claſs 
including ſeveral companies of trade i- 
men, who have each a chief or dean, 
with their aſſi ſtant counſel ; they are 
aſſembled by the ſound of a bell, call- 
ed the bell of the nations, to fignify 
their conſent to any ſubliidy which 
the ſovereign may demand or approve, 
ia the name of the whole city, or to 
any propoſitions which may be made 
bythe burgomaſter. In the year 1695, 
the army of France, under the con- 


duct of Marſhal Villeroy, advanced 


towards Bruſſels for the purpoſe of 
compelling the allies to raĩſ: the ſiege 
of the caſtle of Namur, and began to 
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bomb ird it the 14th of Auguſt, 
when they poured in ſuch a quantity 
o: bombs and red-hot balls that the 
city took fire, and the fire being ſe- 
conded with a violent wind burned 
fourteen beautiful churches aad above 
four thouſand houſ-s to aſhes, after 
thi: the French retired without being 
ab'e to conſtrain the allies to abandon 
their enterp ize. Alter the battle of 
Ramilies, the El-ctor of Bavaria and 
all the friends of Philip V. abandon- 
ed Bruſſels, and the allies ſiezed it 
the 27th of May, 1706. As the city 
was not regularly fortified or in a 
condition to ſuſtain a ſiege, the ma- 
giſtrates pr-ſented the keys of the 
city to the Duke of Marlborough, . 
commander in chief, and impiored 
his protection, who accordingly tcok 
poſſeſſion in the name of Charles III. 
king of Spain, who made General 
Churchil, the duke of Marlborough's 
brother, Governor. The 224d of 
November, 1708, it Was beſieged by 
a body of troops under the command 
of Maximilian Emanuel, elector of 
Bavaria, but his highneſs being in- 
formed that the Duke of Marlbo:ough 
had paſſed the Scheld with a large 
part of his army to fuccour the city, 
he was obliged to abandon the fiege, 


with all his artillery, the 27th of the 


fame month, after having ben re- 
pulſ-d at the countericarp, between 
the gates of Louvain and Namur. 
It was taken by the French in 1746. 
and rendered back at the peace of 
Aix-la-Chapelle. The army of the 
French cntcied Bruſſels on the 14th 
of November, 17%, under the com- 
mand of Dumourier, ſoon after the 
battle of Gemappe, and quitted it a- 
gain the 23d of March, 1793, ſoon 
after the battle near Louvain. Lon» 
gitude 4.

Chapelle, in 1668. In the year 


1672 it was beſieged by the Prince of 
Orange, who inveſted the place the 
13th of Decen ber, with a deſign 
draw the French from Holland, bu 
the bravery of Comte de Montal, the 
governor, and a report of the King 
of France advancing in perſon with 
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an army to ſuceour the place, obli- 
ged the Prince to retire betore te had 
opened the trenches. In the year 


1677 the ſame Prince inveſted it a- 


gain with an army of 60,000 men, 
but was ſoon obliged to retire. By 


the treaty of Nimmegen it was ceded 


to Spain; in 1693 it was taken by he 
French after the battle of Landen. 
In 1697 it was reſtored to Spain; by 
the peace of Utrecht it was ceded to 
the States General; in the year 1716 
it was given to the Emperor by the 
barreer treaty, ind again in 1746 ſur- 
rendered to France. It carries on 
conſiderable trade in iron-worxs and 
ſoundery.

walls about the. year 950 by Arnold 
de Bourgogne, and was heretofore 
celebrated for its beauty and riches, 
but has ſuffered- greatly in different 
wars. The comte 1s of great extent, 
including thirteen cities or capital 
towns, viz. Baſtogne, Chiny, Dicrich, 
Durbuy, Honfalize, Marche-en Fa- 
mine, Neufchateau, Roche, S. Hu- 
bert, S. Vit, Schleyden in the dioceſe 
of Treves, Vianden, and Virton, with 


ail the villages depending thereon; 


in a word this comté comprehencs 
more than ſome maps defcribe under 
the name of the dutchy of Luxem- 
burg. A peaſant of Coniroz being 
aſked what was the extent of the 
comte of Chiny, anſwered very inge- 
nuouſly, he had heard at Metz that it 
comprehended one-half of the world 
and that the other half was depend- 
ant on it. Neither the city nor comtẽ 


are dependant on the dutchy of Lux- 
emburg, having its own particular 


juriſdiction. The comte ſometimes 


| bs called imperial, and has been at all 


times conſiderable. Bruno, the 27th 
archbiſhop of Cologn, and chancellor 
of the empire, erected it into a comte 
about the ſame time the city was 


ſurrounded with walls. It paſſed at- 


terwards to the houſe of Looz, by 
the marriage of Jane Camteſſe de 
Chiny with Arnold, comte de Looz, 
whoſe youngeft ſon Louis became 
comte of Chiny; but he dying with- 
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out a ſon, the comtẽ paſſed to Thierry, 
lord of Hinſberg, and afterwards to 
Margaret only daughter of Louis, 
comte of Chiny, and Jeanne de Bla- 
mont. After the death of Margaret, 
widow of John, duke of Lorraing 
who died in 1372 without chileren, 
the comte paſſed to Charles IV. em- 
eror and comte of Luxemburg, who 
inveſted his brother Wenceſlaus with 
the ſovereignty, united with the 
dutchy of Luxemburg, only reſerving 
the title in all public acts, which 
was obſerved till the comte was yield- 
ed to France in the year 1681, under 
the pretext that it was a fief of the 
duchy of Bar, It at preſent belongs 
to the houſe of Auſtria, being ad- 
Judged to it by the treaty of Ryſ- 
wick.

In the year 1585, the garr ſon 
from Oſtend burnt it almoſt entirely 
down, except the caſtle, In 1645, 
Marechal de Gaftion mate hint-it 
maſter of the caſtle but the archduke 
Leopold retook i in 1648. In 1657, 
the Marec al de Turenne after de feat - 
Inga boy of troops commanded by the 
Prince de Ligne, at Bouſbeeck, took 
it and gave the town up to pillage. 
Two years after, it was reſtored to 
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Spain at the treaty of the Pyrennees; 


but the French again ſeized it in 
1672, and razed the fortifications 


doch of the town and caſtle. Philip 
de Comir.es, author of the celebrated. 
memoirs of his own time, was born 
of an illuſtrious family in this place. 
He quitted the ſeivice of Charles the 
bold, duke of Buryundy for that of 
Louis XI. king of France, whom he 
delivered tro:n the priſon at Peronne; 
the king reward: d him with a preſent 
of 15000 louis do'rs, made him Lord 
of Argenton, a Counceller of ſtate, 
and grand chamberlain, After the 
death of Louis, in the reign of his 
ſucceſſor Charles XII. he was accu» 
ſed of treaſonable practices, and ſuf- 
fered great hardſhips, being ſhut up 
in an iron cage at Loches; but at 
length being brought to a trial, he 
was hono-irably acquitted, and died at 
Argenton in the year 1509, leaving 
one daughter married to the comte 
of Penthievre.

a fortreſs ſurrounded with five other 
baftions, and a double ditch very large 
anddeep; the ramparts high andthick, 
added to this, its ſituation, in the 


miditof amoraſs, renders the approach 


extremely difficult. It has frequently 
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been taken and retaken by the Span- 
jards and Dutch; the latter fortified 
it in 1579, on account of its import- 
ant ſituation, being reckoned the key 
of the provinces Groningen and Frieſ- 
land; the Spaniards took it in 1581. 
Maurice, prince of Orange r-took it 
for the States in 1592; a little time 

after, the Spaniards. attempted to 
blockade it, but the prince obliged 
them to retire and abandon the forts 
which they had conſtructed in the 


environs. In the year 1672, Covor- 


den was attacked by Chriſtopher 
Bernard de Ghaelen, biſhop of Mun- 
ſter, and taken the 12th of July, 
being ſhamefully given up by the 
governor, Charles de Rabenhaut, 
who commanded the Dutch forces, 
being informed that the garriſon con- 
filing in the ſtrength of the place, 
were very remiſs in their guard, re- 
ſolved to ſurpriſe it, and profiting by 
the rigour of the ſeaſon, which had 
frozen the moraſs, ſent ſome troops 
under the command of colonel Ey- 
bergen, who arrived at Covorden, the 
23d of December, at three o'clock 
in the morning, made themſelves 
maſters of the city, killed the gover- 
nor, and ſent the garriſon priſoners 
to Groningen.

Damme, a town or city of Flan- 
ders, fituated on the canal between 
Biuges and Sluys: takes its name 
from the. trong dikes made here to 
p:cvent the incroachment of the ſea 
ſometimes called Hoendts- Damme, that 
is the Dog's Dike, perhaps from the 
dog borne in the arms of the place. 
It was firſt ſurrounded with walls in 
1238, and has been fince regularly 
fortified with ſeven baſtions. It forms 
a chadel to the city of Bruges, and 
could at anv time inundate the coun- 
try, if that city was b-fieged. In 
the year 1213, a ſquadron of French 
ſhips came to attack it as a prelude 
to Ghent, but were defeated by the 
Englith. In the year 1384 it ſu- 
ftained a long ſiege againſt an army 
of do, o men commanded by 
Charles VI. king of France, and ſur- 
rendered only for want of freſh wa- 
ter. It is in the Franc of Bruges, 
and enjoys the ſame privileges as 
Oltend. It was taken by the Duke 
of Marlborough in 1706, and ceded 
to the Dutch by the peace of Utrecht.

It has 
been often furtified particularly in 
1695, when William III. King of 
E gland, placed in it an merous gar- 
ri ſon unJer the command of Brigadier 


Francis Fergus d' Offarel, colonel of a 
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Scotch regiment ; but on the firſt ap- 
proach of the French army he ſur- 
rendered priſoner of war the zoth of 
uly at the firſt fummons. The 
lonel was afterwards tried for his 
conduct, and broke with diſgrace, 
and the other officers who had con- 
ſented to a ſurrender were puniſhed 
in proportion.

Delft, in Latin Delphi, or Delp3;. 
um, a city of Holland, fituated on a 
canal called the Schie, which after 
traverſing the city, runs into the 
Meuſe at Schiedam and Delftſhaven 
the figure is a long ſquare. Godfrey 
le Boſſu, Duke of Lorraine, having 
conquered Holland, began to build 
this city in 1075. The country 
about it is agreeable, but ſo low that 
if great care were not taken to keep 
the dikes and fluices in good repair, 
they would run great hazard of be- 
ing overwhelmed with the waters. 
This city was formerly much cele- 
b-ated for beer, of which it exported 
large quantities; as likewiſe for a 
peculiar kind of glazed earthen- 
ware, called Delft, from the place of 
its manufacture or invention. The 
magiſtracy is compoſed of four bur- 
gomaſters and ſeven echevins jointly 
with the vroedſchap, or common 
council, who name the eſcout for 
three years, and continue him, if 
they judge proper. The city holds 
a third rank in the ſtates, and has 
many handſome houſes and grand 
buildings, among the reſt the town 
houſe is much admired ; on the front 
is the following difſtich : 


« Hzc domus odit, amat, punity

« ra, bonos.“ 


The ſtreets are ſtrait, and for the 


moſt part watered by a canal between 


two quays, bordered by rows of trees, 
There are three canals which run in- 
to each other. On the firſt is ſeen 
the court of the prince, which was 
formerly a convent and hoſpital ; as 
likewiſe a large building which 
ſerves as the arſenal, filled with arms 
of all ſorts neceſſary to ſupply an 
army of fixty or eighty thouſand 
men. Near the ſecond canal is 4 
church with a beautiful tower, for- 
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merly dedicated to St. Bartholomew 
and St. Hypolitus, in which is ſeen 
the tomb of Admiral Tromp, with 
his effigies in white marble, lying on 
his ſide, in the midſt of military tro- 
phies, and an epitaph to record his 
fame. On the third canal is the 
new church dedicated to the Virgin 
and Ste. Urſula. It has a large tower 
furniſhed with muſical chimes com- 


poſed of above a thouſand bells, from 


the ſize of a man's head to that equal 
to the greateſt in the country. In 
this church is the grand mauſoleum 
of the Princes of Orange. The ſta- 
tue of Prince William, the founder 
of the Dutch republic appears in the 
middle, ten pillars ſupporting four 
marble columns, againſt which are 
placed figures repreſenting the four 
cardinal virtues. Beneath are the 
ſtatues of Prince Maurice and Prince 
Frederic, his ſons; and at his feet lies 
his favouritedog, which died for grief 
at the death of his maſter. This 
prince was aſſaſſinated the 10th of 
July 1584, in the fifty-ſecond year 
of his age. Delft has often experi- 
enced the calamities of war and un- 
fortunate accidents. In the four- 
teenth century Albert de Bavaria, 
Comte of Holland, took the city af- 
ter a ſiege of fix weeks, diſmantled 
and ruined the caſtle, and obliged 
the citizens to pay ten thouſand 
crowns, becauſe they had favoured 
the factions of the Houcks againſt 
the Cabillautins. In the year 1536 
the city waz reduced to aſhes by a 
dreadful fire, during which a ſtork, 
not being able to ſave her young, 
was obſerved to precipitate herſelf in- 
to the flames. It was ſoon after 
built with greater magnificence. In 
the year 1654 it was again greatly 
damaged by a fire, which deftroyed 
a magazine in which woes ſtored a 
great quantity of gunpowder, and 
above five hundred houſes; ſince 
waich the powder-magazine is built 


at ſome diſtance from the town. Be- 
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* the re formation Delft had ten 


religious houſe:, beſides hoſpitals and 
chapels. The celebrated Hugo Gro- 
tius was a native os this place.

In the year 1706, General 
Chorchil beſieged it; it had been a 
long time blockaded, but being a very 
dry ſenſon, the beſiegers found means 
to dr in off the water, attacked the 
eity and com.pelled it to ſurrender 
the 15th of September, ſix days 
after the trenches had been opened; 
the garriſon, with the governor, the 
Marquis delValle, ſurrendered priſon- 
ers of war. The Dutch put in a garriſon 
of their troops, till the year 1715, 
when it was agreed with his Imneri- 
al and Catholic Majeſty, by the bar- 
rier treaty, that for the future the 
Dutch ſhould furniſh one part of the 
garriſon, and that the other part 
mould be imperial troops or of the 
country; and that the governor ſhould 
be appointed by the Emperor, taking 
an oath of fidelity to the States Ge- 
neral.

Deventer, at preſent, the capital 
of Overiſſel, was formerly a free and 
imperial city; it is ſituated in a part 
of the province called Zallant, 
on the river Idel. It is large and 
populous, having fix gates, and is 
ſurrounded by a wall flanked with a 
great number of towers, and defended 
with large and deepditches filled with 
the walers of the Iſſel. Some think 
it took its name frem Davon, a rich 
man, the friend of S. Livin, the apoſtle 
of the country, who firſt conveited 
the people to chriſitanity; it was 
erected into a biſhoprick, ſubject to 
the archbiſhop of Utrecht, in the year 
15 59, by pope. Paul IV. but this 
biſheprick continued only till the 
proteſtant religion was eftabliſhed in 
the province; beſides the cathedral, 
they had three other pariſh churches 
and ſeveral religious houſes. The 
magiſtracy is compoſed of burgoma- 
ſters, echevins and common council; 
which are changed every year, be- 
fides which it has a large council 
compoſed of forty-eight of the prin- 
cipal citizens, who meet four or tive 
times a year. The ſtates took it the 
roth of November, 1578, after a ſiege 
of three months, but as the inhabi- 
tants were not well affected, the Earl 
of Leiceſter entered with ſome Eng- 
liſh troops and ſecured the place. 
Colonel Stanley who had been ap- 

inted governor, ſuriendered to the 

'rince of Parma, the 3 iſt of January, 
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1587. The Spaniards kept it till 
1591, when it was again taken by 
prince Maurice. In 1672, the ci y 
rather thin undergo the calamities ot 
a ſiege, ſurrendered to the Biſhop of 
Munfter and Elector of Cologn, on 
the conditions that the city ſhould be 
re-united to the empire, under the 
Archbiſhop of Cologn and Biſhop of 
Munſter; that the reformed religion 
ſhould be maintained ; and that the 
garriſon ſhould be priſoners of war. 
The prelates abandoned the city the 
2d of May, 1674, after receiving 
forty-two thouſand crowns for its 
raniom.

1299 and augmented its f;r:}hcations. 
It has ofcca experienced the calami- 
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ties of war and fire. The magiſtracy 


13 compoled of two burgomaſters, 
thirteen echevins, and a common 
council. It has ſeveral convents, 
and in the Hotel de Ville they pre- 
ſerve an image of the Virgin, which 
they ſay ſhed many drops of blood 
from a wound given by a German 
ſoldier with his ſword.

William LL. king of England, hen put 
in a trong garriſon and added conſider- 
ablyto thefortises⸗ ions, but the French 
took it in 1695, by the treachery or 
cowardice of the governor colonel 
John Antoine Ellenberger, major- 
general of the Daniſh troops, who 
had eight regiments of infantry and 
one of dragoons, with plenty of ar- 
tillery and ſtores of all kinds, neceſ- 
ſary to ſuſtain a ſiege of ſeveral 
moths, yet he ſurrendered on an in- 
famous capitulation, withou having 
ſuſtained an aſtnult, or ſuffered the 
leait breach; he was afterwards tried 
for cowardice, by a council of war, 
and condemned to looſe his head, 
which ſentence was executed at 
Ghent, the zoth of November, 1695.

Dort, or Does rdrecht, a city of Hol- 
land, which holds the firſt rank in 
the aſſembly of the States; ir is the 
capital of a ſmall territory called the 
the bailiwick of Dort, and is fituated 
on a ſmall iſland fermed by the wa- 
ters of the Meuſe, the Merwe, the 
Rhine, and the Linge ; ſeparated 
from the Iſle of Iſſelmond by the 
Meuſe, and from the Iſle of Beyer- 
landt by a canal. Ir wis firſt detach- 
ed from the main land November 
17th, 142T, by an ir. u>ticn of the 
rivers, which broke down the dikes, 
drowned one hundred thouſand per- 
ſons and deſtroyed ſeventy-two vil- 
lages: this dreadful calamity, it is 
ſaid, was owing to a peaſant, who 
out of hatred wiſhing to drown his 


neighbour, opened the dyke berween 


Gertrudenburg and Dort, not doubt- 
ing of his being able to ſtop it again 
when the buſineſs was done; but the 
tide being aſſiſted by the wind, the 
waers poured in with ſuch fury that 
it carried all before it, men, cattle, 
and even houſes :\they record the 
wonderful preſervation of a child 
which was borne in a cradle by the 
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waters ſafe to Dort. Since that time 
the inhabitants have been very care- 
ful to preſerve their dy kes and keep 
them in repair, and moſt of th vil- 
lages are rebuilt. In the year 1457, 
the city was nearly deſtroyed by fire 
above two thouſa:d houſes being 
conſumed, togetier wich the halls, 
the church of Notre Dame, and the 
town-ho.le. The comtes of Holland 
held their court and were inagurated 
at Dort, and granted many privileges 
to the inhabitants; the town is large 
and well peopled, not regularly forti- 
fied, but defended with ſeveral 
towers; its ſitu nion is very conve- 
nient for trade, eſpecially in wine, 
corn, wood, and other productions of 

ermany and the countries connected 
with the Rhine and the Meuſe. Thi- 
erry IV. com e of Holland, having in 
a tournament unforturately killed the 
brother of Herman and Thierry de 
Bavaria, of whom the former was 
archbiſhop of Cologne, and the latter 
biſhop of Liege, was purſued by the 
biſhops, and an army of Germans led 
by the Marquis of Brandenburg, 
-who ſurpriſed the city of Dort by 
ſtratagem, in 1048; the comte en- 
tering the town at n ght with his 
people, put the enemy to flight and 
recovered the city; however a Ge: man 
ſoldier, who lay concealed, threw 
a poi ſoned dart at the comte, which 
entered his thigh and very ſoon oc- 
caſioned his death. john II. duke 
of Brabant, after having ſubdued a 
great part of Holland, and commit- 
ted great diſorders, thought to lay 
fieze to Dort; but the inhabitants 
defended it with much bravery, and 
made ſuch ſucceſsful ſalſ es that they 
defeated the duke and drove him to 
Bois-le-Duc. In 1618 and 1679, 
was held a famous aſſæmbly of the 
clergy from all the proteſtant ſtates 
in Europe called the Synod of Dort, 
to enquire into and ſettle the diſputes 
between the Armin ians and Calviniſts 


called Gomariſts, otherwiſe called 
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Remonſtrants and Antiremonſtrants, 
The doctrines of A: minius were 
condemned; and Vorſtius, p: oft ſſor 
at Leyden, the principal defender 4 
thoſe cene s, with above a huadrec 
miniſters and profeſſors, was baniſh= 
ed ftiom the United States, becauſe 
they refuſed ro ſub cribe to the de- 
cree of the Synod ; John Olden Bar- 
n-velt was beh-aded, the c:lebrated 
Hugo Grotius was ſentenced to per- 
p-tual impriſ-nment, and other learn- 
ed men, fivourers of that, opinions 
puniſhed. Among the public build- 
ings are the Town-nouſe, the Ex- 
change, the hoſpitals, and the public 
library. The church 'of Notre 
Dame is a good bui'ding, the tower 
lofty, and furniſhed with muſical 
chimes : there is another church 
dedicated to S. Nicholas, built in the 
year 1568; it had likewiſe before 
the revolution, ſcveral religions 
houſes for monks and nuns, but 
they are all now applied to other 
uſes. It has two canals, by means 
of which veſſels loaded may enter, 
the city, The company of tradeſ- 
men and ſome. other communities 
elect the magiſtrates, and name one 
part of the members of the council 
of the city.

The country about 
Edam was originally a moraſs, but 
being drained with great labour, It is 
now ſome of the moſt fertile land in 
the Netherlands; the catle ate re- 
markably large, and the famous red 
rind cheeſe ſo celebrated all over Eu- 
rope is made in this diſtrict, near 
Edam and Purmerent. *

In 1514, an inun lation de- 
ftroyed part of the ramparts and ſome 
houſes. In the year 1517, the 
Gue'idrians, who were at war with 
the Hollanders, attempted to take it 
by ſurpriſe, but the ſudden ebbing 


of the tide fruſtrated their deſign. 


Jt had formerly a good harbour, 
large, commodious and much fre- 
quented. In 1394, Albert, comte 
of Holland, deiirous to paſs over to 
Frieſland with his army, alfembled 
here 3,000 veſſels; Charles V. and 
his ſon Philip embarked from hence 
to Spain, and all their ſkips were 
Kept in this port, but the harbour 13 
now too much obſtructed by ſand t 
permit very large veſſels to enter 
with convenience: it is however a 
port of good trade, particula:ly in 
falc fiſh. The ſtreets are clean wi:n 
a great number of canals, the houſes 
handſome, and the public buildings 
good, eſpecially the town houſe,

Fiufping, or Viſſir gen, or Fleſſingue, 
a City or town of Zeeland, which is 
ſituated on the Iſle of Walcheren, on 
the north fide of an arm of the 
Scheld, and defends the paſſage not 
of that river only but all the iſlands 
of Zeeland, of which it is one of the 
moſt important keys; it was on this 
account that Charles V. when he ab- 
dicated his crown, particularly en- 
Joined his ſon Philip to take care 
and preſerve it ſafe : and that prince, 
when he left the port in 1559, to 
take poſſeſſion of the kingdom of 
Spain, commanded a caſtle to be 
built to defend the town, which was 
however never executed on account 
of the troubles that happened ſoon 
after. The port lies between two 
moles that break the waves of the ſea, 
which enters the town by means of 
two canals forming two baſons, ſo 
that loaded veſſels may ſail into the 
town to the great convenience of 
the merchants. It was but a ſmall 
piace before the fifteenth century, 
when Adolphus de Bourgogne, the 
lord of the place, ſurrounded it with 
walls; ſince which it has become 
a celebrated port, and is now next to 
Middleburg, the richeſt town in the 
province of Ze-land. The Emperor 


Charles V. erected it into a marquiſ- 
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ate in T551, which the Prince of 


Orange, purchaſed together with the 


marquiſate of Ter- Vere for one hun- 
dred and forty-fix thouſand florins. 
The Stadhouſe built according to the 
model of that at Amfterdam, is a 
ſuperb building, and well deſerves 
the attention of travellers. The in- 
habitants-of Sluys pillaged this town 
in 1485. The States General ſeized 
it the 27th of April, 1573, by means 
of ſeven boats filled with ſoldiers, 
ſen: by the Prince of Orange from the 
Brill, When they landed they hang- 
ed the Spaniſh commander, Fran- 
cis Paciotti, one of the greateſt en- 
gineers of his time, and the friend of 
the Duke of Alva; they pillaged the 
churches and cloiſters, and made 
themſelves dreaded both by land and 
ſea, taking likewiſe the town of Vere 
and defeating a fleet of Spaniſh ſhipr 
commanded by the Duke of Medina- | 


_ Celi ; the Duke uf Alva and the 


Prince of Parma endeavoured to re- 
take it, but in vain, On the 29th of 
January, 1574, the Fluſhingers took 
teveral Spaniſh veſſels, which were 
(ent from Antwerp to the ſuccour of 
Middleburg. then befieged by the 
confederates. The States . 
this with ſome other towns to _ 
Elizabeth as a ſecurity for her aſſiſt - 
ance, and ſurrendered it to the Earl of 
Leiceſter who was made governor the 
29th of October, 1585, and arrived 
the ſame year with fix thouſand ſol- 
diers and above five hundred gentle- 
men. In the year 1616, it was re- 
ſtored with the other towns to the 
States, by the negociatien of John 
Olden Barnevelt, ambaſſador to James 
I. Fluſhing was the birth place of 
Adrian de Ruyter, who, from a ſail- 
or and pilot, became Admiral of the 
United Provinces; he had made 
eight voyages to the Eaſt Indies and 
two to the Braſils; after being enga- 
ged in eight ſea fights, he was 
wounded by a cannon ball in an en- 
gagement with the French in the 
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Mediterranean, near the ifland of 
Sicily, and died a few days after at 
Syracuſe in the year 1676; his body 
was brought to Amſterdam and in- 
terred in the New Church there, 
with a ſuperb monument erected to 
his memory.

The French took 
Furnes three times, and kept it by 
the ſecond article of the peace of Aixe 
la-Chapelle made in the year 1668, 
but abandoned it in 1692 : ſoon after 
which, the allies fortified it, and the 
French under the command of Mar- 
quis de Boufflers, afterwards Mare- 
chal of France, laid fiege to it the 
29th of December, the ſame vear. 
The Comte de Hornes, general of 
the Dutch artillery, who was govern - 
er, and commanded a garriſon of 
four thouſand men, ſurrendered the 
place the fifth of January following, 
before the French had attacked it in 
form.

Gemaf pe, or Gemappel, a village or 
ſmall town of Hainaut, ſituated at 
the junction of the rivers Haiſne, and 
Trouille 3 remarkable on account of 
a battle fought there the 5th of No- 
vember, 1792. The fate of the 
Netherland; ſceming ſo much to 
have depended on the event of this 
battle that we have been induced to 
relate the action of that day, and the 
preceding at length, from the New 
Annual Regiſter fer 1792. On 
the 12th of October, general Du- 
movri-r repaired to Paris to concert 
meaſurszs tor the winter campaign, 
and after a ſtay of only four days, 
he returned to the army to make the 
neceſſary arrangements, and to pre- 
pare for entering the Auſtrian Ne- 
therlands. From the period when 
the ſiege of Lfile was raiſed, the 
Auſtrians had continued to retire 
before the victorious French. 
Within their own territories, how- 
ever, they determined to make a ſe- 
rious ſtand, and there they began to 
collect their ſcattered forces, The 
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Arſt refiſtznce which Dumourier ex- 
perienced, was at the village ot Boſſu, 
which is ſituated about a league from 
the lince celebrated poſt of Gemappe. 
At this place the general rep:elents 
the enemy to have taken an excel- 
lent poſition, but were unable to 
withſtandtheexccllence of the French 
artillery, and the ardour of the dra- 
goons. 'The Auſtrjans were in num— 
ber from eight to ten thouſand, and 
they had one hundred and fifty kil- 


led and two hindred taken priſoners 3 


the French Joſt oniy twen y. This 
action took place on the 4th of No- 
vember, and the Auſtrians were ſo 
little in expectation of an attack at 
that time, that the officers had juſt 
prepared a very ſplendid entertain- 
ment, which the French arrived juſt 
in time to take poſſeſſion of. 

From Boſſu, Dumouiier proceed- 


ed early the next morning toward 


Mons, and ſoon came in ſight of the 
enemy, ſtrongly poſted on the heights 
of Gemappe. Their right was co- 
vered by the village of that name, 
and by the river (the Haiſne) ; and 
their left by thick woods. 
rows of fortifications were obſerved 
one above another like the ſeats of an 
amphitheatre, upon which were 
mounted nearly one hundred pieces 
of cannon. Had the general there- 
fore truſted to his artillery in this 
engagement, the advantage of the 
ground was ſo inftuitely in favour of 
the enemy, that he muſt probably 
have been defeated, Here the en- 
thuſiaſm of the French character 
proved an excellent auxiliary to the 
ſkill of the general. The army, which 
was principally compoſed of young 
men, had been long ambitious of a 
cloſe engagement. The general ſe- 
cretly favoured the deſign, but he 
reſtrained their ardour oaly in the 
hope of increaſing it. 

The French paſſed the night with- 
in ſight of their adverſaries. At ſe- 
ven in the morning of the 6th, a very 
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heavy cannonade commenced on both 
ſide , and continued till ten without 


much effect on the part of the French, 


which confirmed the general in his 
ſentiments with reſpect to the mode 
of attack which it would be proper 
to purſue. As he went along the 


bottom of the line, the troops teſti- 


fied the utmoſt impatience to charge 
the enemy wich their bayonets. The. 
general however contented himſelf 
with ordering colonel Thuvenot, ad- 
ju ant general to attack the village 
of Caregnon (which was neceſſary to 
enable him to affail Gemappe on that 
fide) and at rhe ſame time appraach- 
ing the batteries, to produce greater 
effoct. | 

At noon the French general deter- 
mined on a cloſe attack. The num- 
ber of the French who, formed for 
this purpoſe, amounted to about 
32,000; and the Auſtrians are com- 
puted at the loweſt to have been up- 
wards of 20,000, thrce thouſand of 
whom were cavalry. The right 


wing of the French, conſiſting of the 


van guard, was commanded by ge- 
nerals Bournonville and Dampierre, 
and the centre by generals Egalite, 


Stetenboffe, Deſporets, and Drouet. 
The infaatry formed almoſt inftan= 


taneouſly, and the general preſenting 


himſelf in the front of the line; the 


muſic, by a ſignal previouſly appoint- 
ed, began to play the celebrated 
Marſellois ſong. The ſoldiers thus 
encouraged ruſhed impetuouſly on 
with ſhouts of « Vive la Nation, 
and joining in the chorus of their 
favourite tune. The firſt line of re- 
doubts was inſtantly carried. 
cavalry of the enemy however ad- 
vancing at this criſis, with a view of 
flanking the French, the general 
diſpatched young Egalité to repel 
this attack, and ſupported him moſt 


opportunely by a detachment of chaſe - 


ſcurs and huſſars. At the ſame mo- 
ment ſome eiſorder appearing in 
Bournonville's cavalry, general Du- 
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mourier rallied them himſelf, and in 
the mean time the left wing, which 

confiſted chiefly of the Belgian vo- 

Iunteers, had obtained poſſeſſion of 
Gemappe, and the centre carried the 

ſecond line of redoubts. 

After a ſhort reſiſtance on the 
heights, the enemy, at about two 
o*clock, retreated with the utmoſt 
8 and diſorder to Mons. 

he French in this engagement ex- 
8 the moſt obſtinate reſiſtance 
dom the Hungarians, through whoſe 
ranks they could only force their way 
by cutting down their opponents. 
The loſs on both parties in this ac- 
tion has been differently eſtimated. 
It muſt have been great, for there 
has ſeldom been a field more obſti- 
nately conteſted ; that of the Auſtri- 
ans muſt have exceeded the loſs of 
the French, ſince an enemy who flies 
in the early part of the day always 
ſuffers conſiderably 3 but Dumourier 
probably aver-rated their loſs in 
killed and wounded, when he fates 
it at 4,090, as he eſtimates his own 
at only 900 and the loſs muſt have 
deen more equal. |

Pepin+ de Landen, 
duke of Brabant, gave it ta his dau- 
ghter Gertrude in 647, who built a 
church dedicated to S. Amand, bi- 
ſhop of Tongres ; but after wards the 
place becoming celebrated by the 
death and miracles of Ste Gertrude 
it his ſince been called Ant de Ste. 
Gertrude, or Gertruderburp. 
caſtle built in 1321. Ia the year 
1420, the inhabitants of Port took 
the town and ſet fire to : which de- 
ftroyed the church. On the 28th of 
Auguſt, 1573, the conf:derateg.under 
the conduct of Captain Poyet, a 
French Calviniſt, came ſo ſuddenly 
on it, that they almoſt cut the garri- 
ſon in pieces beſore they could act 
on the defenſive.

Prince Maurice came to 
beliege it the 28th of March, 1593, 
and after having taken the fort of 
Stekelhof, which was about two 
muſquet ſhots from the town, he 
approached near, made bridges over 
the waters and marſhes for a regular 
communication between his quarters, 
and fortified his camp with ſuch art 
and caution that it could not be forc- 
ed, and the place was compelled to 
ſurrender the 25th of June, in the 
tight of comte de Manſielt, who had 
advanced to its relief and was then 
befieging the Prince's army.

Gbengbem, a village of Flanders, 
half a league NW. from Courtray. 

Gbent, the capital of the comte of 
Flanders, ſituated on the conflux of 
the rivers Scheld, Lis, Moeze, and 
Lieve, which, with a great number 
of canals, cut through it every way, 
divide the town into twenty -fix ſmall 
iſlands, . It was anciently called 
Odyea or Clarinea, and it is ſuppoſed 
that Julius Cæſar ſpeaks of the in- 
habitants under the name of Gordui- 
ni. The Nervii choſe it for their 
city, and after them the Vandals who 
gave it the name of Wanda, from 
whence the name of Gand or Ghent is 
probably derived. Odoacer, grand 
Foreſter of Flanders, ſurrounded it 
with walls ; fince which it has been 
frequenty enlarged, particularly in 
the year 1397, under Philip the Bold, 
25th comte of Flanders. The inha- 
bitants were always warlike, and they 


have had frequent wars both againſt | 


their neighbours and alſo againſt their 
princes. It is related in the annals 


of the province, that, in the year 1381; 
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fixty thouſand Flemings, under the 
conduct of Philip d' Artevelle, re- 
volted againſt Louis, comte of F lan- 
ders, their ſovereign. This prince 
demanded ſuccour of Charles VI. 
king of France, then a boy, who, by 
the advice of the Duke of Burgundyy 
came to Courtray, in perſon, at the 
head of his army, and attacked the 
rebels at Roſebeeck near that city, and 
killed 40,000 of the Flemings, with 
Artevelle their leader. Artevelle 
was the ©... of a brewer, and was at 
firſt compelled by force to join the 
malcontents, but being once engaged 
he acted with great ſpirit, though 
with too much cruelty, ordering no 
quarter to be given to the French, 
except to their little King Charles, 
whom he directed, if taken, to be 
brought to him, that, being bred up 
to Ghent, he might learn to ſpeak 
good Flemiſh. This action was fol- 
lowed by the moſt outrageous act of 
ſeverity, The Emperor Charles V. 
was born in this town the 5th of Fe- 
bruary, 1500, but the inhabitants 
have little reaſon to reſpe& his me- 
mory, for, loading them with frequent 
impoſitions, they revolted in 1539, 
and demanded ſuccour of Francis I. 
king of France, who paid no attention 
to their requeſts. The Emperor de- 
parted from Spain, and paſſing through 
France, chaſtiſed them with extreme 
rigour ; he put do death fix and 
twenty of the principal citizens, ban- 
iſhed a great number, confiſcated their 
eſtates, took away their artillery, their 
arms and their privileges, and con- 
demned them to pay a fine of more 
than twelve hundred thouſand crowns; 
ordered the magiſtrates to walk in 
public proceſſion with cords about 
their necks, and built a citadel to 
prevent them from again revolting z 
ſo that from one of the fineſt cities 
in Europe it became a perfect ſoli- 
tude : ſince that time it has lot much 
of its ancient fplendour, but it is even 
now conſiderable. In this city was 
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concluded the famous treaty on the 
Sth of November, 1676, called the 
Treaty of Ghent, conſiſting of five 
and twenty articles, the principal 
of which were, that the Spaniſh and 
foreign troops ſhould depart out of 
the country, that the provinces of 
Holland and Zreland ſhould remain 
united with the others, that the Ca- 
tholic religion ſhould be maintained, 
and the ancient privileges of the 
country be ſecure 3 which treaty was 


approved and ratified by Philip II. 


king of Spain. A ſhoit time after the 
Duke of Arschot was appointed Go- 
vernor of Flanders, and made a ma; - 
nificent entry into this city, but the 
citizens inſtigated by Imbiſe, Rey- 
hove, and ſome others, aflembled 
three days after and infifted on a re- 
ſtoration of thoſe privileges which 
had been taken from them by Charles 
V. and being retuſed, they ſized the 
Duke, the biſhops of Bruges and 
Ypres, and ſome other noble men, 
and held them priſoners for ſome 
time. They went ſo far as to-take 
an oath to the Prince of Orange, ſub- 
ſcribed to the union of Utrecht, and 
Imbiſe was made the principal eche- 
ven of Ghent; but in the year 154 
they returned totheir obed:ence under 
their legitimate ſovereign, and Im- 
biſe, the author of all the diſturbar ce. 
was depoſed and publickly beheaded 
on the 4th of Auguſt, 1535. Lewis 
XIV. king of Fraace, took it the gth 
or March, 2678, afccr a ſiege of fix 
days, but reftored it to Spain at the 
treaty of Nimmegen the ſame year, 
with whom it continued till the allies 
took it, with the citade), in the year 
2706, after the battle of Ramillies. 
The French ſeized it by ſtratagem 
the 5th of July, 1708, under the 


conduct of Brigadier la Faille, but 
they remained in poſſeſſion only a 
ſmall time, for the allies, under 
Prince Eugene and the Duke of 
Marlborough, befieged it again the 
24 b of December, and forced i. to 
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capitulate the 3oth of the ſame 


month ; the commander Comte de [a 


Motte, li-utenant- general of France, 
with the garriſon conſiſting of 14,000 
men, being made priſoners. They 
count three hundred bridges at Ghent, 
on one of which is the figure, in 
bronze, of a young man who was 


commanded to cut off the head of 


his father, and when he was about to 
ſtrike, the blade flew off, leaving the 
haft in his hand; in conſequence of 
which they were both pardoned ; this 
happened in the year 1371, and a 
painting of the ſtory is preſerved in 
the town houſe. On the town houſe 
is a dragon: of copper, ſaid to be 
brought by Baldwin, comte of Flan- 
ders, from Conſtantinovle ; the tow- 
er is three hundred fteps in height, 
and furniſhed with a handſome clock 
and muſical chimes ; the largeſt bell 
is ſaid to weigh 11,000 pounds, 
Ghent was erected into a biſhoprick in 
I559, by Pope Paul IV. at the ſoli-

ſubjeR to the Archbiſhop of Malines ; 
beſides the cathedral, it has fix pariſ 
churches, and a great many religious 
hovſes.; the ſtreets are large, and the 
market places ſpacious, particularly 
the Friday's market, in the midſt of 
which is a-ſftatue of Charles V. in his 
Imperial habit. It has conſiderable 
trade in corn, with cloth, linen, and 
filk manufactures, much aſſiſted by 
means of two navigable canals, one 
to Sas de Ghent, the other to Bruges, 
Oſtend, &c. The magiſtracy. is 
compoſed of Burgon:afters, echevins 
and common council. John, the third 
ſon of Edward III. king of England, 
was born in thi, city, and thence cal- 
led John, of Gaunt.

Goes, or Ter-Goes, a city of the 


fourth rank belonging to the province 


of Zeland, in the Hland of South 
Beveland, ſituated near an arm of the 
Scheld, with which it 1s connected 
by means of a canal. It was beſieg- 
ed by the Flemings in the year 1300, 
and the inhabitants defended them- 
ſelves with fuch bravery, that their 
enemies were compelled to raiſe the 
ſrege after having loſt 1300 men. It 
anciently belonged to the lords of 
Borſſek, but that illuftrious family 
being extinct, the town deſcended to 
Jacqueline Comteſſe of Holland, who 


permitted the inhabitants to build 


ramparts round it in the year 1417. 
It was well nigh deftroyed by an in- 
undation of the ſea in 1548; fix 
years after great part of it was con- 
ſumed by fire; but it ſoon recovered 
by means of privileges granted it by 
Charles V. and its great fale of ſalt. 
The States became maſters of it in the 
year 1577, and Prince Maurice cauſ- 
ed it to be fortified. It has at preſent 
ſix gates, that next the water fortified 
with two good baſt ions; on the other 
ſide of the town are two more. The 
great church being burned down in 
1618, was afterwards rebuilt, and is 
now a handſome ſtructure; the town 
is not large, but carries on confide-

Goude or Ter goto, a city of Hol- 
land fituated on a branch of the 
Rhine, called Ihe, where it receives the 
river Gouw, which gives it its name. 
K is the ſixth and laſt of the large 
cities, which have a voice in the 
States of Holland; it was built in the 
year 1272, by Florent V. comte of 
Holland, who granted it great privi- 
leges; the foundations had been laid 
long before. In 1330, it belonged to 


the houſe of Blois who built a caſtle ; 


but in the year 1398 it was reſtored 
to the comte of Holland together with 
the lordſhip of Schoonoven ; this caſ- 
tle was entirely demoliſhed by the 
citizens in the year 1581. In the 
we 1433 it was entirely deſtroyed 

y fire, but afterward rebuilt in a 
better manner; the grand markct is 
in a trrangular form, with a handſome 


towuhouſe, TA 1449, ſtanding 
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in the centre. The great church 
one of the handſomeſt and largeſt in 
the country, and is particularly cele- 
brated for its painted glaſs windows, 
ſuppoſed to be the fineſt of the kind 
in pe, and preſerved with great 
care: the principal painters were 
Theodore and Walter Crabeth, both. 
of this town. The magiſtrates are, 
a grand bailey, who repreſents ths 
authority of the ancient comtes of 
Holland, four Burgomaſters, and ſe- 
ven Echevins, choſen by the common, 
council, which confiits of forty citi- 
zens. The ſituation of the place is 
very advantageous on account of ity: 
fluices and the canals which are run- 
ning ſtreams ; it has alſo a conve- 
nient port on the Iſſel and five gates. 
K cannot eafily be beſreged as they 
could open the 3 and lay the cou- 
try round under water; add to this, 
the breadth and depth of the ditches, 
ſo that the only approach is by the 
banks of the Iſſel, which are ſtrong» 
7 fortified. Its principal trade con- 
iſts in cordage, cheeſe and tobaccu 
Pipes ; there are boats which paſs re- 
gularly to Amſterdam, the Hague, 
Rotterdam, Utrecht, &c.

Grave, a ftrong town or city of Bra- 
bant, belonging to the Dutch, ſituated in 


a marſhy country on the ſouth fide of 


the Meuſe. Before the year 1323 it 
was a frechold belonging to Otho the 
Lord of Cuyck and Heverie, who 
delivered it that year into the hands 
of John III. duke of Brabant, with 
power to hold as a ficf according to 
the cuſtoms of Brabant. It had a 
fortreſſe more ancient than the town 
uſelf, where the lords of Cuyck made 
their ordinary reſidence, but that has 
been deſtroyed ſome years, and the 
fortifications of the town much aug- 
mented. The Brabanters and the 
Gueldrians, both pretended that this 
city was in their jurisdict on, and the 
former ſolicitcd the Duke their ſove- 
reign, at his inauguration, to take an 
oath that he would never give up his 
claums to it ; this oath 1s found in 
the forty-ninth article of the Joicuſe 
Entree. In the year 1386 at a con- 
greſs of peace held at Bois-le-=Duc, be- 
wween Philip the Bold, duke of Bur- 
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gundy, and Jane, dutcheſs of Bra- 
bant on the one part, and William, 
duke of Juliers, and Gueldres on the 
other, it was agreed that it ſhould re- 
main to Brabant. The prince of 
Parma having taken poſſeſſion of it 
againit the revolters in 1586, it was 
beſieged by Prince Maurice of Naſ- 
ſau, the eighteenth of July 1602; 
Antoine Gonzales commanded, and 
the Admiral of Arragon made many 
attemps to ſuccour the place, but not 
being able to force the prince*s camp, 
he retired, and the place ſurrendered 
the nineteenth of September. On the 
twenty-eight of the ſame month the 
Prince was proclaimed lord of Cuyck, 
and the ſigniory was afterwards con- 
firmed to the family of Naſſau by the 
treaty of Munſter concluded in 1648, 
The French made themſelves maſter of 
it in the year 1672 in a very few days,, 
but the Prince of Orange, afterwards. 
William III. King of England, re- 
took it in the twenty- ſixth of Octo=- 
ber 1674, after it had been well de- 
fended by the Marquis de Chamilli, 
who had a garriſon of 4,000 men and 
and three hundred and twenty-five 
pieces of cannon.

In the year 1593, the Prince of O- 
range beſieged it, but was compelled 
to retire by General Mondragon, who 
arrived with ſome troops to relieve 
the place; it was however taken four 
years after, when the Spaniſh army 
was engaged in Picardy. The Mar- 
quis of Spinola took it from the Dutch 
in 1605, who laid fiege to it again in 


1627, under the conduct of Prince 


Frederic Henry of Naſſau. Lambert 
Vereycken who commanded the town 
was obliged to ſurrender the 26th of 
Auguſt, after a month's attack, and 
after the Comte de Bergh, who was 
advancing to his aſſiſtance, had been 
twice ſed. William, the natu- 
ral fon of Maurice Prince of Orange 
and Admiral of Holland, was killed 
at this ſiege. The important ſitua- 


tion of the place, in the vicinage of 


Weſtphalia and the biſhoprick of 
Munſter, induced the biſhop of the 
latter, aſſiſted with the troops of 
France, to ſiege it in 1672; but the 
HoHanders retook it a ſhort time af- 
ter.

Groningen, the capital of the proe 
vince to which it gives name, is large, 
rich, ſtrong, well peopled, and adorn- 
ed with many excellent buildings, 
public and private ; its figure is near- 
ly round, encompaſſed wich good ram- 
parts, guarded by large ditches filled 
with water, beſides many baſtions and 
other fortifications which would ren- 
der an attack upon it very difficult. 
Its port is very commodious, into 
which ſhips enter with great eaſe by 


means of a canal, whote ſides are lined 


with large ſtones, about three leagues 
from the ſea. It is watered by the 
river Hunes, which runs through it 
to the ſea northward ; the Damſter 
runs caſtward from it into the river 
Ems. This city has often ſuttered 
from the calamitics of warz in the 
year 1500, Albert, Duke de Sax, laid 
ſiege to it, hut being wounded, he was 
obliged to retire, and died a ſhort time 
after at Embden ; and peace was con- 
cluded by the mediation of the Biſhop 
of Utrecht; not long after, tiie inha- 
bitants of Groningen broke E 
and ſeized on Damme ; ſary 


Cemte of Eaſt Frieſland, reinforced

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vy ſome troops of the Biſhop of Mun- 


der and Utrecht and of the Duke of 


Brunſwick, came to an engagement 
with them and put them to the route, 
with the loſs of a thouſand citizens 
and a thouſand ſoldiers. Edſard then 
attacked the city of Groningen, which 
ſurrendered in $05 after along ſiege, 
and built a citadel to keep the citi- 


zens in awe, which was pulled down 
in 1544. The Spaniards rebuilt it in 
the time of the revolt, with five ba- 


ſtions, but the inhabitants deſtroyed 
their works after the peace of Ghent. 
In the year 1536, the citizens being 
deſirous of preſerving their privileges, 
called in: the aſſiſtance of Charles V. 
to whom they ſubmitted. At the 
commencement of the revolt they 
would not receive a garriſon, nor en- 
ter into the famous union of Utrecht, 
which is the reaſon why this pro- 
vince is the laſt in rank of the United 
States. The z4th of May, in the 
year 1568, Louis de Naſſau, brother 
to William Prince of Orange, defcat- 
ed a body of Spaniards near Winſchot- 


't-n under the command of the Comte 


d'Arembergh governor of Friefland ; 


the Spaniards loſt 1200 men, their 


baggage, and ſix pieces of cannon: 


Adolphus, the other brother of Prince 


William, was killed by the Comte of 
Arembergh at the beginning of 'the 
battle; this was the firſt engagement 
for the liberty of the United Pro- 
vinces. Comte Louis being animat- 


_ ed by this glorious beginning, under- 


took the ſiege of Groningen, whither 
the Comte de Meghem, ho took the 
command at the death of the Duke 
of Arembergh, had retired with the 
remainder of his forces, but not with 
his former good fortune : the Duke 
of Alva, after Arembergh's defeat, 
eame into Friefland and compelled 
Comte Louis to raiſe the fiege, and 
retire to the town of Jemminghen, m 
Eaſt Frieiland, on the weſt fide of the 
river Ems; here he was attacked and 
defeated by the Duke of Alva; all 
I 
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his army was diſperſed, and he had 
great difficulty to eſcape 3 the Spa- 
niards took all their baggage, twenty 
colours, a great number of ſtandards 
and ten pieces of cannon, which laſt 
were tranſported to Brabant and made 
the famous ſtatue erected in the cĩta- 
del of Antwerp (ſee Antwerp). In 
the year 1576 Groningen aſſented te 
the union, and took the vath of fide» 
lity. George de Lalain Comte de 
Rennebourg took it by ſtratagem on 
the roth of June 1579 for the king 
of Spain, and compelled Colonel 
Schenck, who attempted to retake 
it the following year, to raiſe the 
ſrege; but in the year 1594 Prince 
Maurice took it, the 24th of July, 
after a fiege of two months; t 

principal articles of the capitulation 
were, that the city and figniory of 
Groningen ſhould be reſtored to the 
United States, and that William, 
couſm german to Prince Maurice, 
ſhould be governor under the autho- 
rity of the States. The Biſhop of 
Munſter and Elector of Cologne laid 
ſiege to it in 1672 with an army of 
twenty thouſand men, but after fix 
weeks were compelled to retire on the 
27th of Auguſt, by the brave reſiſt- 
ance of Generai Charles Robenhaut 
the governor, who commanded a gar- 
riſon of 2000 men; the citizens and 
the ſtudents fgnalized themſelves al- 
ſo very much in its defence. Gro- 
ningen is by ſome ſaid to take its 
name from Grunnius a commander 
of the Gauls; but by others, with 
more probability, from the excellent 
green paſtures by which it is every 
way ſurrounded. The city is go. 
verned by four burgomaſters, and a 
common council of twelve, who ate 
ſyvereign judges without appeal; be- 
fides a chamber of juſtice called Ou- 
dermans, for the inhabitants of the 
country about Groningen, compoſed 
of the principal citizens. An uni- 
verſity was eſtabliſhed here in 1614 
and endowed with the revenues of ſe- 
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veral monaſteries, Ubbo Emmius the 


celebrated hiftoriographer of Friet- 
land was the firft rector. Gronin- 
gen was anciently a free and Impe- 
rial city: in the year 1559 it was 
erected into a biſhoprick, under the 
Archbiſhap of Utrecht, by Pope 
Paul IV. at the inſtance of Philip II. 
King of Spain, but had only three 
biſhops before the revolution and 
conſequent diſſolutè n. Long. 6. 31.

Gue!dres, or Gelder, a city of Guel- 
derland which gives name to the pro- 
vince, advantageouſly fituzted amidſt 
marſhes on the river Nicrs, whoſe 
waters fill their double ditchcs, which 
are large and deep, with ſeveral ba- 


ſtions, and ſo ſtrong as hardly to be 


taken except by famine. It had a 
caſtle built by Wichard du Poat, the 
firſt lord of the place, in which the 
ſovereigns of the country firſt took up 
their abode. It anciently depended 
on the Archbiſhoprick of Cologne, 
but at preſent on the Biſhop of Rure- 
mond. In the year 1587 Colonel 
Patton, a Scotchman, in the ſervice 
of the Dutch, in the abſence of Co- 
lone] Schenek, fold the city for 36, o 
florins to the Lord of Hautcp:nne for 
the King of Spain, though provided 
with all ſorts of ſtores. The Dutch 
be ſieged it three times, g. in 1637, 
in 1639, and in 1640, but all to no 
purpoſe. The Marquis of Branden- 
burg (king of Pruſſia) took it the 
21ſt of December 17c2, after a bloe- 
Kade of eightcen months and a bom- 
bardment for fourtcen days with thir- 
ty picces of cannon and thirty-four 
mottars ; and by virtue of an article 
in the peace of Utrecht, concluded 
the 11th of April 1713 between the 
Kings of France and Pruſſia, it was 
agreed that Gueldres, with the coun- 
try of Keſſel, and the bailiwick of 
Krieckenbeeck ſhould remain to Pruſ- 
ſia in exchange for the Principality of 
Orange, which was annexed to France. 
This prince eſtabliſhed a court of ju- 
dicature, conſiſting of ſcven counſel- 
lors or magiſtrates, to judge the cauſes 
of all the country under his domi- 
nion.

It holds 
a ſecond rank among, the principal 


cities of Holland. William king of 


the Romans and Comte of Holland 
granted the citizens great privileges, 
becauſe they had fignalized them- 
ſelves in the cruſades: the cruſaders, 
defirous of ſeixing Damietta, a ſea- 

rt town of Egypt, found a chain of 
iron thrown acrofs the river, which 
the citizens of Harlem found means 
to break, and thus gaining admit- 
tance into the port, compelled the 
Saracens to ſurrender the 4th of June 
1249. Harlem was nearly burned 


down in the year 1347 and in the 


year 1351. It alfo ſuffered ſeverely 
from the faction of the Caes-en-breot, 
who ſeized the city and pillaged it in 
1492. Albert Duke of Saxony re- 
took it, puniſhed the principal mu- 
tincers, condemned the inhabitants 
in a fine of twenty-ſevcn thouſand 
crowns, and took away their privi- 
leges. The magiſtracy is compoſed 
of an eſcout or baily, a penſionary, 
two burgomaſters, ſeven echevins, 
and twenty-two common council: 
the eſcout is choſen once in four or . 
five years by the echevins: the 
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burgomaſters are elected every year 
by the common council. In the 
year 1559 Harlem was erected in- 


to a biſhoprick by Pope Paul IV. 

at the defire of Philip II. king of 
Spain. In the year 1572 Frede- 
| rick de Toledo, ſon of the Duke of 
Alva, having ſacked the city of Zut- 
phen, and put to death the greater part 
of the inhabitants of Naerden, laid 
ſiege to Harlem the 11th of Decem- 
ber; his army conſiſted of 36 compa- 
nies of Spaniſh troops, 22 of Fle- 


mings, 18 of Germans, and 8000 


horſe. The garriſon in the city, 
which conſiſted of four thouſand be- 
ſides the citizens, was commanded 
by Wibald Ripperda a gentleman of 
Frieſland, and the beſieged defended 
themſelves with great bravery for 
eight months: they took every occa- 
ſion to ſhew their hatred to the Ca- 
| tholic religion and the Spaniards, 
hanging all that fell into their hands 
on the ramparts, and throwing their 
heads to the enemies; but in the 
end they paid very dear; for, receiv- 
ing no ſuccours, they were compel- 
led by famine to ſurrender at diſcre- 
tion on the 14th of July 1673. The 
city was fined 100,000 florins to ſave 
it from pillage, the citizens were com- 
pelled to carry their arms to the town- 
Houſe, the governor and his lieutenant 
were beheaded, the ſoldiers of the gar- 
riſon, reduced to ſeventeen hundred 
men of different countries, were all 
executed, ſome by the ſword, ſome 
by the rope, and others by drowning : 
all the magiſtrates were put to death, 
as likewiſe the principa! people of the 
city, and the prieſts. This cruel pu- 
niſhment kept the inhabitants in awe 
till the year 1577, when they agreed 
to the union of the States, on condi- 
tion that the catholic religion ſhould 
be maintained; but this article was 
not long obſerved, for in the year 
1577, ſome Proteſtant ſoldiers were 
introduced, who pillaged the churches, 
maſſacred the prieſts, and drove a- 
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way the biſhop who had returned af. 
ter the reduction of the city; from 
which time the public exerciſe of the 
Roman Catholic religion has been 
S The exiled biſhop, the 
econd of the ſee, whoſe name was 


Godfrey de Mierlo, died at Deventer 
in the year 1587. The church of 


St. Bavon, once the cathedral, is one 
of the largeſt and handſomeſt churches 
1n the province, in the walls of which 
yet appcar ſome cannon balls ſhot 
during the fiege above mentioned: 
and in it are preferved the models of 
three ſhips, in which the inhabitants 
of Harlem ſailed to Damietta ; and in 
the ſteeple are two ſilver bells brought 
from that place. The Stadhouſe is 
a grand building ſituated at one end 
of the market place; and in it are 
many valuable pictures; among the 
reſt the firſt painting in oil by Eyert 
in 1437, which during the ſiege was 
ſold for a few ſtivers, and is now va- 
lued at two thouſand pounds. The 
number of houſes at Harlem in the 
year 1732 was 7963, and that of the 
inhabitants about 40, oco; there are 
four Dutch churches, one French, one. 
Lutheran, one Arminian, and four 
Anabaptiſt, beſides private houſes or 
chapels for the Roman Catholics. - 
Harlem carries on conſiderable ma- 
nufacturies of linen, ribands, and 


tapes, and exports great quantities of 


beer to Frieſland and other places. 
They have alſo a great trade for 
flowers; Dutens ſays he ſaw a hya- 


cinth in May 1771, for which the 


owner refuſed 10,000 florins. Har- 
lem boaſts of the honour of having 
ghven birth to Laurence Coſter, who, 
as they pretend, was the firſt inven- 
tor of printing, which happened about 
the year 1440. It is true that this 
honour is claimed alſo by Mentz, 
Straſburg, and ſeveral other cities. 


This Laurence Coſter is faid to have, | 


hit upon this invention, as walking 

in the wood near Harlem, by cutting 

the bark of _— trees into letters, 
Gs 
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and ſtamping them upon paper as a 
ſe.l. At fiſt he made as many let- 
ters as could compoſe a line or two, 
for the ſervice of his brother-in-law's 
children, who at:ervards invented a 
thick fort of ink to print with, which 
is what the printers uſe at preſent. 
Laurence changed the wooden into 
leaden:!e'ters, and theſe afterwards 
into pewter, and preſently erected a 


printing-ſhop in his own houſe. 


One of the ſervants employed by 


Coſter in his buſineſs, by name John 


Fauſt or Fuſth, the pretended con- 
Jurer of Mentz, ſtole away Coſter's 


Jetters and printing materials, while 
his maſter and family were at church, 


and fled to Mentz, where he erected 
a printing- oſſice. This tory is thus 
related by Adrianus Junius, who was 
born at Hoorn, 1504, and died in 
1575. He aſſures he had this rela- 


tion from ſeveral people of credit, and 


the ſtealing of the letters in partic u- 
lar from Burgomaſter Kwiryn Ta- 
Jeſius, and his ſchoo!maſter Nicho- 


laus Gael, who both declared they 


had received the information from 


one Cornelius, a bookſciler, about 


eigaty years old, who had been ſer- 
vant to the inventer Laurence Coſter. 
Laurence was an echevin or alder- 
man at Harlem, in the year 1431, 
and the firſt book that ever he print- 


ed is kept in the Stadthouſe for thoſe 


that are curious to ſee it. Be it as 
it will with regard to this ſtory of 
Junius, Coſter is ſuppoſed to have 


the greateſt ſhare in the firſt inven- 


tion, as there are no books of 


Fauſtus's impteſſion ſo ancient as 


thoſe of Coſter's. However the 


moſt uſeful improvement of this art 


is owing to another, who is generally 
ſuppoſed to have been one John 
Mentel ; for Coſter, as well as 
Fauſtus, only engraved their cherac- 
ters in wood, and ſome ſay in metal, but 
Mentel was the firſt that diſcovered 
the method of caſt ing letters. Aldus 
Manutius, the famous Venetian 
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printer, made conſiderable improve- 
ments ſoon after in this art, being 
the firſt that found out Italic cha- 
raters, and likewiſe the firſt that 
printed in Greek and Hebrew. The 
ſtatue of this Laurence Coſter is to 
be feen in the town- houſe, and the 
following inſcrip ion, in letters of 
gold, was put on the door of this 
houſe, with the:z verſes:

It 
ſtands in a dry ſoil, ſomething high- * 
er than the reſt of the country ; the 
air is pure, and the environs delight- 
ful. The houſes are good, and the 
ſtreets large and long; ſeveral of 
them adorned with rows of trees. 
There are ſeveral ſguares and many 
magnificent public buildings, the 
court, the princes palace, the town- 
houſe, &c. In the princes palace is 
a very valuable cabinet of natural 
hiſtory, coins, medals, &c. and ex- 
cellent pictures in all.

In 1496 the 
inhabitants of Groningen built a caſ- 
tle here, and fourteen years after- 
wards, Albert Duke of Saxony built 
another ſtronger than the firſt. 
It is not exactly known when it was 
ſurrounded with walls : but certain 
it is that in the years 1543, and 
1579, the city was cor ſiderably en- 
larged by the care of William Prirce 
of Orange. This place is now very 
well fortified, and naturally ſtrong, 
the adjacent country being very eaſily 
laid under water. There have been 
ſome dykcs raiſed here to ſtop the 
fury of the waves. The city is 
ſquare, the ſtreets handſome, ſtraight 
and clean, with canals in the middle 
of them. It is adorned with five

A city f Liege, fi:uated 
on the Meuſe, which divides it into 
two pirt;, the one belonging to the 
country of Haſbaie, the other to Con- 
droz, of which laſt Huy is the ca- 
pital. Charles de Heraugieres, Go- 
veraor of Breda, ſeized the city and 
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caſtle by ſurpriſe in the month of 
February, 1595. The States being 
deaf to all remonſtances, the Biſhop 
of Liege applied to the Spaniards for 
aſſiſtance, who compelled the Go- 
vernor to reſtore it. Louis XIV. 
King of France inveſted it the firſt 
of March, 1675, and compelled it 
to ſurrender, after a ſhort ſiege of fix 
days, but it was given back to the 
biſhop by the treaty of Nimmegen, 
ia 1678. It ſuffered more in 1673, 
when the French took and burned 
the whole town, becauſe the citizens 
had taken up arms to aſſiſt the gar- 
riſon, which was very weak; they 
alſo broke down a bridge ot freeſtone, 
which had been built over the Meuſe 
in the year 1294. The Spaniards 
retook it in the year 1694, and re- 
ſtored it to the biſhop at the peace 
of Ryſwick. In the year 1701, Huy 
was ſeized by th: French; the allies 
under the command of Baron de Tro- 
ignce, beſieged it the 15th of Au- 
guſt, in 1703, and on the 25th it 
ſurrendered with all its forts, and the 
garriſon became priſoners of war. 
The 28th of May, 1705, the Comte 
de Gatle, with a detachment of the 
French army attacked ir, and on the 
10th of june the garriſon ſurrendered 
priſoners of war. Again, at a little 
time afcer that, the allies, being re- 
inforced by the army of the Duke of 
Marlborough from the Moſelle, be- 
came maſters of it, the garriſon in 
like manner being made priſoners of 
war. The Dutch kept poſſe ſſion of 
it till the year 1718, when they de- 
ſtroyed the fortifications, and ſurren- 
dered it to the biſhop. In the year

when he made himſelf maſter of 
Ypres in 1678. It is very ſwall, 
not above 750 feet in length and 500 
in breadth. in the year 1692, ſome. 
French engineers marked out a plan 
for additional works, but the project 
came to nothing, Wiliiam III. king 
of England, ſent ſome troops, under 
the D:ik- of Wittemburg, to attack 
this fort, on the 19th of June, 1695, 
but only as a deception to cover his 
deſign of attackiig Namur. The 
6th of October, 1712, a detach. 
ment from the garrifon of Ofend, 
which was then in the hands of the 
Dutch, made themſelves maſters of 
this fort by ſurpriſe, through the 
treachery of the gardener; the 
French commander and the garrifon- 
being made priſoners of war It 
was ceded to the States by the peace 
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f Aix-la-Chape!le, concluded in the 
Year 1713, and taken by the French 
In 1744.

to the King. The famous book en- 
titled Mars Gallicus which he pub- 
liſhed againſt France, was one of the 


principal cauſes of his obtaining the 


biſhoprick of Ypres, to which h's 


Catholic Majeſty nominated him the- 


28th of October, 1635. But the 
work which made the greateſt noiſe 
was publiſhed after his death, on 
Grace, entitled Auguftinus, which 
was condemned by Pope Urban VIII. 
on the 6th of Merch, 1642. He 
died May 16th, 1638, and was bu- 
ried in his own cathedral, where a 
monument was erected to his memo- 
ry, which was removed by his ſuc- 
cellor, after the condemnation of his 
book, on account of the epitaph, 
which contained an eulogium on his 
virtues and erudition.

Leuze, a town of Hainaut, ſituated 
on a brook near the Dender. The 
armies of the Allies under the com- 
man hof the Prince of Waldeck, after 
the departure of William III. to Eng- 
land, quitting Leuze to cncamp at 
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Chambron, their rearguard was at- 
tacked by the Duke of Luxemburg; 


but after a few hours engagement the 


French were obliged to retire with 
the loſs of cight or nine hundred men 
killed and wounded ; this action took 
place the 19th of September 1691.

Lewarder, the capital of Friefland, 
fituated in the quarter called Ooſter- 
goo ; it was only a ſmall town in 
the year 1190, when it was firſt ſur- 
rounded with a wall. It is now large, 
rich, and populous, and fortified with 
good ramparts, defended by a large 
ditch full of water, ſevcral baſtions 
and other works.: all the ſtreets are 
ſtraight, large, and handſome, and di- 
vided by many canals which interſe& 
each other, and communicate with all 
parts of the province and the ſea, by 
means of which the inhabitants carry 
on conſiderable trade with Holland, 
Bremen, Embden, Hamburg, &c. 
The townhouſe is a handſome build 
ing erected in the year 1715. The 
magiſtracy conſiſts of twelve perſons, 
viz. three burgomaſters and nine e- 
chevins : It has the privilege of chuſ- 
ing its own magiſtrates, only enjoyed 
by this city and Franeker; the Prince 
of Orange appoints to all the reſt 
from a double nomination ſent to 


him. In the year 2559 Pepe Paul 
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IV. erected it into a biſhoprick, ſub - 
je to the Archbiſhop of Utrecht. 
The fovereign council of the pro— 
vince of Friefland refides at this 
city, being transferred from Fra- 
neker in the year 1504; it conſiſts 
of twelve counſellors and a preſident, 
who are fovercign judges of all cauſes 
without appeal. Long. 5. 32. E. lat.

Leyden, a city of Holland, ſuppoſed 
to te the ſame which Ptolemy calls 
Lugdunum Rataver m, and Antoni- 
nus in his Itmerary Cafut Germano- 
rum; it holds a fourth rank among 
the fix capital cities of Holland, and 
is the capital of a ſmall diſtri& called 
Rhynland, which comprehends for- 
ty-nine towns or villages ; the ſtreets 
are exceedingly nest, wide, and long, 


eivided by many handſome canals ;. 


and it is without doubt one of the 
handſomeſt and largeſt cities of Hol- 
land, next to Amficrdam, and one of 
the moſt agreeable in Europe. It is 
ſituated on the ancient bed of the 
Rhine, which paſſes through the city 
and divides it into about fifty iſlands, 
which have an caſy communication 
with each other by means of a great 
number of bridges, computed at one 
Eyngred and forty-five, of which more 
than a hundred are built of freeſtone ; 
the different ftreams of the Rhine 
unitt again at leaving the city at the 
white gate. The city was conſide- 
rably enlarged towards the South in 
the year 1389. In 1419 it was be- 
ſieged and taken by Albert, Comte of 
Bavaria, for kaving taken part with 

Florent de Wevclincheven Biſhop of 
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Utrecht. In the year 1574 the Spa- 
niards, after they had taken Harlem 
and been obliged to raiſe the ſiege of 
Alcmaer, attempted to lay ſiege to 
Leyden ; but the Comte Louis of Naſ- 
ſau, brother of the Prince of Orange, 
acvancing with ſome troops, the Spa- 
niards not thinking themſelves at that 
time in ſufficient force, abandoned 


their enterpriſe. Some time after, 


having obtained a reinforcement, they 


returned to the ſiege under the com- 


mand of Francis Baldez ; this general 
having ſeized the outworks, and not 
thinking himſelf able to force the city, 
reſolved to turn the ſiege into a bloc- 
kade and ftarve them to a ſurrender. 
It is hardly credible what the inha- 
bitants endured: they indeed ſigna- 
lized their conſtancy on this occaſion 


during a ſiege of five months, when 


neither famine nor peſtilence were 
able to deſtroy their courage. The 
women lincd the ramparts and per- 
formed all the duties of a ſoldier, ani- 
mated by the example of one whoſe 
name was Kennava, a woman of un- 
daunted ſpirit ; ſhe attended with her 
companions all the ſallies made on the 
enemy. The miſery became ſo great, 
that above fix thouſand perſons died, 
and there remained no more than 107 
muids of wheat for 140co inhabitants 
who yet remained alive. Of this the 
Spanith general being apprized, ſum- 
moned them to ſurrender, but. they 
told him they could not want the 
means of exiftence, ſo long as their 
left arms remained ; thoſe they were 
determined to feed on, and reſerve 
their right to defend their liberty. 
Adrian de Wert, burgomaſter of the 
city, ſhewed at this crifis admirable 
conſtancy and courage; being ſolicit- 
ed by ſome of the inhabitants to ſur- 
render, he ſaid, My friends, fince IL 
muſt dic, it is of Jittle 1mportance 
whether I tall by you or by the ene- 
my ; cut me to pieces and divide them 
amongft you: I ſhall die ſatisfied, if 
in my death I can be the leaſt uſeful.“ 
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During the ſiege they made ufe of pa- 
per money, with the inſcriptions 
nc LIBERTATIS ERGO.” and 
© NO NO PATRIA.' Towards 
the month of October, juſt as they 
were on the point of ſurrendering 
they underſtood by mcans of ſome 
Pigeons that relicf was at hand ; ac- 
cordingly, on the 34 of October the 
dikes of the Meuſe and Iſſel having 
been opened, Louis Boiftot, admiral 
of Zealand, advanced with a number 
of troops in flat-bottomed boats to 
their aſſiſtance. The Spaniards ſeeing 
the ſudden inundation were fearful of 
being deſtroyed immmediately, and 
abandoned the fiege with all the works 
they had conſtructed for the blockade. 
In memory of this remarkable event 
the inhabitants repreſent a ſpectacle 
of the ſiege every ſeven years. Wil- 
liam Prince of Orange, who was 
hardly recovered of an illneſs, ordered 
himſelf to be conveyed to Leyden, 
that he might in perſon thank the 
citizens for their brave defence ; he 
liberally rewarded the Admiral Boi- 
| fot, and Janus Douza, the lord of 
Noortwyck, who commanded in the 
city; and did not forget the officers 
and ſoldiers. He granted everal pri- 
vileges to the city, and tounded the 
famous univerſity, the firſt in the 
whole country ; and Janus Douza 


was appointed the firtt curator, an 


employment worthy of his merit, Vis 
capacity, and his erudition. Among 
the celebrated men who have done ho- 


nour to this univerſity are Douza, Jo- 


ſeph Scaliger, Adrian Junius, Fo- 
teſt, Boocrhaave, Reland, Ruylſch, 
Lecuwenhoeck, Dodonæus, Cocceius, 
Gomarus, Cluſius, Vorſtius, Armi- 
nius, Daniel Heinfus, Nicolas Hain- 
ſius, Baudius, Grotius, Merula, Fre- 
deric Spanheim, Gerard John Voſſi- 
us, &c. In the year 1655 Leyden 
was viſited by the plague, Which car- 
ried off ncar four thouſand of the in- 
habitants; but by the great care of 
the magiſtrates it was prevented from 
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ſpreading further into the province. 
The cloth manufactured at Ley den ts 
much celebrated, and there is a ſtaple 
hall built for the uſe of the manutace 
turers and merchants. The town« 
houſe is a good ſtructure with a 
handfome ſtone front ; in the burgo- 
maſters chamber is a very capital 
painting of the laſt judgment, by 
Luke of Leyden, for which it is ſaid 
the Emperor Rodolphus offered as 
many gold ducats as would cover it: 
there are many other capital paint- 
ings, and the celebrated ſiege of 1574 
wrought in tapeſtry. Beſides the's 
are the Prince's hotel, which was 
formerly a convent, the houſe for or- 
phans, &c. but the principal building 
is the great church, one of the hand- 
ſomeſt in Holland. The common 
council of the city called Vroedſchay 
is compoſed of forty perſons, wha 
ought to be natives of the province, 
and at leaſt twenty-eight years of age 
and Proteſtants Four burgomaſters 
are elected by this council, three. of 
whom are changed every year on the 
feaſt of St, Martin, one cledted the 
preceding year always remaining. 
They alſo name ſixteen perſons, from 
whom eight are choſen on the 25th, 
of July yearly, as echevins for the 
ſtates of the province, Three others 
likewiſe are nominated by them to 
the ſtates of the province, which e- 
Iect one to be grand baily of Leys 
den, who adminiſters juſtice in civil 
and criminal matters jointly, with the 


echevins. In this city was born the 
famous John of Leyden, otherwife 


Bucold, a tailor and chief of the A- 
nabaptiſts, who, after taking the city 
oft Munſter in the year 1534 with 
his adherents Boulenger, Knipper- 
dollinck, and others, was made king, 
and defended the place a long time 


againſt the troops of Francis, Comte 


de Waldeck, the biſhop : they ſutfer- 
ed great hardinips during the ſiege, 
but could not be induced to ſurrender. 
There was among them a woman, 


f 
| 
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who thinking to imitate the charac- 
ter of ſudith, attempted to aſſaſſinate 
the biſhop ; but being diſcovered, the 
was put to death with the ſame ſword 
which ſhe carried to execute her de- 
fgn. At length the bithop took the 
city bv ftratagem ; the pretended 
king was ſeized with ſome of his 
principal companions, and after be- 
ing reproached for the diſorders he 
had cauſed at Munſter, he was tor- 
tured and hung up in an tron cage on 
the tower of St. Michael, and there 
expoſed to periſh and to rot. IIc is 
faid to have had fourteen wives, one 
ef whom be put to death with his 
own hands, becaufe ſhe would not 
obey his commands; when he rode 
through the ſtreets he had a crown on 
his head, and two young men marched 
betore him, one with a ſword, the 
other with the Old Teſtament ; and 
he ordered thoſe who would not bend 
their knees to him to be put to death. 
They preſerve at Leyden a table on 
which this phantom of royalty work- 
ed as a tailor. Boats are going from 
Leyden to Amſterdam, Harlem, U- 
trecht, Delft, the Hague, &c. and re- 
turning daily: Leyden has cight 


gates : one part of the ramparts are 


of earth covered with turf, but the 
other part is faced with vrick, and 
has ſeveral baſtions. The land about 
Leyden is exceedingly rich and much 
cultivated by gardeners, who ſend the 
produce even to Amfterdam : from 
the rich meadows and paſtures they 
make excellent butter and cheeſe 
equal to any part of the province. 
Some prove the antiquity of Leyden 
from an ancient round tower called 
the Eurgbe, about boo feet in circum- 
ference, ſaid to have been built by the 
Romans cr Saxons; while Joſeph 
Scaliger on the other hand, pretends 
# was built only about five or fix cen- 
turies ago by the Comes of Holland.

Liege, the capital of the biſhoprick, 
is a large, populous and rich city, 
ſituated on the Meuſe, in a valley 
ſurrounded by hills, with agreeab'e 
and fertile meado'”'s between, water- 
ed by the rivers Looſe, Ourte and 
Ambleve, which cmpty themſelves 
into the Meuſe as it enters this city. 
The empire has always made this city 
fi bje& io the circleof Weſtphaſia, al- 
though the eſtatꝭs of the country aſſert 
the prerogatives of other ſovereign 
ſtates of Germany as a particular 
member of the empire, but by a de- 
cree of Charles VI. it was unted in 
the year 17 16, with its dependencies, 
to the circle of Weſtphalia. It is 
called the hell of women, the pur- 
gatory of men, and the paradiſe of 
prieſts, It was firſt encompaſſed 
with walls by S. Hubert, in the be- 

inning of the eighth century. 
The city ſuffered much in the aiath 
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century from the incurſions of the 


Normans. Henry, duke of Brabant, 
took it in the year 1212, and pillaged 
it ſix days. In the fifteenth centu- 
ry it ſuffered ſeverely on account of 
the elections of the biſhops. John of 
Bavaria governed it a long time, al- 
though he was not a prieſt ; and as 
he treated the citizens ill, they drove 

him from the palace, and beſieged 


him in Maeſtricht: but his brot her- 


in-law John, duke of Burgundy and 
comte of Flanders, coming to his 
alliſtance, a battle was foug it in the 
year 1409, in which ſix thouſand of 
the Liegeois were killed, and the 
ret compelled to ſubmit. Some of 
the moſt culpable were tied two to- 
gether and thrown into the Meufe, 
Not long after Charles the Bold, duke 
of Burgundy, taking part with Louis 
of Burgundy, the biſhop, againſt 
whom the inhabitants had riſen, came 
to beſiege the city with ſuccours 
from France and took it by aſſault 
the zoth of October, 1468; he then 
ſet it on fire and ſacked it, without 
ſparing even the churches. In the 
beginning of the ſeventeenth eentu · 
ry, a diſpute relative to the election 
of the burgomaſters occaſioned great 
trouble. Anciently twenty - two 
judges, who foimed a celebrated 
tribunal at Liege, had a cuſtom of 
appointing thirty perſons to elect 
the new burgomaſte:!s. In the year 
1603, the Biſhop Erneſt of Bava- 
ria transferred this right to the citi- 
zens, who were divided into ſixteen 
chambers; but as that gave riſe to 
many great diferders, Prince Ferdi- 
nand, who fucceded Erneſt, ſupported 
by the Emperor, changed the right 
again in favour of the twenty- 
two. In 1629, the populace roſe 
and elected the new burgomaſters, 
contrary to the direction of the 
Prince, whence came the divifion of 
parties, the Chiroux and Grignoux, 
the firſt were of the ancient Partrici- 
an families, for the moſt part men 
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of letters; the others took the part 


of the populace, and were the more 
numerous. On the repreſentation 
of the Prince, the Emperor ſent 
General John de Weert in the vear 
1656 to take his winter quarters in 
the environs of Liege; and deputed 
the Comte of Naſſau Hadamar, while 
the Marquis of Lede was ſent on the 
part of the King of Spain, to bring 
back the citizens to their duty. In 
the year 1636, the troubles increaſ- 
ed ; the Comte de Warfuſe, who had 
been chief of the finances to the 
King of Spain at Bruſſels had been 
accuſed of mal- practices, and con- 
demned by the grand council at Ma- 
lines, and was hung in effigy; but 
eſcaping to Liege, he formed a black 
conſpiracy, thinking by that means 
to obtain the favour of the King, On 
the 16th of April, he invited Sebaſti- 
on de Ruelle, burgomaſter of Liege, 
to dine with him; during the repaſt 
a troop of ſoldiers entered and draw- 


ing the burgomatter afide, they kil- 


led him on the ſpot, under pretence 
that he was engaged in the intereſt 
of France. This horr d murder did 
not long remain unpusiſhed, for the 
FR hearing of it, flew to the 

uſe, dragzed the comte along the 
ſtreets, and hung him up by tne feet 
to a poſt, they then cut off his head 
and arms, which they expoſed at the 
ges of Liege, burned his body and 


threw the aſhes into the Meuſe; 


they lik: wiſe put to death his ſer- 
vants, and the ſoldiers who had been 
the agents of this treachery ; they 
then took the echevin Theodore Fle- 
ron, whom they ſuſpected as the ac- 
complice of Warfuſe, and without 
any trial, hung him in the grand 
market. The body of Ruelle was 
interred with great magnificence, and 
the burgomaſters were afterwards 
accompanied by a body guard of thir- 
ty men, when they appeared in pub- 
lie. In 1648, the Prince Biſhop 


Ferdinand returned to Viſct with ſome 
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troops, with a deſign to come to 
Liege, and put a ſtop to the diſtur- 
bances and ſeditious factions between 
the Chiroux ard the Grignoux ; but 
the citizens refuſed him entrance on 
the roth of April, and the burgomaſ- 
ter Hennet ordered the cannon to de 


placed againſt his troops. The 


Prince -on this retired to Huy, to 
wait for ſuccours from the Emperor, 
who ſent ſome Weſtphalian ſoldiers, 
under the command of General Sparr, 
to whom the citizens opened their 
gates on the 2$th of Auguſt, and the 
Prince returned to Liege on the 16th 
of October following. Hennet and 
Roland, a former burgomaſter, who 
had been principally concerned in 
the troubles, were beheaded and their 
heads expoſed on the gates of the 
city. The Prince then changed the 
mode of electing the burgomaſters 
to the following: The fixteen cham- 
bers of the city, who repreſent the 
citizens at large, and are each compoſ- 
ed of thirty-fix perſons, noblemen, 
lawyers, men of letters, merchants, 
and artiſans, each elect by ballot two 
perſons; a ſecond ballot then takes 
place, and the firſt drawn is an elect- 
or, the other, one of the council z 
when theſe ſixteen electors are thus 
found, they chooſe, by a majority of 
voices, three perſons, from whom 
one is choſen burgomaſter by another 
ballot. Another burgomaſter is bal. 
loted for from three perſons named 
by the Prince. There is a grand may- 
or and two ſubordinate mayors. Bee 
ſides the court of echevins and the 
ordinary magiſtracy, there is an offi- 
cial belonging to the biſhop, Who 
judges in the fir inſtance all ec- 
clefiaſtical cauſes. In the year 1650, 
Prince Maximilian, who ſucceeded 
his uncle Ferdinand, built a regular 
citadel on the mount of Ste. Walburg, 
which has two communications with 
the city, one of which is by fix hun- 
dred ſteps. On this occaſion the 
citizens teftified their diſcontent, 
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In affi xing to it the name of Acelda- 
ma, or Field of Blood, in alluſion to 


the death of their burgomaſters. In 
1658, ſome mal-contents entered into 


a conſpiracy to ſurpriſe the citadel 


and ſet the city on fire ; but the plot 
was diſcovered, and the principal 
authors put to death. In the war 
with France againſt the Empire, 
Spain and Holland, the government 
of the citadel was entruſted to the 
Baron de Vierſet, who on the 28th 
of March, 1675, admitted a detach- 


ment of fifteen hundred men from 


the French garriſon at Maeſtricht, 
but they abandoned it after deſtroy - 
ing the works in March following. 
The inhabitants, no longer kept in 
awe by the citadel, again rebelled, 
and elected their burgomaſters as 
they had done before; but the bi- 
ſhop receiving ſome troops from 


France, under the command of the 


Comte de Choiſeul, the citizens o- 
pened the gates on the 25th of July, 
1684, without coming to extremi- 
ties: the two burgomaſters were 
beheaded, but the reſt of the citi- 
zens pardoned, and a ſtrong garriſon 
placed in it under the Marquis de la 
A ſhort time after, the cita- 
de! was repaired, and its fortifications 
increaſed z but the new works were 
d-ftrovcd about eight years af.er. 
In the year 1691, Prince Jean Louis 
d' Elderen was the firſt ro declare 
war againſt France, being ſupported 
by the Emperor, the Empire, Spain, 
Engiand, Hulland, &c. Louis XIV. 
ſent the Marquis de Boufflers to 
Liege, who bombarded it, and did 
conſiderable damage. At the death 
of Charles II. king of Spain, the 
Prince Joſeph Clement of Bavaria, 
in the year 1701, declared for his 
nephew Philip V. and the Comte de 
Berlo, governor of the citadel, re- 
ceived the French troops. On the 


14th of October, 1702, the allies, 


under the command of the Duke ot 


Marlborough, made themſelves maſ- 
I 
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ters of the city, and of the citadel on 


the 23d. In 1705, the French, 
after taking Huy, marched towards 
Liege, with an intent to attack the 
citadel; but being informed that the 
Duke was marching to its aſſiſtance, 
they abandoned their enterpriſe. 
The Dutch kept a garriſon of troops 
in the citadel till the year 1718, at 
their own expence, in virtue of an 
article in the peace of Aix la Cha» 
pelle, concluded four years before, 
and then quitted it to the ſoldiers of 
the Biſhop of Liege, atter deſtroying 
all the out-works. Liege is divided 
into three parts, the city, the iſland, 
and the outer Meuſe ; it has ten 
grand fauxbourgs and two ſmaller, 
ſixteen gates, ſeventeen bridges and 
one hundred and fifty-four ſtreets; 
there are two very fine quays plant 
ed with rows of trees. Beſides the 
cathedral it has within the city and 
fauxbourgs ſeven collegiate and thir- 
ty pariſh churches, and forty-ſix 
religious houſes. The cathedral of 
S. Lambert is a vaſt ſtructure, built 
by S. Hubert in the year 712, on 
the very ſpot, in which his prede-- 


ceſſor S. Lambert, biſhop of Maeſ- 


trecht, had ſuffered martyrdom. It 
was firſt conſecrated to S. Coſme and 
S. Damien, but the body of S. Lam- 
bert being removed thither, it chang - 
ed its name to that of S. Lambert. 
S. Hubert founded twenty prebends; 
S. Floribert, his ſon and ſucceſſor, 
afterwards founded ten more; ſince 


which time their number has been 


augmented to ſixty, and their reve- 
nues in proportion. Theſe canons 
or prebendaries are moſt of them of 
noble extraction: at one time they 
counted ſeven ſons of kings, thirty 
ſons of dukes, and twenty-two ſons: 
of comets. The treaſury of this church 


is very conſiderable, both in relicks 


and in other riches, particularly an 
equeſtrian ſtatue of St. George in 
gold preſented by the Duke of Bur- 
gundy, as a mark of his penitence, 
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for having pillaged the city in 1468. 
The bithop is elected by the canons 
and is an abſolute prince, one of the 
moſt conſiderable ecclefiaſtical princes 
Germany, having in his dioceſe fifty- 
two baronies,cighteen cities or walled 
towns, and four hundred villages, 
with a revenue of three hundred 
thouſand ducats a year, and is able 
to keep an army of eight thouſand 
foldiers without opprefling his ſub- 
jets. Dumourier, at the head of 
his French troops, made himſelf 
maſter of Liege the 22d day of No- 
vember, 1792 ; in March following, 
the French were compelled to retire, 
and driven out of Liege and Brabant.

Limburg, the capital city of the 
duchy ſo called, is ſituated near the 
river Weſe, or Weze, in a fertile 


country on an agreeable mountain. 


It was heretofore regularly fortified 
with a caſtle built on a rock, and 
detended with towers and baſtions 
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built of freeFone. The Dutch took 
it in the year 1633. In 1675 the 
French beſieged it under the com- 
mand of the Prince of Conde; the 
king with another army hindering 
the Prince of Orange from advancing 
to ĩts relief; ſo that after the trenches 
had been opened eleven days, the 
Prince of Naſſau-Siegen, governor of 
the province and city, was obliged to 
ſurrender. In the year 1677 the 
French, foreſecing that it muſt be 
given up at a peace, pulled down the 
caſtle and demoliſhed the fortifica- 
tions, and ſet fre to all the houſes ex- 
cept the church and the parſonage- 
houſe. The yeor following it was 
reſtored to Spain with the province, 
by the fifth article of the treaty ef 

Immegen : at the death of Charles 
II. when Philip Duke of Anjou 
mounted the throne of Spain, the 
troops of his grandfather Louis XIV. 
took poſſeſſion of Limburg, as well 
as the other towns of the Spaniſh Ne- 
therlands, and fortified it again; the 
Comte de Regnac, lieutenant general 
of France, being appointed governor. 
In the year 1703 it was taken by the 
allies under the command of the he- 
reditary Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel, and 
the garriſon made priſoners of war; 
a little after Charles III. was inzu- 
gurated Duke Sf Limburg. By the 
treaty of Baden it remained to the 
houſe of Auſtria, but the fortifications 
were deſtroyed. Near Limburg are 
many quarries of different kinds of 
m-rble ; the precipices, mountains, 
and rocks round about arc romantic, 
the air is wholeſome, and-the inhabi- 
tants have hardly any diſeaſe except 
old age. The meg {tracy conſiſts of 
a mayor, ſevenechevins and a grefficr, 
who muſt be licentiatcs in law of the 
univerſity of Louvain, and equally 
ſkilled in the French and Flemith 
languages. They have 2 conſiderable 
manut-&tory of woolien cloth; and 
ſome excellent cheeſe is made in the 
euvirons; there are alſo ſome iron

Lo»ſeduynen, or Lauſ/dun, a village 
of Holland, one league and a half 
SSW. from the Hague. Mr. Ray 
in his journzy through the Low 
Countries, &c. ſays, ** Whilt we 
were at the Hague, we took the op- 
portunity of viewing the burial place 
of a certain lady of Zeeland, in the 
church of Lauſdun, a village of about 
five or fix Engliſh miles irom the 
Hague, who az the inſcription tells 
you was Margaret the wife of Her- 
man Earl of Hennenbergh, and 
daughter of Florentius Earl of Hol- 
land and Zeeland, and ſiſter to Wil- 
lam king of the Romans, &c. This 
lady being about 40 years of age, 
and meeting with a poor woman that 
had two twins in her arms, told her 
that ſhe muſt have been diſhoneſt to 
her huſband, as not believing that 
two children could be got at once; 
at which the poor woman, being 
highly concerned, wiſhed that the 
might bring forth as many children 
at a birth as there were days in the 
year; which was fulfilled 1276, 
when at one birth ſhe was brought to 
bed of 365 children of both ſexes, 
who were baptiſed by Guido, a ſuf- 
fragan of Utrecht, in two braſs ba- 
ſons, the ſcns having the name of 
John, and the daughters that of E- 
lizabeth given them, and ſoon after 
died all in one day, as did alſo the 
mother, and were b.ried in this 
church of the village of Lauſdur. 
This i»ſcription is to be ſeen in La. 
tin, over the Om baſons in which 
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they ſay theſe children were baptiz- 


ed, and beneath it alſo this fol;ow- 
ing diftich : — 


En tibi monſtroſum nimis et memo- 
rabile factum, 
Quale nec a mundi conditione datum. 


This hiſtory is found in Eraſmus, 
Vives, Guichardin, Camerarius, Gui 
Dominique, Pierre d'Oudergeſt au- 
thor of the Annals of Flanders, and 
many other authors ; and what is ex- 
traordina:y, as a thing well atteſted.

Leut an, or Loewen, a city of Bra- 
bant, fituated on the river Dyle. Al- 
though Bruſſels is the reſidence of 
the ſovereigns or governors of the 
Netherlands, yet Li uvain is the ca- 
pital of the duchy of Brabant. It is 
alſo the capital of an ancient comte 
of the ſame name, which in the year 
977 belonged to Charles, duke of 
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Lorraine, afterwards to his ſon- in- 
law Lambert, comte of Mons, who 
in the year r005 became Duke of 
Brabant; this comte comprehends 
Louvain, Bruſſels, Nivelle, Vilvorde, 
Vueren, and the foreſt of Soigne. 
The dukes of Brabant were former- 
ly inaugurated at Louvain. The 
city is very ancient, founded, ac- 
cording to ſome, by Julius Ceſar; 
according to others, by one Lupus, 
who lived a long time before him; 
but on this there can be no reliance. 
It is however certain that Louvain 
was known in the year 885, when 
Godfrey, duke of Normandy, havins 
rayaged the country, encamped near 
the Dyle, on the plain of Louvain, 
The Emperor Arnulph built a caſtle 


to defend the country againſt the 


Normans about this time, which was 
called Lowen, and afterwards le Cha- 
feau de Cæ ar, or Caeſar's Caſtle, and 
was a long time the ordinary reſi- 
dence ot the dukes of Brabant; in 
this caſtle Henry I. was aflaſſina:ed in 
the year 1038; Thierry, comte of 
Holland, was kept prilo:er in the 
year 1200; the Emperor Charles V. 
and his fiſters were brought up to 
the year 1510; and formerly the aſ- 
ſembly of the States was held : it 
is now in ruins. The city was fiiſt 
ſurrounded with walls in the year 
1165, and afterwards very much en- 
larged in the fourteenth century by 
Wenceſlaus and John, dukes ot Bra- 
bant. The trade at preſent is not 
very conſiderable; the principal ar- 
ticle is beer, of which great quanti- 
ty is ſent to Bruſſels, Antwerp, Liege, 
Tiriemont, and othe cities and towns, 
It was formerly much larger than it 
now is, much richer, and carried on 
more trade than any other place 
in the country. At the beginning 
of the fourteenth century four thou- 
ſand houſes were inhabited by cloth- 
ters, and their manufactories em- 
ployed above one hundred and fiſty 
thouſand workmen. It is related in 
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their annals that when this croud of 
weavers left work they were com- 
pelled to ſound a large bell, that the 


women might keep the children with- 


in doors, left they ſhou!d be thrown 
down and trampled to drath. This 
is probably the reaſon that the 
magiſtrates are here more numerous 
than in other cities, for beſides two 
burgomaſters, ſeven echevins, two 
penſioners, fix ſecretaries, and four 
receivers; they have a council of 
twenty-one, eleven of whom are 
nobles, and the other ten merchants 
or tradeſmen. The town-houſe 
where they aſſemble is a beautitul 
Gothic ſtructure. In the year 1382, 


the weavers and other tradeſmen 


revolted againſt Wenceſlaus, duke 
of Brabant, and cruelly threw ſeven- 
teen of the magiſtrates out of the 
town-houſe windows; took arms 
againſt their prince, and laid waſte 
the province; but being beſieged, 
they implored for mercy and obtain- 
ed pardon at the intreaty of Arnold 
de Hornes, biſhop of Liege, only the 
moſt culpable being puniſhed; and 
the weavers, who were the authors 
of the inſurrection, were baniſhed : 
they retired for the moſt part tv 
England, where they were well re- 
ceived. Louvain being thus nearly 
deprived of commerce and inhabit- 
ants, John IV. duke of Brabant, 
with the conſent of Pope Martin V. 
in the year 1426, founded an univer- 
fity, which has fince been the chief 
ornament and glory of the place, and 
is ſaid to reſemble thoſe in En; land 
more than any other abroad. There 
are fixty colleges in this univerhty, 
which, though they are much ad- 
mired for their ſituation and build. 
ing, are not however ſo ſumptuous 
as thoſe of Oxford and Cambridge. 
Of theſe colleges there are not above 
four where ſtrict diſcipline is obſerv- 
ed, and theſe are for the education 
of thoſe of tender years; the others 


are for thoſe of a more advanced age, 
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who can come and go when they 
pleaſ-. The ſtudents in divinity 


| conſtantly wear gowns and caps, but 


the reſt only at public exercifes. 
In every one of the four colleges 
above-mentioned there are two pro- 
feſſors to teach philoſophy, each of 
whom reads two hours in a day, and 
the young ſtudents write after them, 
who, when they are matriculated, 
make oath that they believe all the 
articles of the Church of Rome. 
The profeſſors of theſe four coll-ges 
chuſe annually forty-eight ſcholars 
of two years ſtanding, and out of that 
number, after public examinations 
twelve are Choſen to exhibition. 
The degrees they take here are thoſe 
of maſter, licentiate, and doctor 3 
the licentiate ſeems to be a kind of 
middle graduate between batchelor 
and doctor, and anſwers to our maſ- 
ter of arts. He is upon going out 
conducted from the ſchools with 
drums and trumpets, treats all the 
doctors and his opponents, and diſtri- 
butes gloves; at his lodging a bell is 
rung four and twenty hours together, 
and he is at liberty to chuſe a coat 
of arms and immediately accounted 
a gentleman. 'The governor of the 
univerſity is ſtyled rectoc, and is 
choſen every half a year by theSenatus 
Academicus, to whom the chief 
magiltra'e of the city gives place. 
He has a full juriſdiction over the 
ſcholars, and is attended on holidays, 
and ſolemn proceſſions by eight 
beadles, who go before him with fil- 
ver maces. There is another officer 
called the promoter, who, by the 
authority of the rector, inflicts 
puniſhments on offenders, and ſome- 
times gives judgement of death; 
but crimes are generally expiated by 
pecuniary fines, If a citizen be a 
plaintiff againſt a ſtudent in a civil 
cauſe, the rector determines it: but 
ir a ſtudent ſue a citizen, the conſer- 
vator of the univerſity takes cogni. 


z ance of the cauſe. This coaſervae 
F4 | 
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for is an eccleſiaſtical perſon, , who 
with his aſſeſſor, being a per ſon 
ned in the law, proceeds in caſes 
of contumecy to eacommun:ication ; 
and if the offender proves ebſtinate 
he is delivered up to the ſecular 


power. They have alfo a chancellor 
whoſe only bufineſs is *o confer d- 
grees, and who, in all public aſſem- 
dlies, takes place next to the rector. 
Degrees are taken here in five facul- 
ties, viz. divinity, cannon law, civil 
IW, phyfſic, and arts; and their aca- 
dewi-al ſenate conſiſts of the ſuperi- 
or graduates in theſe faculties. The 
hall where the public exerciſes are 
made is a great ſquare building of 
freeftone, and a conſiderable orna- 
ment to the city. In this hall there 
are three ſpacious rooms, where 
leftures are read every morning in 


* divinity, civil lag, and phy lic, to 


which th ſcholars in every college 
may reſort. The Dutch have a 
college here for the Roman Catho- 
lics, the Engliſh one of Dominican 
friar*, the Irith one of ſecular prieſts, 
another of Dominican friars, and 


another of Franciſcans. There is alſo 


a convent here of Engliſn nuns, 
which is reckoned the beſt of any 
of this nation in the Low countries. 
Louvain prided i:fe!f as having never 
been taken by arms; in the yezr 
1 542, Martin Roſſem, general of the 
Gueldrians, attempted it in vain; 
and in 1572, William, Prince of 
Orange, was compelled to raiſe the 
Hege, by the vigorous refiſtance of 
the citizens and ſtudents. On the 
firſt ſunday of July, they bave an 
annual fere in memory of their de i- 


- Hverance from the Dutch and the 


French, in 16435, who were com- 


pelled by famine to retire. And 


on the 5th of Auguſt, 1710, the 


French, under the Partiſan du Mou- 


Tin, attempred to ſurprize the city, 


but were repulſed by the citizens, 


and obliged to retire in confuſion ; 
"this brave'y was rewarded by a 
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preſent of a golden key, ſent them 
by Charles III. king of Spain, as an 
acknow!edpement of their fidelity, 
which they preſerve in their town- 
houſe as a memo: ial of his Majeſty's 
goodwill, But nevertheleſs this city 


was taken by the French in the year 


1746, and again by the ſoldiers of the 


French republic, under Dumourier, 


in their haſty progreſs through Pra- 


bant, but was evacuated on the 22d 


of March, 1793; a'd indeed it is 
but ill adapted for defence, the walls 
being three leagues in circumference, 
though not a third par? f the incloſ- 
ed is duilt on; the reſt being occu- 
pied for gardens and vineyards. 
Louvain Wes anciently fituated, part 
in the dioceſe of Licge, and part in 
the dioceſe of Cambray, but on the 
eretion of the archbiſhoprick of 
Malines, it was placed under that 
dioceſe and fill remains.

It was anciently a 
caſtle built by the people of Treves, 
afterwards enlarged by the Romans, 
who gave it the name of Auguſta 
Romanorum : when Merovius, king of 
France, conquered the country it 
changed its name and was called 
Luc's- Burgum, i. e. the city of the 
ſun, becauſe the ſun was anciently 
adored there, as the moon was at 
Arlon; Jupiter at Ivoy, now called 
Carignan, and Mars at Marche-en - 
Famine. The city of Luxemburg is 
ſmall but ſtrong, as well from its 
ſicuation as its fortifications. Sige= 
froy I. comte of Luxemburg, built a 
wall round it in the tenth century 
In 1543, Luxembing was taken and 
pillaged by the French, commanded 
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dy Charles, duke of Orleans, ſecond 
fon of Francis I. but in the year 


2544, Ferdinand de Gouſagne, vice- 


roy of Sicily, and gencral under 
Charles V. retook it after a ſiege of 
fifteen days. In 15 39, it was again 
befieged by the Duke of Guiſe, but 
he was obliged to retire on account of 
the defeat of the French army at 
St. Quentin. In 1597, the Marquis 
de Bircn thought to take it by a 
coup-de-main, becauſe it had then 
only a ſmall] garriſon, but he found 
luch an obſtinate reſiſtance from 
the citizens, that he was compelled 
to abandon his enterpriſe. The city 
remained under the dominion of 
Spain till the year 16$4, when the 
French came to aſſault it under 
the command of Marechal de Cre- 
quy, after they had bombarded it the 
224 of December the preceding year; 
the treaches were opened the *th of 
May, and the city ſurrendercd the 
Ach of June. The French conti:u- 


ed maſters by virtue of a treaty made 


at Ratiſbon the ſame year, and very 
much extended the fortifications ; 
bur by the peace of Ryſwick in 1697

Maeflan'fluys, a village of Hol- 
lan], thcee leagues and a half S. from 
Delft. 

Macſcyct, or Maeſyck, a town of 
Liege, fituated on the weſt fide of 
the Meuſe, on the confines of the 
duchies of Gueldres and Juliers. In 
the year 1567, the inhabitants open - 
ed the gates to the revolters, and 
received a miniſter of the reformed 
religion; but Cardinal de Groeſ- 
 beeck, biſhop of Liege, inveſted the 
place, and compelled them to ſur- 
render a ſhort time after. It ſuf- 
| Fered very much during the ſucceflive 
wars, particularly in 1675, when the 
French deftroyed the fortifications.

Maeftricht, one of the largeſt and 
moſt ancient towns of the Nether- 
lands, baonged formerly to the duchy 


of Lorrain. 
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In 1530 the emperor 
Charles V. ſecured the poſſeſſion of 
it at the diet of Augſburg, and united 
it to the duchy of Brabant, although 
it is inſulated in the biſhoprick of 
Liege. The magiſtracy is compoſed 
of two burgomaſters, one a catholick, 
the other a proteſtant, and twenty 
echevins, half catholicks and half 
proteſtants. It was formerly a biſhop's 
ſee, for Tongres having been de- 
ſtroyed by the barbarians, S. Servais 


who was preſent at the council held 


at Cologn in the year 346, transferred 
the ſee to Maeſtricht, which con- 
tinued to the year 710; when 8. 
Hubert removed it to Liege, and 
fixed the cathedral on the ſpot where 
S. Lambert had been martyred. There 
are two collegiate and ſeveral pariſh 
churches, beſides ſeveral religious 
houſes; the town houſe is a very 
handſome building, and has a good 
library. The city revolted from 
Spain in the year 1570; and in the 
year 1579 the Prince of Parma be- 
ſie ged and took it on the 29th of 
June by a poſt ill defended after a 
fiege of four months; when it was 
pillaged and ſacked, and above eight 
thouſand perſons miterably periſhed. 
The comte de Swartzenbourg the 
governor was killed, the lieutenant 


governor Sebaſtian Tapin, a French. 


Calviniſt, was taken priſon:r and 
conducted to the caſtle of Limburg, 
where he died of his wounds. The 
Spaniards loſt two thouſand five 
hunared men, among others the 
comte de Berlaimont, Fabio Farneſe, 
the pꝛiace's father, and a great num- 
b-r of ofhcersof rank. The Spaniards 
kept poſſeſhon of it till the year 
1632 when Frederic Henry prince of 
Orange laid ſiege to it again. The 
city was defended only by a garriſon 
of twenty five hundred men, under 
the command of the baron de Loda, 
nephew to the count de Motery, 
an officer of great experience, wha 
chanced to be abſent when the prince 
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of Orange formed the ſiege. 
- prince carried on his approaches with 
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his uſual caution, while the baron 


performed all that youth, fire, and 
an eager thirſt of glory could inſpire. 


With his only troop of cavalry he 
reconn9itered the diſpoſition of the 
Dutch trenches, maintained a ſharp 
conflict, and returned with a number 
of priioners ſuperior to his whole 


party; an advantage which fo elated 


the inhal ĩtants, that the whole with- 
out diſtinction, even the clergy and 
women, determined to ſecond the 
vigorous efforts of their intrepid 
governor, and labour in repairing the 
fortifications. A ſally was made to 
burn all the ſurrounding houfes, 
which could any way affiſt the ap- 
proach of the beſieged; but the gar- 
riſon wis repulſed with great ſlaugh - 
ter. All the batteries being finiſhed 
by the 14th of June, the reſt of the 


month was employed in battering the 


walls, 3nd advancing the works, 
which the beſieged endeavoured to 
obſtruct by a great number of vigor- 
ous ſallies. Sometimes they proved 
ſucceſsful, and in one ſally they de- 


ſtroyed two batteries, filled up part 


of the trenches, and made prodigious 
carnage. Mean time the Spaniards, 
ſenſible that Maeſtricht was a town 
of the laſt importance, were collect- 
ing all their ſtrength for its relief, and, 
not ſatisfied wich their own forces, 
had recou:ſ2 to the aſſi ſtance of their 
allies. Gonzales de Cordova, with 
a body of forc-s drawn from the Pa- 
latinate, preſented himſelf before the 
trenches, upon which he played with 


twenty-four pieces of heavy cannon 
but endeavo ring to force his way in- 


to the own, was vigorouſly repulſed 
dy the French and Engliſh auxiliaries. 
The Sieur d' Eſtiaux particularly 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf in this affair, 
purſuing the enemy acroſs the river 
with ſuch impetuoſt'y that he pene- 
trated the Spaniſh camp, threw it in 
great confulion, and retired with a 
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confiderable number of - priſoners, 
Gonzales collecting his diſperſed 
troops, attempted to ſeize all the 
avenues leading to the Dutch camp, 


and thereby cut off their proviſions z 
but the prince of Orange took ſuch 


meaſures as effetually batfled the 
| 3 of the Spaniards, Six weeks 


ad now been conſumed in this ſiege, 
ducing which a variety of ſallies and 
aſſaults were mide, which gave it ſo 
much reputation, that volunteers 
flocked frum all quarters of Europe, 
to learn the art cf war under prince 
Henry. On the 224 of July the 


marquis de Santa Cruz arrived with 


his whole army before the trenchee, 
and attempted to force a paſſage over 
the Meuſe at Stockem, but his troops 
were ſo roughly handled, that he was 
forced to wait patiently for the ar- 
rival of his artillery and the German 
auxiliaries under Pappenheim, one of 
the beſt officers in the emperor's 
ſervice. When the prince of Orange 
underſtood that this reinforcement 
had joined the Spaniſh general, he re- 
doubled his vigilance, placed ſtronger 
guards at all the poſts, and ordered 
William of Naſſau to join the camp 
with the troops he had levied in the 
neizhbourhood of Nimmegen. Nor 
had Pappenheim reaſon to be ſatisfied 
with the reception given him by the 


marguis de Santa Cruz and the 


Soaniſh officers, who were jealous of 
his reputation, and afraid he would 
arrogate to himſelfthe whole honour 
of rclieving Maeſtricht. To preveut 
this diſgrace, he ſent the duke of 
Newburg with propoſals co the prince 
of Orange, for changing hoſtilities 
into a negociation. Pappenheim, in- 


cenſed at the uſage, declared by a 


trumpet, that he was come with the 
imperial army to oppoſe the Dutch, 
and immediately advanced to force 
the prince's entrenchments. The 
Ho!landers ſuſtained the attack with 
great firmneſs, and at laſt drove back 
the a with prodigious 
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flaughter. Pappenheim then en- 
trenched himſelf oppoſite to Count 
Stirum's quarters, with intention to 
ſeize the frſt opportunity of throwing 
ſuccours into the town. To ſec end 
his delign, the beſieged made a ſally, 
furiouſly attacked the Englich quar- 
ters, and filled the trenches with 
blood. Above four thouſind Britiſh 
ſoldiers periſhed in this action, in- 
cluding the Lord Oxfocd and Colonel 
Williams. 

Atter Pappenheim had fully ex- 
amined the poſts, the ſtrength and 
K uxtion of the beſiegers, he diſpoſed 


every thing tor a ſecond attack, on 


the 18th of Auguſt planted his can- 
non, ard drew up his army in order 
of battle. Two regiments of carbi- 
peers compoſed the van, followed by 
all the infantry, with faſcines to fall 
Ep the trenches; the cavalry ſup- 
parted both wings. The attack was 
fo impetpous, that no:withitanding 
The trenches were choaked up with 
their dead, the Germans Kill preſſed 
on, and obliged the Dutch to abandon 
their advanced works. The fight 
was obitinately maintained for the 
three hours, when the Plince of 
Orange arrived with freſh troops, 
conducted by the Dake: de Candale 
and Bouillon, and a body of volunteers 
formed out of the flower of the French 
nobility. They attacked the Ger- 
mans in flank with irreſiſtible fury: 
the ſcale of tortune wasnow changed 

and the Imperialiſts in their turn pu 
in diſorder, defeated, and driven from 
the entrenchments. Tha brave Im- 
perialiſt was ſhocked to ſee the 
Spaniards cool ſpectators of the 
laughter of his troops; he complain- 
ed to the marquis de Santa Cruz: 
but his application meeting only with 
ridicule, he determined once more 
to exert his valovr, and d-monſtrate 
that he could finiſh his bufneſs 
without their afiiftance. A lecond 
time he returned to the charge: both 
Ades oz the Dutch camp were at- 


\ trenches with his cavalry. 
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tacked, and he actually forced the 
He ſul- 
ta ned the attack from one till ſeven 
ia the evening, the Spaniards all the 
while remaining quiet ſpectators of 
his extraordinary efforts of gallantry 
and conduct. The artillery, muſketiy, 
granades, bomb, and carbines, con- 
tinued an unremitting diſcharge, and 
the clouds of ſmoke obſcured the 
light, and made it impoſſible for the 
combatants to diſtinguiſh each ocher. 
Prince Henry, the dukes de Candale 
and Bouillon, count John Maurice of 
Nailan, and the French volunteers, 
oppoſed their utmoſt vigour to tne 
fury of Pappenhein, who performed 
every duty of a foldier and great 
general. Petceiving his troops gave 
way, he erected gibbets behind, and 
forced them in deſpair to return to 
tae attack, to avoid a more ignomini- 
ous death, The garriſon finding 
ſuch aſtoniſhingly brave efforts made 
for their relief, reſolved to contribude 
their endeavours, and ſallying out 
vigorouſly upon the Englith quarter: 
made a conſiderable diverſion, but 
were at laſt repulicd with loſs, after 
an obſtinate engagement. Ihe Ger- 
mans were diſcouraged by the defeat 
of the beſieged. They had repea:- 
edly come back to the charge, and 
were as often repulſed. Now they 
were fatigued, exhauſted, and broken, 
while the Dutch poured in freſh to 
the attack, and relieved the troops 
that had ſuffered. After one furious 
unſuccei{.ful a'tempt, Pappenheim 
retired in tolerable order, leaving 
two thouſand killed on the field, ard 
nine hundred wounded prifoners. 
Prince Henry finding himſelf diſen- 
ga ed from fo formidable an opponent 
as the Imperial general, and having 
nothing io aporchend from the 
Spaniards, who ſeemed to lie en- 
camped at a little diftance, only to 
give teftimony to his valiant exploits, 
puſhed the ſiege with redoublcd 
vigour, The Briath troops ſprung 
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a mind on the 2oth of Auguſt, which 


deſtroyed great part of the ravelin; 
the garriſon and burghers flew in 
crouds to the breach, where the baron 
de Leda fought in perſon with amaz- 
ing intrepidity, and after a bloody 
action drove the beſiegers back to 


their camp. Several women, mixed 


with the men, diſtinguiſhed them- 
ſelves, and extremely galled the aſ- 


ſallants with their hand-grenades. 


Above three hundred Britiſh ſoldiers, 
and about eighty of the beſieged, 
periſhed; ſeveral women likewiſe 
were ſlain and wounded. Bur this 
ſucceſs ſerved only to protract the 
fiege, it could not determine the fate 
of the garriſon. The breach was 


ſtormed a ſecond time, and carried 


ſword in hand; an incident which fo 
alzrmed the burghers, that in a body 
they beſought the baron to ſave their 
lives and effects by a capitulation. 
After having uſed ſome fruitleſs en- 
deavours to perſuade them to con- 
tinue their defence a few days longer, 
he ſigned the capitulation, and ob- 


' tained the moſt honourable conditions. 


In the year 1634 the marquis d'Ay- 
tone, general of the Spaniſh troops, 
after being diſappointed in his de- 
ſign on Limburg, came to inveſt 
Maeſttricht: the duke of Eouillon, 
governor of the city, had thrown him- 
ſelf and four thouſand men into the 
place, and made ſuch furious ſellies 
on the beſiegers, that the marquis 
was compelled to turn the ſiege into 
a bluckade; but on receiving con- 
ſiderable reinforcemerits, he began 
his app roaches and to batter the town; 
but all his efforts gave little inquie- 
tude to the prince of Orange, who 
relied on the courage of the garriſon, 
and the ſkill and good conduct of the 
duke; but to make a diverſion in 


favour of Maeſtricht, the prince re- 


ſo:ved to inveſt Breda; which ſo 
alarmed the Spanith general, that he 
immediately raiſed the fiege of Maeſ- 
tricht, and marched all his forces to 


Breda, on which the prin:e retired, 


on the 8th of September, with his 


army in good order; while the Mar- 
quis d' Aytone, to hide his chagrin at 
being overreached by the prince's 
e ente red Breda with the airs 
of a com queror. January 30, 16 

Louis XIV. . — 
it in per ſon with a numerous army, 
and though furniſhed with a garriſon 
of fix thouſand foot and eleven 
hundred horſe, under the command 
of M. de Fariaux, afterwards vicomte 


de Maude, an officer of great reputa- 


tion, it ſurrendered after a ſiege of 
thirteen days. In the year 1676 the 
Prince of Orange being reinforced 
by the army of the duke of Villa 
Hermoſa, and the comte of Waldeck 
attempted to retake it, he employed 
the choiceit of his troops, both in- 
fantry and cavalry, who fought on 
foo:: he had already gained the 
counterſcarp, and was preparing to 
ftorm the place, though repulſed 
three times: the beſi-ged made a 
brave defence, animated by the ex- 
ample of Francis Calvo, a Catalan, 
commander of the city in the abſence 
of marechal d' Eſtrades, at that time 
attending the conference at Nimme- 
gen. Calvo told the engineers that 
he did no: unſterſtand the defence of 
places, but that he would fight to 
the laſt drop of his blood; diſeaſe had 
made great havock in the prince's 
army; the mar<chal Schomberg was 
advancing to the relief of the place, 
theſe ciicumſtances all united toge- 
ther, compelled the prince to abandon 
the enterprize after a ſiege of fifry 
one days, leaving behind him part of 
his cannon and baggage, with the 
loſs of upwards of eight thouſand 


men. The prince was wounded in 


the hand, and the rbyngrave wag 
killed in the ſiege. By the peace of 
Nimmegen, Maefricht was reſtored 
to the Dutch, and accordingly they 
took poſſeſſion of it the 6th of Ng. 
vember 1678. At the tame time the 
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towns of Dalem, Fauquemont, and 


other places were ceded to the Dutch, 
on condition that the Roman Catho- 
licks wight be allowed the free ex- 
eiCiſe of their religion. In the year 
1748, Maeſtricht was again inveſted 
by the French, on the 3d day of 
April. The garriſon conſiſted of Im- 

ial and Dutch troops, under the 
conduct of the governor Baron d'Ayl- 
va, who defended the place with ex- 
traordinary {kill and ic ſolution. He 
annoyed the beſiegers in repeated 
ſallies; but they w:re determined to 
ſurmount all oppoſition, and proſe- 
cuted their approaches with incred: ble 
ardour. They afifaulted the covered 
way, in which they effected a lodge- 
ment, after an obſtina e diſpute, in 
which they loſt two thouſand ef their 
beſt troops: but next day they were 
entirely diſlodged by the gallantry of 


the garriſon. Theſe hoſtilities were 


ſuddenly ſuſpended in conſequence 
of the preliminaries figned at Aix 
la-Chapelle. The plenipotentiaries 
agreed, that, for the glory of his 
Chriftian majeſty's arms, the town 
of Maeftricht ſhould be ſurrendered 
to his general, on condition that it 
ſhould be reſtored, with all the ma- 
gazines and artillery. He accord- 
ingly took poſſeſſion of it on the 
third day of May, when the garrifon 
marched out with al: the honours of 
war; and a ceſſation ot arms im- 
mediately enſued. | 

Before this town revolted in 1570 
from the Spaniards, it was only en- 
vironed with a ſingle wall, and ſume 
old faſhioned towers. When the 
Spaniards recovered it, they made 
ſome additions to the fortifications; 
the Dutch afterwards upon their re- 
poſſeſſing it, fortified it in a regular 
manner; and the French, while they 
were maſters of it, added ſome im- 
provements to the works. The 
ramparts of Maeſtricht conſiſt of the 
old incloſure, flanked with ſmall 
towers and ancient baſtions, Butthe 
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principal ſtrength of the place Hes in 
ſeveral detached ba tions, ſome great, 
ſome ſmall, in ſeveral horn-works, 
and a covert-place, in ſome places 
double, and in others treble, the whe 
ſupported by a vaſt number of mines. 
They can form two inundations 
round the town to prevent its being 
approached, one above, the other 
below the city; beſides, on the ſouth 
fide of the town, towards Liege, 
there is a very ſtrong entrenchment, 
on the declivity of a hill, called Fort 
St. Pierre, able to hold 13 or 14,000 
men, which, withthe help of ſeveral 
redcubts well planted with artillery, 
are Capable of being a great obſtruc- 
tion to an army that would under- 
take the ſiege of the town. This 
fort conſiſts of a large baſtion with a 
very good caſemate, a counterſcarp, 
and two covert-ways; the whole 
ſupported with entrenchments which 
extend right; and left to the inunda- 
tion formed by the little river Jeker. 
The ſuburb of Wyck has a rampart 
a quarter ofa league in circumference, 
flanked with three large baſtions, 
joining to the body of the place. It 
has likewiſe another incloſure of 
earth, flanked wich ſeveral baſtions, 
ravelins, and a good covert-way. 
There are likewiſe two iſles, one 


above and the other below the bridge, 


which are ſtrongly entrenched and 
defended with redoubts and other 
works. In ſhort, Maeſt:icht is juſtly 
looked upon as one of the ſtrongeſt 
places in Europe, Near it are large 
ſtone quarries, in which are ſubter- 
rancous paſſages of great extent, and 
the farmers frequently ftore hay, 
corn, and other articles. Longitude,

Malixes, or AMechtiin, or ATecheien, 
the capital of the province fo called, 
is fituated on the river Dyle. Or- 
telius reports, that formerly there 
was an inn kept by one Michael, 
whom the Brabanters called Ma- 
chiel, which became ſo famous, as to 
give name to the place; and the city 
which was built afterwards, was 
called in the country language 
Machelen or Mechelen. It his fix 
pariſh churches; the metropolitan 
dedicated to S. Rombaut, is a very 
large and handſome ſtructure, built 
about the year 1451. It has a 
chapter of twelve canons with a 
provoit anciently called abbot and a 
dean; this chapter was founded in 
the year 1ccc, by Notger, biſhop 
of Liege, and has fince been aug- 
mentcd to fixtcen, beſides twelve 
other c:nonrics founded by Arnold 
Zellaer, c:non and ſchoolmaſter in 
1260. Philip le Bel, duke of 
Burgundy held here, in the year 
1491, a chapter of the order of the 
Golden Fleece, when he created 
fourteen new knights. Beſides the 
churches, there are a great number 
of religious houſes, both for men 
and women. The patron of Ma- 
lines is S. Rombaut, and the patron- 
eſs St. Mary Magdalene: S. Rom- 
baut is ſaid to have been a younger 
ſon of a petty king of Ireland, and 


erected o the biſloprick of Dublin, 


but not thinking hiazſclf of age to ſup- 
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port the dignity ofthe office, he quĩtted 
is and travelled to Rome, to viſit the 
tombs of the the apoſtles and other 
martyrs. In his return he ſtopped 
at Mailines where he converted a 
great nun ber of infidels, He was 
kiiled on the twenty-fourth of june 
in the year 775, by two afluſins, one 
of who n was induced by avarice, in 
hopes of finding ſome treaſures left 
behind, the other by revenge for 
having been reproved for aduitery z 
an annual fete is kept at Malines, 
in honour of this faint 2ppointed by 
Pope Alexander IV. the "firſt cf 
of July the Octave of his Martyr- 
dom, that it might not irterfe' e 
with the fete of St. John Baptiſt, 
kept on the twenty-fourth of june. 
Malines was ancientiy under the 
juriſdiction of the biſhop of Liege; 
after that of Cambray, in which ſtate 
it continued to the year 15 5%, when 
Pope Paul IV. at the ſolicitation of 
Philip II. king of Spain, erected it 
iato an archbiſhoprick, with the title 
of Primate of the Netherlands and 
abbot of Affligem; and aligned half 
the revenues of that abby for the 
maintenance of his table. The ſuf- 
fragans of this metropolitan were the 
biſhops of Antwerp, Ghent, Bruges, 
Ypres, Ruremond, and Bois-ie-Duc, 
the latter of which was dilſolycd at 
the revolution of the States ; and its 
Jurildiction extends over ſeventeen 
cities and four hundred ard ſiſty- 
five villages. Among the arch- 
biſhops ot this ſee may be reckoned 
William Allen, an Engliſhman and 
a cardinal, who, however, never 
was inſtalled, but continued at Rome 
where he died in the year 1594. 
Since the erection of the archbiſhop- 
rick, ſeveral provincial councils 
have been held, at which all the 
ſuffro gans aliiſted 3 the firſt was held 
at Malines in the year 1570, at 
which the Biſhop of Ypres preſided 
in the abſence of the archbiſhop 
Cardinal Granvelle, who was at

Madrid; the ſecond was held in the 
year 1574, at Louvain, where the 
ſame Biſh-p preſided ; a third was 
held at Malines in the year 1607, 
under archbiſhop Hovius, who pub- 
lſhed the ſynodal ordinances two 
years after. In the latter end of the 
fitecnth century, a college was 
founded by Jolin Standonck, for 
poor ſtudents, which was enlarged 
by archbiſhop Hovius : this Stan- 
donc was a native of Malines, 
and beſides the above, founded col- 
leges of the fame kind at Louvain, 
at Cambray, at Valenciennes, and 


at Paris, at which laſt place he died 


in the year 1504, and was there in- 

terred with the following epitaph, 
Paufperis mementote Standonis. 

The magiſtracy is compoſed of an 


Eſcout, two burgomaſters, twelve 


Echevins, two governors of the 
police, two treaſurers, two penſion- 
ers, two ſecretaries, and two Gref- 
fiers ; it has ſeventeen companies of 


trades, the chiefs of which have a 


ſeat and a voice in the large council. 
The inhabitants carry on conſider- 
able manufactures in bedquilts, 
thread, and particularly in lice 
which is celebrated all over Europe. 
Ja the arſenal is a foundery for 
canon and other inſtruments of war. 
On the ſeventh of Aguſt, 1546, a 
terrible accident happened at Ma- 
lines, the lightening ſet fire to the 
magazine, containing two thouſind 
quintals of gunpowder, which blew 
up and deftroyed three hundred 
houſes, killed two hundred perſons 
and maimed fix hundred others. 
The report was ſo great, that 
it was diſtinctly heard at Bruſ- 


ſels and Antwerp, the inhabi- 


tants of which cities con ſidered 
it as an earthquake, In the year 
1580, a party of Engliſh and Flem- 
ings under the conduct of Sir John 
Norris, after having burned the 
faux bourgs, entered into the city 
pillaged and ſet fire to it in many 


places. In the year 1792, Malines 
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admitted the French general La- 
bourdonnaye without a conteſt.

wirh triple entrenchments. Vol- 
taire amrms that his army did not 
excced eighty thouſand combatants z 
Engliſh writers augment his num- 
ber to one hundred and twenty 
thouſand ſoldiers, and pe: haps they 
were ncarer the truth, it we conſider 
that he wa, joined by Boufflers who 
{titled all rivalſhip out of regard to 
his country, and conſented to act in 
an inferior capacity, though he was 
the ſenior commander. Villars took 
every poſſible precaution, yet his diſ- 
poſition is blamed. He fo covered 
his camp with lines, entrenchments, 
hedges, batteries, and trees laid 
acroſs, that it ſeemed quite inacccſ- 
ſible; but he ought, in the opinion 
of ſome military critics, to have 
marched beyond a hollow way that 
lay in the front o! his camp. In 
this ſituation he was attacked with 
great fury by the enemy. The 
Dutch on the left were three times 
repulſed wit prodigious ſlaughter, 
and as often led on by the Frince of 
Orange, who perſiſted in his effozts 
with incredible perſeverance and 
iatrepidity, On the right the Eng- 
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lch forces were more ſucceſsful ; 
af er an obſtinate engagement the 
French were driven from their en- 
trenchments into the woods. Tt e 


Marechal in leading back the troops 


was dangerouſly wounded and thus 
the honour of a victory attended 
with ſcarce any advantage belonged 


to the Allies. The French had 


fought with an obſtinacy of courage 
bordering on deſpair, and they now 


made a fine retreat towards Valen- 


ciennes under Marechal Boufflers, 
that prevented a purſuit, Twenty 
thouſand of the con fede rates fell in 
the field of battle, whereas the loſs 
on the ſide of the French ſcarce 
amounted to eight thouſand. In a 


word, the Allies gained a victory ſo 


blody and fo dear bought as would 


have made a repetition of it fatal to 


the coniederacy.

Medemblict, or Mederblick, a ſea- 
port town of Holland, fituated on the 
Zuyder Sea; ancient but not very 
large; be ore the cities of Enckhuy- 
ſea and Hoorn were built, the capital 
of North Holland; ſome derive its 
name from a river call-d Medem- 
biach, which is not now exiſting, 
and afſert that Radbode, a famous 
king of Frieſland, who lived in the 
eighth century. generally reſided in 
a caſtie near the harbour. In the 
year 1426, it was taken by the 
Qeremaers, a powerful faction; 
and by the Gueldrians in 1517, 
who reduced the whole town to 
aſhes, except the caſtle which they 
were not able to take; it was ſoon 
rebuilt, and again burned down in 
1547. The principal commerce 
carried on by the inhabitants is in 
timber, which they bring from Nor- 
way, and other northern parts of 
Europe. The firſt veſſel from the 
States to the coaſt of Guinea failed 
from Medemblick in the year 1593, 
and returned with a rich cargo to 
Amfterdam. The country round 
about is remarkable for its rich paſ- 
tures, The land here is lower than 
the waters; for which reaſon they 
have the ſtrongeſt dams or dykes in 
the whole country, to defend it from 
the fury of the waves, when the 
wind blows a ftorm from the north- 
wards, But in extraordinary ſtorms, 
when the water is as high as the 
dykes, and ready to run over or 
break them down, the inhabitants 
lay fails along them, in order to 
weaken the force of the waves; by 
which means the dykes are fo 
ſtrengthened that they are very ſel- 
dom broken. This town, as well as 
 Hcorn and Enckhuyfen, have a right 
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of coining money, but ſucceſſively, 
each having 105 turn for ſeven years.

Menin, a ſmall city of Flanders, 
conſiſting of little more than one 
ſtreet, with one pariſh church, ſitu- 
ated on the Lis, in the chatellany of 
Courtray, firft ſurrounded with walls 
in the year 1578. In the year 1585 
it was nearly deſtroyed by fire. It 
has often been taken and retaken dur- 
ing former wars. The French made 
themſelves maſters of it in 1667, and 
while in their poſſeſſion it was forti- 
ted by M. Vauban. After the bat- 
tle of Ramillies, the army of the 
Allies marched into Flanders and be- 
ſieged this place. The fiege was con- 
ducted by General Saliſch, and the 
trenches were opened in the n glht of 
the fourth of Auguſt, 1706. The 
Marquis de Caraman, who command- 
ed, beat a parley on the twenty-ſe- 
cond, and was conducted with his 
garriſon to Douay; thus Menin, 
which was by the French confidered 
the key of Flanders, fell into the 
hands of the Allies; and by the treaty 
of Antwerp being made one of the bar- 
rier towns, the States-General kept 
a good garriſon there. In the year 
1744 it was again taken by the 
French, who deſtroyed the fortifica- 
tions; but was rcftored at the peace 


of Aix-la-Chapelle. During the 


preſent war it has been confid.red 
as 2 place of confiderable conſe- 
quence, and many attempts have 
been mide mutually to take and to 
preſerve it.

Mid lburg. 1 A city of Zeeland, 
ſituated in the center of the iſland of 
Walcheren, of which it is the capi- 
tal. It was at the beginning only a 
village which the lords of Bortlcle 
enlarocd and urrounded with walls 
in the year 1132. It is at preſent a 
large and handſome city, and has the 
firſt ſcat in the aſſembly of the ſtates 
of Zecland. The tc -wn- houſe is a 
magnificent building, ornamented 
with a great number of ſtatues of 
the comtes and comteſſes of Holland 
and Zeeland ; it was formerly a rich 
and celebrated abby, founded in the 
year 1256, by William king of the 
Romans, and comte of Holland and 
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Zeeland, who was interred with the 
Queen Iſabella in the abby church, 
with a magnificent monument eredt- 
ed by Florent V. In this church 
was held a chapter of the order of the 
Golden Fleece in 1505, by Philip 
the Fair, duke of Burgundy, after- 
wards king of Spain, when he creat- 
ed ten new knights. It was deſtroy- 
ed by lightning in 1712. The re- 
venucs of the abby were granted to 
the biſhop, when pope Paul IV. 
eſtabliſhed an epiſcopal ſee at Middel- 
burg in 1562; and the collegiate 
church of S. Peter was made a ca- 
thedral. The dioceſe was under the 
archbiſhoprick of Utrecht, and its 
juriſdiction extended over ten cities, 
and about one hundred villages; and 
was divided into four deaneries, in 
which were included nine chapters 
of canons, one abby, and thirty-three 
monaſteries. The biſhoprick con- 
tinued but a very ſhort time, for in 
the year 1574 the city was taken by 
the Hollanders, aſter a ſiege of twen- 
ty-two months, during which it was 
bravely defended by Chriſtopher de 
Montdragon the Spaniſh general, 
who, after enduring extreme hard- 
ſhips, ſurrendered on the terms, that 
the facred veſſels, church ornaments, 
eccichiaſtics, and the garriſon ſhould 
be ſafely conducted to Flanders; and 
that the baron of Ste. Aldegonde, 
the intimate friend of the prince of 
Orange, who had been taken pri- 
ſoner by the Spaniards, fhonuld be ſet 
at liberty, which were faithfully 
executed by both parties. Since that 
time the reformed religion has taken 
place, and the bithoprick been diſ- 
ſolved. Spain made every. poſfible 
effort to oblige the Hollanders to raiſe 
the ſiege, and expended vaſt ſums in 
fitting out divers flvcts and arma- 
ments to ſuccour the inlobitants, 
but they were all deſeated by the 


brave Zeclanders. The fortifications 


of Middelburg are very firong and 
tegular, having been much augment- 


ed by the Dutch ſince they becams 
maſters of it. They have eight gatcs, 
and twelve baſtions to defend the 
walls and ramparts, with large and 
deep ditches filled with water; be- 
ſides which its ſituation is ſuch as to 
enable the inhabitants to lay the 
country about it under water When 


they pleaſe. They had a remark- 


able cuſtom in this city when any in- 
habitant died, to place a bundle of 
ſtraw before the houſe, with the ears 
towards the ſtreet if the deceaſed was 
a man, but towards the houſe if a 
woman. The number of houſes 1s 
about four thouſand, and the inhabi- 
tants about twenty-fix thouſand. 
Beſides ſeveral churches of the eſta- 
bliſhed religion, there are churches 
for the French, Engliſh, and Luthe- 


rans, and a chapel for the Roman 


Catholicks. The harbour is large 
and commodious, and communicates 
with the fea by means of a canal 
about a league in length. The bank 
is a neat building, with ſeveral 
apartments; there are four com- 
miſſioners, who are choſen out of 
the ſtates, and enjoy this office for 
life: there are likewiſe four book- 
keepers, two caſhiers, and one aſ- 
ſayer. The bank opens every day, 
in the morning from nine to eleven, 
in the afternoon from three to five, 
Leſs than five and twenty pound 
Flemiſh money cannot be bronght 
in, nor taken out. They make up 
their accounts three times a- year, 
and the city is accountable for the 
bank. The Latin ſchool is a lofty 
building, and by ſome judged the 
mot commodious and fineſt in all 
the Netherlands. Upon the green- 
market ſtands a high building, which 
was formerly the arſenal, but is now 
the horſe-guards; here are two ſtrong 
priſons where men and women are 
made to expiate their miſdeeds by 
hard labour. The Eaſt- India houſe 
ſtands on the right hand at the en- 
trance of the wy it was rebuilt 
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and enflarged in 1710. Here are ſe- 
veral large ſtore rooms and fine apart- 
ments, in one of which the directors 


of the Eaſt-India Company hold their 
afſembly. On the other fide of the 


harbour are ſeveral buildings, and a 


large dock. The great market- 
is one of the largeſt and fineſt 


in all the Netherlands: here they 


keep their annua! fair in the month 


ef July ; and ſentence is executed on 


maicfators. The Exchange is a to- 
Jerabl.- good building, the foundation 
of which was laid in the year 1468. 
On the outſide are the ſtone ſtatues 
of two comtes and comte ſſes of Tee- 
Iand, and at the end of it two eagles 
are always kept, for it is ſaid that, 
by an ancient cuſtom no juſtice can 
be adminiſtered without two eagles. 
The hoſpital for lunatics of this place 
is alſo worth ſceing, as like wiſe the 
hoſpital for the aged and decrepit; 
and another for orphans, in which 
there are four hundred boys and girls 
—_— in weaving, pinning, and 
making bone-lace. There is alto the 
Burghers Weeſhuys, a new building, 
erected in the year 1718, out of the 
money left by a lady tor that pur- 
poſe, where none are allowed but 


Chiluren whoſe parents have been 


Þurghers 'n this city. Not far from 
hence, there is a laige pond, which 
being filled every ſpring tide, and 
emptying itſelf again makes a con- 
tinued ftream through all the canils 
and ditches of the city, which keeps 
them from ſtag ating. Round the 
town, on the outhide of the works, 
there are two rows ft ll lime-trecs ; 
and three, nay, in ſome places four, 
in the infide.

Colas. After it joined the Statgs 
General it was ſurpriſed by the- 
Spaniards, but they ſoon after pil- 
laged and abandoned it. The inha- 
bitants took a conſiderable part in a 
ſea-fight between the Spaniſh and 
Dutch fleets in the year 1573, near 
Hoorn, in the Zuyder Sea, And 
they preſerve in the town houſe a 
collar of the order of the Golden 
Fleece, taken from the Spa- 
niſh admiral, by Cornelius Dirczeng 
a native of Monikedam, then ad- 
nüral of the Dutch fleet. Longitude

A city of Hainaut, fo 
called from its ſi uation on a Hil, in 
Latin Montes Hannonir, and by the 
Fiemings Bergben-in-Hluregcuso; to 
diſtinguiſh it trom ſome other cities 
of the country. The river Trout le, 
which runs through it and fills its 
ditches, joins with the river Haiſne 
in the fauxrbourg. It had an an- 
c:ent caſtle ſaid to have been built 


by Julius Cæſar, who mide it a 


place of arms; they tell us Il kewiſe 
that Ambiorix, king of the Eburons, 
aliſted the Nervii. in beiteging 
Q-intus Cic ro, brother of the cele- 
breed orator, who commanded a 
Roman legion in that place and was 
defeated by Cæſar fifty years before 
Chriſt. This caſtle was demoliſhed 
in the year 1618, and the materials 
were uſed to bild the choir of the 
church of Ste. Elizabeth. Near it was 
a tower which could hardly be equal- 
led for the beauty of its architecture. 
The magiftracy is compoſed of a 


chief, and ten echevins, two pen- 


ſioners, three greffiers, Kc. The 
privileges of this city are ſo confiler- 
able as to be compared with Lyons 
and Utrecht. The town is large, the 
ſtreets are broad, and the great market 
place very ſpacious, on which you fee 
the town houſe, the palace of the 
government, and that of the council 
of the province. The town houſe is 
a venerable large old building, on 


which the States ereted a fine 


ſteeple in 1716. Theſe three palaces, 
which are the chief ornaments ofthe 
city, are very finely adorned with 
ſculpture and painting. This is alſo 
a place of good trade for divers com- 
modities, eſpecially woollen ſtuffs, 
which are manufactured here in great 
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quantities. The provincial council 

or parliament aſſemble: in this city, 

and receives appeals from the ret of 

the towns of Auſtrian Heiniut, The 

great church 1s a fine building, the 
ſide altars, and chapel are alt of 
marble and jatper; and there is a 

marble tomb finely embelliched; the 

ſtatues, among which the four cr- 

d nal virtues and the roſurceftion, a e 
much eſteemed. They have a great 
number of monaſteries for men and 
women: as lit-wiſ: two colieges for 
the education of youth; but the ptin- 
cipal ornament of the city is a chapier 
of noble canonefles, founded ia the 
year 650, by Ste. Waudra, fiſter of 
Ste. Aldegonde, daugh er of the 
comte de Walbert, who was deſcend- 
ed trom the blo:4 roy] of France, 
and wire ef Sr. Vincen: 3M 4Jd»g ure. 
Theſe laoics live ia hof:s near the 
church: when attending divine ſer- 
vice their dreſs is a white robe wi h 
large rufts frilled, and a black cloak 
lined with ermine : but when out of 
church they are permitted to d cls 
likeotherlalies. They keep coaches 
and may marry when they p:eaſe, only 
in that caſe, they muſt reſign their 
ſituation. Mons has ſeveral times 
ſuffered the calamities of war. In 
tie year 1572, Louis comte of Naſ- 
ſau, brocher of Willan prince of 
Orange, ſurpriſed the city by ſending 
in ſome fold1-rs diſguiſed as dealers 
in wine, who ſeized the gates and 
admi:ted the comte the 24th of May, 
at f ur o'clock in the morning. It 
was befieged by the duke of Alva's 
ſon the 23d of Jaly follc wing, and 
ſubn:i:--d on the 19th of September, 
nutwithſtanding the vigorous def-nce 
made by the comte of Naſſau, and the 
efforts which the prince of Orange 


made to ſuecour it. Inthe year 1677 


Mons was blockaded by the French 

army under the command of the 

marechal de Humieres; and the 

blockade was continued to the fol- 

lowing year, when the citizens began

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to ſuffer a famine. William prince 
of Orange advanced with an army of 
thirty thouiand men to ſuccour the 
deſieged; the duke of Luxemburg, 
who then commanded the French 
army, was to confident of the good 
fituation he was in, that he ſent 
word to the marechal d'Eftrades, one 
of the French plenipotentiaries at 
Nimmegen, that he was fo poſted, 
that if he had but ten thouſand men 
and the prince of Orange forty thou- 
ſand, he was certain he co ld not be 
forced, much leſs while his army 
was ſuperior to the enemy; however 
the prince reſolved to break through 
all obſtacles, and began his march to 
attack the French, who were en- 
camped near the abby of S. Denis, 
to cover the army engaged in the 
blockade. The attack commenced 
onthe 14thof Auguſt, at two o'clock 
in the Afternoon, while the duke of 
Luxemburg, depending on the treaty 
then carrying on at Nimmegen, was 
at dinner, and had made no proviſion 
for an engagement: the battle was 
Jong and bloody, and the French were 
driven from the field, leaving the 
greater part of their wounded, and a 
conſiderable quantity of tents, baggage 
and warlike ſtores; the ſiege of Mons 
was immediately raiſed, and the next 
day it was publickly known that the 
peace had been concluded at Nim- 
megen, of which the prince was 
made acquainted the day before : 
this is called the battle of S. Denis. 
In the beginning of March 1691, 
Mons was again beſieged by the 
French king in perſon, accompanied 
by the dauphin, the dukes of Orleans 
and Chartres. The garriſon con- 
Kſted of about fix thouſand men, 
commanded by the prince of Bergue; 
but, the befiegers carried on their 
works with ſuch rapidity as they 
could not withſtand. King Will am 
no ſooner underſtood that the place 
was inveſted, than he ordered prince 
Waldeck to aflemble the army, de- 
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termined to march againft the enemy 


in perſon. Fifty thouſand men were 
ſe0n collected at Halle, near Bruſſels; 
but, when he went thither, he found 
the Spaniards had neglected to pro- 
vide carriages and other neceſſaries for 
the expedition, Mean while, the 
burghers of Mons ſeeing their town in 
danger of being utte ly deſtroyed by 
the bombs and cannon of the enemy, 
preſſed the governor to capitulate, 
and even threatened to introduce the 
beſiegers; lo taat he was forced to 
comply, and obtained very honourable 
conditions. In the year 1709, the 
Allies being reſolved to attempt the 
ſiege of Mons, prince Eugene and 
the duke of Marlboruugh detached 
the heredetary prince of Heſſe with 
four thouſand men, and the reſt of 
the army followed; but the French 
army being encamped at Blangy, to 
obſtruct their progreſs, the Allies 
attacked them and brought on the 
battle of Malplaquet, after which the 
fiege commenced ; the trenches were 
opened on the 26th, and the city ſur- 
rendered by capitulg*ion on the a oth 
of October. The marquis de Ceva 
Grimaldi, lieutenant- general of the 
army of Spain, marched out with the 
garriſon on the 23d; the French 
were conducted to Maubeuge, and the 
Spaniards to Namur. The Dutch 
retained the military government of 
the place till the year 1716, when 
they reſigned it to the troops of the 
Emperor, in virtue of the barrier 
treaty concluded at the latter end of 
the year 1715. In the year 1746, 
marechal Saxe inveſted Mons with a 
large train of artillery, and made his 
approaches with ſuch impetuoſity, 
that notwithſtanding a brave defence, 
the garriſon was obliged to capitulate 
on the 27th of June, after the place 
had been inveſted twenty-eight days; 
and while in the hands of the French 
the fortifications were demo!iſh:d, 
in which ſtate it was reſtored to the 
emperor by the peace of Aix-la- 
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Chapelle. Immediately after the 
battle of Gemappe, Dumourier ſum- 
moned the city of Mons, which ſur- 
rendered the ſucceeding morning, 
and was taken pofſeſhon of by gene- 
ral Bournonville.

The church is round, with a hand- 
ſome dom e, and a lofty tower, furniſh- 
ed with agreat number of ornaments, 
and lamp; of gold and filver, preſents 
from princes, among others is a rich 
carpet a preſent from pope Alexander 
VII. as a memorial of his having 
viſited this, micaculous image. The 
inhabitants of Cologn, Aix-la-Ch:- 
pelle, and many other cities of Bra- 
brant, Guelderland, and Liege, come 
every year ia proce ſſion to honour 
the virgin. Juſtus Lipſius has writ- 
ten an account of the miracles per- 
formed by this image.

Naerden, or Narden, a ſea port 
town of Holland, fituated at the 
South part of the Zuyder ſea ; the 
capital ofa ſmall country called. Goy- 
land, which includes Naerden, Muy- 
den, and Weſep, wich ſixteen villages. 
Tais city has undergone many miſ- 
fortunes; it has been ſacked, burn- 
ed, pillaged, and at length drowned 
by the ſea, It was firſt builc in the 
year 996, and the remains of the an- 
cient town may ſometimes be diſco- 
vered when the ſea retires to a more 
than ordinary diftance. It was re- 
built in the year 1255 by William 
Duke of Bavaria, who beſtowed on it 
many privileges. It is of very great 
importance, being fituated at the 
head of the canals of the province of 
Holland, of which it is conſidered 


the key, particularly of Amſterdam; 


the fortification: are handſome and 
regular, with double ditches. David 
de Burgoyne, biſhop of Utrecht, 
having obtained a great victory over 
the Hollanders in 1481, ſurpriſed 
Naerden by means of ſome ſoldiers 
diſguiſed like market women, but 
a ſhort time afterwards being beat 
in his turn it was retaken; five 
years after that it was burned 
down by a ſudden fire. -In the year 
1572 Frederic de Toledo, fon of the 
Duke of Alva, took it from the 
Prince of Orange, and to puniſh the 
inhabitants for their revolt, com- 
manded them to aſſemble in the mar- 
ket place, and after allowing them 
ſome time to prepare for death, he 
ordered them all to be maſlacred, 
without regard to age or ſex, contra- 
ry to his word given to the citizens; 
only a very few were ſpared, among 
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whom were the learned Lambert 
Hor enſius; all the houſes were 
burned, the walls were raſed, and 
the dead bodies left expoſed without 


burial for three weeks. The cities 
of Malines and Zutphen were ſerved! 
the ſame, which 1» enraged the peo- 
ple againſt the Spaniards, that it pro- 
duced a general revolt. In the year 
1672 Naerden was taken by the: 
French, but retaken by the Prince 
of Orange the following year. Lon-- 
gitude 5.9, E. latitude 52.

Namur, the capi tal of the province 
ſo called, is ſituated in a valley at 
the conflux of the Meuſe and the 
Sambrez the greater part on the

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fight fide of the Sambre between two 
hills. It is ſaid to take its name 
from an idol called Nam, ſuppoſed to 
be Neptune; S. Materne, the apoſtl> 
of the Namurois and diſciple of St. 
Peter, filenced this idol, whence came 
the name Naem- Mutum, which was 
inſenſibly changed to Namurcum.— 
The city was detended by a very 
ftrong caſtle fituated on a ſharp rock 
on the oppoſite ſide of te Sam- 
bre; this caſtle was defended by Fort 
William and many other very co: fi- 
derable forts, io as to make it ſup;0- 
ſed impregnable. In the year 1692 
Louis XIV. being mortified at the 
defeat of his fleet off la Hogue, de- 
termined to lay fiege to Namur, and 
having reviewed his army, which 
amounted to one hundred and twen- 
ty thouſand men, he inveſted it on 
both fides the Simbre with one half 
of his army, while the other covered 
the fiege, under the command of the 
Duke of Luxemburg. The Prince 
of Barbanc;on commanded the garri- 
"fon, which con ſiſted of nine thouſand 
men. The place was well ſuppl ed, 


and the governor knew that King 


William would make ſtrong efforts 
for its relief; notwithſtanding which 
the aſſailants carried on their attacks 
with ſuch vigour, that ia ſeven days 
after the trenches were opened the 
town Capitulated, and the garriſon re- 
tired into the citadel, King Wil- 
liam being joined by the troops of 
Brandenburgh and Liege advanced to 
the Mehaigne at the head of one 


hundred thouſand effective men, and 


encamped within cannon-ſhot of Lux- 
emburg's army, which lay on the 
other fide of the river. That gene- 
ral, however, had taken ſuch precau- 
tions, that the king of England could 
not interrupt the ſiege nor attack 
the French lines without great diſad- 
vantage. The beſiegers, encouraged 
by the preſence of their monarch and 
aſſiſted by Vauban their engineer, re- 


peated their attacks with ſuch im- 
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petuoſity, that the fort Cochorn was 
furrencered after an ob:tinate defence, 
in which Coehorn himſelf had been 
dangerouſly wounde . It was a noble 
ſpeRacle to behold the two greateſt 
engineers Europe had ever bred, Vau- 
ban and Coehorn exhauſt the whole 
ſcience of attack and defence. Se ve- 
ral ſal ies and aflaults were made; 
the beſieged performed wonders, but 
the fortune of he beſiegers prevail- 
ed, and the citadel ſurrendered in 
fight of King William's army. Na- 


mur remained in the poſſe ſſion of the 


French till the year 1695, when King 
William was determined, if poſſible, 
to retake it, and having by his mo- 
tions drawn the forces of the enemy 
towards Flanders, he directed the Ba- 
ron de Heyden and the Earl of Ath- 
lone, who commanded forty ſqua- 
drons from the camp of the Elector 
of Bavaria to inveſt the city, and this 


ſervice was performed on the third 


day of July; but as the place was 
not entirely ſurrounded, Marechal 
Bouftlers threw himſelf into it with 
ſuch a reinforcement of dragoons, as 
augmented the garriſon to fifteen 
thouſand choſen men. The king 
and the elector brought up the reſt of 
the forces, which encamped on both 
fides the Sambre and the Meuſe; and 
the lines of circumvallation were be- 
gun on the ſixth under the direction 
of the engineer general Cochorn. 
The French ſince its laſt reduction 
had made ſuch additional works, that 
united with the number of the garri- 
ſon and quality of the troops com- 
manded by a marechal of France, 
who was diſtinguiſhed by his valour 
and conduct, the enterpriſe was deem- 
ed an undeniable proof of king Wil- 
liam's temerity. On the 11th the 


trenches were opened, and the next 


day the batteries began to play with. 
incredible fury, and the garriſon de- 
fended the place with equal ſpirit and 
perſeverance. On the 18th mayor 


geacral Ramſay and the lord Cutts, 


- 
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at the head of five battalions Engliſh, 


Scots, and Dutch, attacked the ene- 
my's advanced works on the right of 
the counterſcarp. They were ſuſ- 
tained by fix Engliſh battalions, com- 
manded by brigadier-general Fitzpa- 
trick, while eight foreign regiments 
with nine thouſand pioneers advanced 
on the left, under major-general Sa- 
liſch. The aſſault was deſperate and 
bloody, the enemy maintaining their 
ground for two hours with undaunt- 
ed courage but at laſt they were ob- 
liged to give way, and were purſued 
to the very gates of the town, though 
not before they had killed or wound- 
ed twelve hundred of the confede- 
rate army. The king was ſo well 
pleaſed with the behaviour of the 
Britiſh troops, that during the action 
he laid his hand upon the ſhoulder 
of the elector of Bavaria, and ex- 
claimed with emotion, “ See my brave 
Engliſh !** On the 27th the Eng- 
liſh and Scots under Ramſay and 
Hamilton aſſaulted the countericarp, 
where they met with prodigious op- 
poſition from the fire of the beſieged. 
Nevertheleſs, being ſuſtained by the 
Dutch, they made a lodgement on 
the foremoſt covered way before the 
gate of S. Nicholas, as alſo upon part 
of the counter-guard. The valour 
of the aſſailants on this occaſion was 
altogether unprecedented, and almoſt 
incredible; while on the other hand 
the courage of the beſieged was wor- 
thy of praiſe and admiration. Seve- 
ral perſons were killed in the trenches 
at the fide of the king, and among 
theſe Mr. Godfrey, deputy governor 
of the Bank of England, who had 
come to the camp to confer with his 
majeſty about remitting money for 
the payment of the army. On the 
thirtieth day of July the elector of 
Bayaria attacked Vauban's line that 
ſurrounded the works of the caſtle. 
General Coehorn was preſent in this 
action, which was performed with 


equal yalour and ſucceſs, They not 
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only broke through the line, but 
even took poſſeſſion of Cochorn's 
fort, in which however they found 
it impoſſible to effect a lodgement. 
On the ſecond day of Auguſt, lord 
Cutts with four hundred Engliſh and 
Dutch grenadiers attacked the ſail- 
lant-angle of a demi-baſtion, and 
lodged himſelf on the ſecond counter- 
ſcarp. The breaches being now prac- 
ticable, and preparations made for a 
general aſſault, count Guiſcard, the 
governor, capitulated for the town 
on the 4th of Auguſt; and the 
French retired into the citadel}, 
againſt which twelve batteries played, 
upon the 13th. The trenches, 
meanwhile, were carried on with 
great expedition notwithſtanding all 
the efforts of the beſieged, who 
fired without ceaſing, and exerted 
amazing diligence and intrepidity In 
defending and repairing the damage 
they ſuſtained. At length the an- 
noyance became fo dreadful from 
the unintermitting ſhowers of bombs 
and red hot bullets, that Boufflers af= 
ter having made divers furious ſal- 
lies, formed a ſcheme for breaking 
through the confederate camp with 
his cavalry. This, however, was 
prevented by the extreme vigilance of 
king Wiliiam. On the zoth day of 
Auguſt the beſieged were ſummoned 
to ſurrender by comte Horn, who, in 
a parley with the comte de Lamont, 
general of the French infantry, gave 
him to underſtand, that the marechal 
Villeroy had retired towards the 
Mehaigne; ſo that the garriſon could 
not expect to be relieved. Ne im- 
mediate anſwer being returned to this 
meſſage the parley was broke off, and 
the king reſolved to proceed without 
delay to a general aſſault, which he 
had already planned with the elector 
and his other generals. Between one 
and two in the afternoon, lord Cutts, 
who defired the command, though it 
was not his turn of duty, ruſhed out 
of the trenches of the ſecond line, at 
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the head of three hundred grenadiers, 
to make a lodgement in the breach of 
Terra Nova, ſupported by the regi- 
meats of Culthorp, Buchan, Himil- 
ton, and Mackayz while colonel 
Marſelly, with a body of Dutch, the 
Bavarians, and Prandenburghers, at- 
tacked at two other places. The aſ- 
filants met with ſuch a warm recep- 
tion, that the Engliſh grenadiers were 
te pulſed even aſter they bad mounted 
the breach; lord Cutts being fer 
ſome time diſ-bled by a ſhot in the 
head. Marſelly was defeated, taken, 
and afterwards killed by a cannon 
ball from the batterics of the beſt: g- 
ers. The Bavarians, by miſtaking 
their way, were expoſed to a moſt 
greadful fire, by which their general 
comte Rivera and a great number of 
their officers were killed; neverthe- 
leſs, they fixed themſelves on the 
outward entrenchment on the point 
of the Cochern next to the Sambie, 
and maintained their ground with 
amazing fortitude. Lord Cutts, 
when his wound was dreſſed, return- 
ed to the ſcene of action, and ordered 
two hundred choſen menof Mackay's 
regiment, commanded by licutenant 
Cockle, to attack the face of the ſail- 
lant-angle next to the breach ſword 
in hand, while the enſigns of the 
fame regiment ſhculd advance and 
plant rheir colours on the pallifadoes, 
Cockle and his detachment executed 
the command he bad received with 
admirable intrepidity. They broke 
through the paliſadoes, drove the 
French from the covered-way, made 
a lodgement in one of the batteries, 
and turned the cannon againſt the 
enemy. The Bavarians being thus 
ſuſtained made their poſt good. The 
major=generals la Cave and Scheve- 
rin lodged themſelves at the ſame 
time on the covered-way ; and al- 
though the general aflault did not 
ſucceed in its full extent, the confe- 
derates remained maſters of a very 


gonſiderable lodgement, ncarly an 
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Zuglich mile in length. Vet this 
was dcarly purchated with the lives 

cf two thoutand men, including ma- 

ny oners of great rank and reputa- 

tion. During the action the clector: 
of Bavaria ſignalized his courage in a 
very remarkable manner, riding from 
Place to place. through the hotreſt of 

the fire, giving his directions with. 
perfect coolneſs and preſence of mind 
according to the emergency of cir- 

cumſtances, animating the officers 

with praiſe and promiſes, preferment, 

and diſtributing handfuls of gold 
among the private ſoldiers. On the 

firſt day of Sept. the beſicged having 

obtained a ceſſation of arms, that their 
dead might be buried, the comte de 
Guiſcard appearing on the breach, de- 

fircd to ſpeak with the elector of 

Bavaria, his highneſs immediately 

mounting the breach, the French 
goveraor offered to ſurrender the 

tort of Cochorn, but was given to 
underſtand if he meant to capitulate 

he muſt treat for the whole. This 

reply being communicated to Bout- - 
flers, he agreed to the propoſal : the 
ceſſation was prolonged, and that very 

evening the capitulation was finiſhed. 

It was obſerved that the French king 
had ſo much confidence in the ſtrength 

of this place, that he cauſed this in- 

{cription to be put up over one of che 
gates: 


Reddi, non vinci poteſt. 
It may be ſur rendered but cannot be 
conquered. 


After the death of Charles II. of 
Spain, the French ſeized Namur with 
the reit of the Netherlands. In the 
year 1704 the Dutch army, under ge- 


neral Ouwerkercke, or Overkirk, 


bombarded it from the 26th of July 
to the 29th, and deſtroyed great part 
of the city; but the French kept poſ- 
ſeſſion of it till the treaty of Utrecht, 


when the con:te, town, and caſtle, 
were given up to the States General, 
to ſerve as a barrier againſt France 
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the elector of Bavaria being to enjoy 
the ſovereignty and revenues, and the 
town to contribute its quota to the 
maintenance of the Dutch troops and 
fortifications. In the year 1746, after 
the French had taken Huy and cut 
off the communication of the allies 
with Maeſtricht, prince Charles of 
Lorrain abandoned the defence of 
Namur, and it was immediately in- 
veited by the enemy. The trenches 
were opened on the ſecond day of 
September; and the garriſon, confiſt- 
ing of ſeven thouſand Auftrians, de- 
ſended themfelves with equal {k+11 and 
reſolution; but the cannonading ard 
bombardment were ſo terrible, that 
in a few days the place was convert- 
ed into a heap of rubbith ; and on 
the twenty-third day of the month 
the French monarch took poſſeſſion 
of this ſtrong fortreſs, which had for- 
merly ſuſtained ſuch dreadfu} attzcks. 
By the peace of Aix-la-Chap*!ic it 
was ceded to the emperor, and fince 
that time the fortifications have been 
demoliſhed, except the citadel, of 
which General Valence, with a de- 
tachment of the French army, made 
himſelf maſter the ſecond of Decem- 
ber 1792. Namur is the fee of a bi- 
ſhop, ſuffragan of the Archbiſhop of 
Cambray : this dioceſe, which was 
erected in the year 1559 by Pope 
Paul IV. includes cight citics, one 
hundred and eighty-three villages in 
Namur, and one hundred and fixty- 
four in Wallon-Brabant, and is di- 
vided into fourt en deancries : it had 
before the reformation begun by the 
late Emperor — four abbies of 
Benedictines, fourteen of Ciſtertians, 
one of the order of Premontre, one 
abby and two priories of canons re- 
gular, ſeven chapters of canons, three 
chapters of noble canoneſſes, with a 
great number of other religious houſes 
both for men and women, and many 
hoſpitals. The cathedral dedicated 
to St. Aubin biſhop of Angers is a 
very ancient building; the church 
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which belonged to the Jeſuits is # 

autiful ſtructure built! of red and 
black marble, and ſupported by ten 
grand pillars of black marble. The 
court is a hindfome ſquare palace, 
the ordinary reſidence of the governor 
of the province. The magiſtracy of 
Namur is generally appointed every 
year at the feaſt of St. Andrew by the 
the governor-genetal; it conſiſts in a 
chici or grand mayor whoſlc office is 
perpetual, a burgomaſter, or premier 
Elu, lieutenant mayor or ſecond Elu, 
fix echevins, of whom two are noble- 
men, two counſellors, and two citi- 
Zens, a. Erether of the city, a greffier 
of the Elus, and four jurators : it has 
befides another tribunal compoſed of 
fix counſe lors, who are julges of all 
fœdal matters in the firſt inſtance; 
the governor of the province is pre- 
ſident.

ol the Netherlands, but was reduced 


in the year 1583 by the Prince of 
Parma. On the 22d of July, in the 
an 1600, a famous battle was fought 

ere be ween the archduke Albert, 
and Prince Maurice of Naſſau, who 
commanded the army of the States 
then beſieging the place; the Spani- 
ards loſt one hundred and thirty 
ſtandards and colours, fix hundred 
priſoners and tuo thouſand men killed 
in the field of battle. The Prince 
of Orange, at the commencement of 
the batile, ordered his fleet to ſtand 
out to fea, to ſhow his ſoldiers that 
their ſafety depended on their cou- 
rage; he aiſo commanded his brother 
Prince Frederick to retire on board 
the fleet, that he might not at one 
time ex poſe two perſons of ſo much 
conſequence to the States General, 
but this the young prince obſtinately 
refuſed, being reſolved to ſhare with 
his bro her the glory and the danger. 
In the year 1706, Field Marechal 
Owerkercke, general of the Dutch 
troops, preſented himſelf before this 
city on che ſeventeenth of June, 
with an intent to beſiege it, but, 
finding the enterpriſe too difficult, 
he decamped on the ninetecnth and 
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went to attack Oſtend. After the 

eace was concluded at Utrecht in 
the year 1713, between France and 
England, the French ceded Nieu- 
port to the Eng ſh, who, in the year 
1715, ſurrendered it to his Imperial 
and Catholic Majeſty Charles VI. 
It was again taken by che French in 
the year 1745, and reſtored at the 
peace of Aix-la-Chapelle. It has 


but one pa.iſh chu:ch which is a 


very handſome b..jlding, and feveral 
religious houſes 3 among others a 
convent of E gliſh Chartreux, found - 
ed in the year 1415 at Shene, by 
Henry V. and in the reign sf Queen 
Elizabeth removed, firſt to Malines, 
and at laſt eſtabtiſhed at Nieuport in 
the year 1626.

Nimeguen, or Nimmegen, a very 
ancient, rich, ſtrong, and populous 
City, ſituated on the ſouth ſide of the 
Wahal. It is ſaid to have taken its 
name from Magus, king of the 
Gauls. It is the capital of Lower 
Guelderland, and was anciently the 
capital of the whole duchy; it is al- 
ſo the chief town of Betuwe or Ba- 
tavia, the country ot the ancient Ba- 
tavi, fo frequently meationed in the 
Roman hiftory It has thirteen 


gates, and is defended by an ancient 
tortreſs called Valck-Hof, ſuppoſed 
to have been built about the dme of 


Fulius Cæſar: and ſeveral other ſor- 
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tifications. It was anciently a free 
city; the Emperor Charlemagne 
having rebuilt the caſtle in the year 
775, made Nimmegen the ſecond 
Imperial city of Lower Germany; 
Aix-la- Chap:lle being the firit and 
Thionviile the thi d W.lliam III. 
king of the Romans, tepara'ed it from 
the Empire and united it to the comte 
of Holland, in the year 1248; but 
being in want of money, he old it 
In 1270, with its territory, for twen- 
ty-one thouſand marks of filver, to 
Otho III. comte of Cueldres, whoſe 
ſucceſſors remained maſters till the 
dates of H lland revolted agaic ſt the 
K ng of Sein Notwithſtanding it 
is ſ-parated from the empire, it pavs 
a fm2ll tiibute, which is according 
to Guicciardin, te ſend yearly to 
Aix-!la-Chap-lie a glove filled with 
powder; but Frederic Sanders re-

Me ſe, particularly at Liege, on con- 
dition that they ſend on he firſt ſun- 
day after Eafter a pair of buckikin 
gloves, with two pounds of pepper 
this was neglected for ſeveral years, 
and was renewed under Arnold de 
Horn, biſhop of Liege, who died in 
the year 1388. In the year 1585, 
the citizens took arms again the 
garriſon of Hollanders and drove 
them away from the town being re- 
ſolved to defend themſelves; but 
the ſame year the Chevalier Martin 
Schenck atempted to furp:iſe it. 
He had entered the city wit his 
troops in the night of the 11th of 
Auguſt, and had nrarly become 
raſter of the place when the inha- 
bitants recovering from their conſter- 
nation, repulſed them with the loſs 
of five hundred men; the reft retired 
in ſuch confuſion that they were 
moſt of them driven into the river 
and Crowned ; the inhavitants drew 
the bodies out of the water, cut 
them in pieces and publicly expoſed 
I 
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them, until the Marquis de Varam- 
bon, governor of Guelderland for the 
King of Spain, ordered them to be 
removed and kept in a tower. Their 
remains, after the city was taken, 
were depoſi:ed in the ſepulchre of the 
ancient dukes of Guelderland with 
great pomp, at which Prince Maurice, 


the nobility, magiſtrates, and princi-_ 


pal officers of the army attended. 
The inhabitants were beſieged by 
Prince Maurice of Natlau, and com- 
pelied to ſurrender the 21ſt of Oc- 
tober, in the year 1591; the Prince 
the more readily to maſter the place 
and hinder the navigation upon the 
Wahal, had the year b-tore conſtruct- 
ed a fort oppoſite the city, which 
was called Knotſembourg ; ſcarce 
was this finiſhed when the Duke of 
Parma beſieged it the 13th of July, 
1591, but the garriſon made ſo ſtout 
a reiiſtance that Prince Maurice had 
time to come ti its ſuccour; after this 
a part of the army of the Duke of 
Parma was defeated by the troops of 
the States the 24th of July; this 
check haſtened the taking of the 
city. Nimmegen followed the fate 
of the other cities of Guelderland, 
being taken by the French in the 
year 1672, in whoſe hands it remain- 
ed two years, waen they aban- 
doned it. In the year 1702, the 
Duke of Burgundy and Marechal 
Boufflers com manders of the French 
army made an attempt to take it 
again; but were defeated by a party, 
of Dutch troops under the command 
of the Earl of Athlone. The 
churches of Nimmegen are in gene- 
rai handſome ſtructures 3 the town 
houſe is remarkable for its beauty 
and magniticerce. The magiſttacy 
is compoſed of twenty-tour, of whom 


two are burgomaſters, changed year- 


ly, on the 1ſt of January, and twelve 
echevins; the other ten form the 
common council, In this city was 
held the celebrated congreſs of ple- 
nipotentiarics of almoſt all the powers 
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of Europe, who concluded a treaty 
of peace the zoth of July, 1678, be- 
tween Spain and France; on che Ech 
of September between France and 
the United Provinces; and between 
the E-:pe:or and France, and be- 
tween the Emperor and Sweden, in 
the m nth o 1 1679.

The emperer Louis the 
Pious gave it in the year 821, to 
Baldwin, comte of Cleves, one of 
whoſe deſcendants, St. Balderic, be- 
coming biſhop of Utrecht, built walls 
round it, and annexed it to that ſee in 
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the year 970. It has twice been 
Ceftroyed, firſt by fire in 1492, and 
the ſecond by the troops of Charles 
d' Egmont duke of Gueldres, Prince 
Maurice ef Naſſau feized it in 1596, 
but it was retaken in the year 1605 
by general Ambroſe Spinola, who 


made three hundred men priſoners of 


war. It was again taken by the 
Dutch in 1626, under the command 


of prince Frederic Henry of Naſſau, 


when the fortifications were de- 
moliſhed. Some authors pretend that 
the ancient Salii originally were the 
inhabitants of this place on account 
of its name Oldenzeel, Oldeſalia, or 
Salia Vetus, and produce as a further 
teſtimony Sallant, or Zallant, the 
name of the neighbouring country or 
diſtrict, and which they underſtood 
to mean the country of the Saliens, 
or Salij.

Gobert de Steen- 
Jande having taken the habit in the 
abby of Bertin, at St. Omers, in $14, 
gave Oftend to that monaſtery, then 
only a ſmall village, with thirty- 
eight others. It became a town in 
1072, when Robert de Friſe built a 
church dedicated to St. Peter. In 
the year 1372, the fiſhermen and 
other inhabitants, built round it a 
fimple paliſſade. In 1445 Philip the 
Good ſurrounded it h walls, erecte d 
gates, enlarged the town, and made 
the harbour more commodious. In 
the year 1533, it was regularly forti- 
Hed by the Prince of Orange, after 
he had taken Ghent and Bruges. 
The Prince of Parma came to at- 
tack it the ſame year, but was com- 
pelled to retire without effecting his 

e. In the year 1601 the 
Archduke Albert reſolved to befiege 
it, as thinking if he was maſter of 
that city he could eaſily overawe the 
trade of Zeland; and made the moſt 
vigorous efforts for that purpoſe. 
Sir Francis Vere, with =. "ur 
;panies of Engliſh troops de- 
tashed from Prince Maurice, who 


prize. 
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was then beſieging Rhinberg, nd 
had thrown himſelf into the town. 
Little progreſs was made for ſome 
months, yet the ſiege went on with- 
out intermiſſion; neither the in- 
clerency of winter, the diſcontent 
of the ſoldiers, nor the intrepid be- 
haviour of the garriſon, coul4 oblige 
the archduke to give up the enter- 
Both the army without and 
the garriſon within ſuffered extreme. 
ly by fickneſs and fatigue, the Eng- 
liſh in particular; fo that the garri- 
ſon, which at frft amounted to ſeven 
thouſand men, w2s, in the ſpace of 
a few months, reduced to three thous 
ſand. The ontwo:ks were greatly 


damaged by the enemy and unuſual 


inundations of the ſea, to repair and 
defend, Wich required the utmoſt 
exertion and diligence; at laſt when 
the beſieged were quite ſpent with 
fatigue, Sir Francis Vere was in- 
formed that the archduke had ap- 
pointed the next Cay for a general 
aſſault; to avoid the danger he ſet 
on foot a capitulation, by which he 
gained time to reinforce his garriſon 
with four companies of foot. Irri- 
tated at the ſtratagem of the Engliſh 
governor, Albert reſolved upon re- 
venge by ſto ming a breach; the at- 
tack was made on the 17th of Janua- 
ry, with the utmoſt vigour under 
Mexia, an experienced Spaniſh of- 
ficer, and ſupported for thiee hours; 
but was at Jait repelled by che be- 
ſieged, after the Spaniards had loft 
one thouſand men. After this the 
archduke was adviſed to raiſe this 
fiege, which the ſevericy of tie ſea- 
fon rendered almoſt intolerable to the 
troops, but to this he would not aſſent. 
He ordered barracks to be erected for 
the accommodation of the ſoldiers ; 
committed the direction of the ſiege 
to Don Juan de Rivas, and ſet out 
for Ghent to concert meaſures for 
puſhing his operations with ſtill more 
vigour, The States General em- 
braced this occaſion to change the 
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garriſon of Oſtend, which was worn 
out and emaciated with perpetual 
fatigue and watching. As the ene- 
my had conſiderably relaxed in their 
diligence, and the communication of 
the ſea was preſerved open, the 
ſcheme was executed without diffi- 
culty, A freſh garriſon, ſuppl.ed 
with every neceſſary, accordingly 
took charge of the town, under the 
conduct of Colonel Dorp, Colonel 
Edmonds, a Scotchman, and Hertain, 
2 Frenchman. Sir Francis Vere with 
the former garriſon, joined the army 
under Prince Maurice. Rivas prac- 
tiſed every expedient to prove him- 
felf wort hy of the truſt ; but he was 
repeatedly baffled by the dHigence of 
Vander Noot, the new governor. At 
laſt he ſucceded in reducing three 
out forts, which he joined to the 
quarter commanded by fort Albert, 


by means of a great plat form, moun 


ed with heavy cannan, and ſurround- 
ed with gabions full of earth. The 
garriſon erected a battery to fruſtrate 
the effects of this platform, and 
thr-w bombs ſo ſucceſsfully as to 
deſtroy the whole attempt, and coſt 
the enemy infinite 1a.our and ex- 
pence. They ſeconded the fire of 
their battery with a vigorous ſally, 
in which ſeven hundred Spaniards 
were killed, and an equal number 
made priſoners. Diſappointed in this 
delign, Rivas applied his mind to 
cutting off the communication be- 
tween the garriſon and the ſea. 
Pompey Torgu, the beſt engincer in 
the ſervice, contrived a kind of float- 
ing battery, which would have pre- 
vented the entrance of ſhips, provided 
it could be ſecured from the fury of 
the waves, by dykes and other de- 
fences. 
the army was affiduouſly employed 
for ſeveral days, and when the work 
was almoſt perfected, Rivas hid the 
mortification to ſee the who'e de- 
royed by a ſtorm of wind, and an

States. 


To raiſe theſe above half 
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from the heavy artillery of the gar- 
riſon. Upon the whole, though no 
officer ever laboured with more dili- 
gence than Rivas, he made little pro- 
geeſs; a circumſtance which fa 
chagrined the archduke, that he re- 
ſolved to commit the conduct of the 
whole to the Marquis Spinola. Be- 
fore the marquis would accept that 
honour, he defized leave to examine 
the ſtate of the ſiege; for which pure 
pole he ſent experienced officers tao 
view the works. Some of theſe dif- 
ſuaded him from hazarding his re- 
putation in an undertaking which 
muſt neceſſarily prove unſucceſsful, 
from the impoſlibilicy of cutting off 
the communication of the garriſon 
with the ſex, Others were of a con- 
trary opinion; they believed the 
town muſt infallibly ſurrender in 
time, and that perſeverance would 
ſurmount every diflicul:y, The love 
of glory ſtimulated Spingla to em- 
brace this laſt opinion. In the month 
of Ottober he rook charge of the 
army, and ſoon diſtinguiſhed his 
capacity. Betore the ſpring of the 
ſu-ceeding year, he advanced his 
works io far, that the States General 
plainly perceived that Oſtend could 
only be laved by hazarding a battle, 
or at leaſt making ſuch a diverſion as 
would probably oblige the archduke 
to withdraw his army. The latter 
was thought the moſt expedient, and 
the ſiege of Siuys reſo ved on by the 
Spinola was called away on 
this account, but finding it out, of 
his power to reſiſt the ſucceſs df 
Prince Maurice, he returaed to the 
ſie ge, and demon ſt rated the poſſibili- 
ty of reduciag the ſtrongeſt ſitua- 
tions. He blew up mines every 
where, he made violent aſſaul's, and 
hemmed the befieged w.thin fo nar- 
row a circle, as determined the fate of 
Oft-nd. Several governors fince 
Noot's departure had been Killed, 
and a multitude of inferior officers 
either ſlain or Pg wounded. 
; 4 | 
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Almoſt every ſhot from the enemies 


batteries now did execution, as the 
ba'ls fell within a ſmall compaſs 
wholiy occupied by the troops. At 
laſt a ftrong wind from the ſouth- 
welt, at high water, gave the finiſh- 
ing blow to the works of the be- 
tieged, which being newly erected 
in the room of others that were de- 
moliſhed, could not withſtand the fury 
of the waves. They were all over- 
turned, and it was afterwards in vain 
for the garriſon to refit; however 
they refuſed to ſurrender before the 
lentimems of the States and Prince 
Maurice were known. A council 
was immediately called at Sluys, to 
d=\tberate whether the relief of the 
garriioa was to be attempted, or the 
place immeci itely ſurrendered. The 
latter opinion prevailed, and orders 


were acco dingly d.ſpatched to the 


governor. The capiculation, in 
which the garriſon and inhabitants 
obtained the moit hunourable terms, 
was figned the 20th day of Septem- 
ber 1604, above three years after 
the town had been firſt inveſted, and 
it had coſt the lives of one hundred 
thouſand brave ſoldiers. Some ac- 
counts ſay that the loſs of the Spani- 
ards amounted to eighty thouſand, 
and that of the beſieged to fifty thou- 
ſand. In the year 1658, Cardinal 
Mazarin thought to have taken the 
_ city by ſtratagem, and for that pur- 
poſe font Mairechal d'Aumont with 
ſome ſhips of war, but he himſelf was 
taken with his veſſels, and ſeveral 
hundred men killed and drowned. 
In the year 1706 it was beſieged by 
ſome troops of the allied army under 
the command of Field Marechal 
Owerkercke, or Overkirk; the 
trenches were opened the 23d of 
June, and forty-nine pieces of can- 
non and twenty-tix mortars were em- 
ployed ; the fire was fo terrible that 
the Marquis de Covarouvias, governor 
of the place. and the Comte de la 
Mo:the Houdencour', licutenant- 
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general of France, who commanded 
in the city, beat the chamade the 6th 
of July, and on the eighth the gar- 
riſon, which conſiſted of ſix batalions 
of French, two of Spaniards, and one 


ſquadron of dragoons, ſurrendered on 


capitulation. The Allies to faci- 
litate the conqueſt of the town, had 
ſent a fleet commanded by the Eng- 
liſh Admiral Fairborn which cor.- 
ſiſted of twelve, ſhips of war, two 
bomb gallies, and twenty-eight pii- 
vateers, with proviſions and ammu- 
ni tion, to beſiege the city by ſea, and 
to prevent its being relieved. The 
States put in a garriſon of their own 
troops, and kept it till the year 1715, 
when, in conſequence of the barrier 
treaty, they yielded it up to the troops 
of the Empreſs. In the year 1722, 
the co irt of Vienna formed an Eaſt- 
India company at Oſtend, upon a 
ſcheme ofan Eng!iſh me: chant named 
Colebrook, which was rep: eſented fo 
detrimental to the Engliſh Eaft- India 
company, that the houſe of com- 
mons immed.a'ely reſolved it to be a 
high crime and miſdemeanour for any 
Engliſh ſubject to be any ways con- 
cerned therein : in the year 1727 by 
an article of a trea'y made at Paris, it 
was agreed that the charter ſhould be 
ſuſpended for ſeven years, and in the 


year 1731 the company was totally 


diflolved. It was taken by the 
French in the year 1745, after a ſiege 
of ten days, and reftored to the Em- 
pire at the p-ace of Aix-la-Chapelle. 
At the latter end of the year 1792, 
it was taken by the French republic, 
but evacuated by them on the zoth 
of March following. During the 
ſiege in the year 1706 the town- 
houſe was deſtroyed, and in 1711 the 
preſent town-houſe, which is a mag- 
nificent and handſome ſtructure, was 
begun and finiſhed in the ſame year, 
The magiſtracy is compoſed of a 
bailly, a burgomaſter, ſeven echevins, 
and a treafurer; the office of bailly 
is for life, the others arc changed 
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uſually every year in the month of 
September. They have no freſh 
water at Oſtend but what is brought 
in boats from Bruges, and preſerved 
in a great reſervoir near the harbour.

Oudenarde, a city of Flanders, ſit- 
mated on the Scheld ; ſuppoſed by 
ſome to have been built by the Goths, 
About the year 411. It lies in a val- 
ley, on the fide of a mountain called 
-Kerſelaerberg, which defends the 
City. It has two pariſh churches, 
ve gates, and many good buildings. 
They have in this city two differ 
ent juriſdictions ; one of the magiſtra- 
ey, which is compoſed of a grand 
bailly, a burgomaſter, and nine 
echevins; the other in the hands of 
the lords; theſe juriſdictions are ſe- 
Parated by the Scheld. This town 
was ſo well fortified by Francis de 
4a Noue, a French Calviniſt, that it 
obtained the name of little Rochelle. 
Frederick du Bourg, the governor, 
defended it with great courage a- 
gainſt the Spaniards for three months, 
and ſurrendered it for want of men. 
It was taken in the year 2658 by 
the French under the command of 
dhe Duke of Orleans, and reftored to 
the King of Spain, at the treaty of 
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the Pyrennecs, but the war being 
renewed between the two crowns, it 
was taken by the French in 1667, 
after three days attack, and again 
reſtored at the peace of Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle. It was beſieged in the year 
1674, after the battle of Seneff. 
The Prince of Conde advanced to its 
relief, and as his army was very 
much fatigued, the Prince of Orange 
would have marched out of his lines 
to have given him battle; the Spani- 
ards were of this opinion, but the 
Comte de Souches, who commanded 
a body of Germans, and the next 
day drew off his troops to the diſtance 
of a league, which gave the French 
room to throw all the ſuccours into 
the town, which they wanted, and 
the Prince was obliged to raiſe the 
fiege. The city was reſtored to 
Spain at the treaty of Nimmegen, 
In the year 1684, it was bom- 
barded by the French and a great 
part of it deſtroyed, but the Baron de 
Courjeres, who commanded in the 
city, took ſuch good meaſures that 
he compelled the enemy to retire. 
with conſiderable loſs. In the year 
1798, the confederate generals reſolv- 
ed to attack the Duke of Burgundy 
near Oudenarde, and were for that 
purpoſe preparing to croſs the 
Scheld. Vendoſme propoſed falling 
upon them while one half of the 
army only had crofled the river; 
but he was thwarted by the Duke of 
Burgundy, who ſeemed confounded 
and perplexed at this c:itical juncture, 
on which his reputation and the ſe- 
curity of France depended. When 


it was too late, the Duke of Burgun- 


dy acceded to Vendoſme's opinion, 
and declared for an engagement, after 
almoſt the whole allied army had 
croſſed the river, and formed on 
the banks. Vendoſme then remon- 
ſtrated that the opportunity was loſt ; 
however he at laſt conſented with. 
great reluctance. Grimaldi was or- 


dered to begin the charge with the 
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king's houſehold troops; but find- 
ing the rivulet marſhy, he refuſed to 
advance, and retired to the right. 
The enemy immediately fell on with 
incredible i1npetuofity, and took the 
viilage of Heyne, in which eleven 
battalions were poſted. The main 


| body of the army ſuſtained the whole 


ſhock of the conlederate infantry 
with great bravery, and the battle 
continued for an hour With dubious 
ſucceſs, until the Prince of Orange, 
with the Dutch, intantry made a 
motion and fell on the flank of the 
French army. Comte lilly and 
General Owerkerke had lizewiſe 
made an impreſſion on the right 
wing ; then the French began to 
fall into difoider, nor could all the 
endeavours of the Duke of Vendoſme 
longer retard the fortune of Marl- 
borough. Alighting from his borſe, 
he g:w along the ranks, called the 


officers by name, implored them to 


maintain the honour of their country, 
and animated the men with his voice 
and example. His great military 
talents had never appeared to greater 
advantage than upon this occaſion, 
but they proved uſeleſs: his men 
were driven back on each other with 
ſuch fury, that the whole army be- 
came a ſcene of confuſion. Several 


regiments were cut in pieces among 


the incloſures ; others threw down 
their arms. Night interpoling ſaved 
a greater part ot the army, and fur- 


niſhed Vendoſme with an opportu- 


nity of drawing off his broken forces 
towards Ghent. Seeing the troops 
give away, he prognoſticated a defeat, 
and had provided a rear guard of 
twenty battalions to ſecure the re- 
treat. To this precaution the French 


awed their ſafety, for the enemy ſent 


detachments of horſe at day-break 
in purſuit of the fugitives ; but they 
found the hedges and ditches that 
{kirted the road ſo well lined with 
grenadiers, that it was impoſlible to 
orm. In this action the French loſt 
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three thouſand men killed, and ſeyen 
thouſand taken priſoners z althoug

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Marlborough and the Fren-h under 
Marechal Villeroy. Villeroy who 
commanded the French army, con- 
ſiſting of about eighty thouſand 
men, near Tirlemont, had orders to 
act upon the defenſive; but, if com- 
pelled, to hazard an engagement. 
The duke had received a flight re- 
pulſe by the deſection of Prince 
Lewis of Balen; and he reſolved to 
retrieve his credit by ſome ſignal 
ation. Villeroy had poſted his ar- 
my in a ſtrong camp: his right was 
flanked by the river Mebaig e, his 
left was dei-nded by a marſh, and the 
village of Ramillies lay in the centre. 
Marlborough, with his uſual pru- 
dence, accommodated his plan to this 
diſpotition. Knowing that the lett 
wing of the enemy could not paſs 
the marſh to attick him bu- at a 
great d ſad vantage, he weakened his 
troops in t at quarter, and greatly 
incre ſed his numbers in the centre, 
with which he made a furious at- 
tack. The enemie centre was ſoon 
obliged to yield, and at I-nzth gave 
way on all fides. Their cavalry was 
ſo cloſely purſued, that almoſt the 
whole was cut to pieces The elec- 
tor of Bavaria and the Marechal de 
Villeroy, ſaved themſelves with the 
utmoſt dificulty. Several waggons 
of the French vanguards breaking 
down in a narrow paſs, obſtructed the 
way in ſuch a manner, that the bag- 
gage and artillery could not proceed, 
nor could their troops defile in order. 
The viQtorious horſe being informed 
of this accident, preſſed on them fo 
vigorouſly, that great numbers threw 
down their arms and ſubmitted. The 
confecerates took the whole of the 
enemies baggage and artillery, about 
one hundred and twenty ſtandards, 
fix hundred officers, and fix thou- 
ſand private ſoldiers. About cight 
thouſand were killed or wounded. 
The loſs of the Allies did not exceed 
three thouſand men.

' Raveſtein, a ſmall city of Brabant, 
fituated on the South fide of the 
Meuſe, the capital of a ſigniory which 
includes fourteen towns and villages. 
It had an ancient chateau ſituated on 
the bank of the Meuſe, which was 
formerly conſidered as a good fort- 
refs, In the year 1378, Renaud de 
Fauquemont, Lord de Dalembrouck, 
received as a fief the chateau of 
Raveſtein with its territory, together 


with the lordſhip of Herpe, to hold 


according to the cuſtoms of Brabant. 
This Renaud was ſucceeded by his 
nephew Simon, Comte of Salm, but 
Adolphus, Comte of Cleves, declar- 
ed war againſt him, and did homage 
for the caſtle of Raveſtein in the year 


1397 to Jane, Dutcheſs of Brabant. 


In the year 1609, John Willam of 
Cleves, Duke of Juliers, and Lord 
of Raveſtein, dying without iſſue, 
the ſucceſſion was the cauſe of ſome 
deſtructive wars in Germany; but 
in the year 16 59 it was ſettled at the 
peace of the Pyrennees, that the E- 
lector of Brandenbourg ſhould poſ-

About the year 1297 it 
was taken by the Flemings; and in 
the year 1418 Walrave, Lord of 
Brederode, chief of the Houcks, made 
himſelf maſter of it, and drove out 
the Cabillautins. It holds the firſt 
rink in the aſſembly of the States 
among the ſmall cities of Holland, 
though, next to Amſterdam, it is the 
richeſt and moſt flourithing city of 
the whole province, on account of 
the conveniency of its harbour, 
which is fo deep that the largeſt veſ- 
ſels may enter, and by means of ca- 
nals load and unload at the merchants? 
warchouſes. This port is much more 
frequented by Britiſh traders than 
Amſterdam, for after they have 
weighed anchor, one tide brings them 
out to ſea. Among the principa 
buildings are the town-houſe, the 
bgnk, the Eaſt and Weſt- India houſes, 
the arferal, and ſome of th; churches,- 
particularly that dedicated to St. Lau- 
rent. There is here a college of ad- 
miralty, which holds the chief rank 
in the United States; nd the Admi- 
ral of Holland always gocs on board 
a veſſel of the college of this city 
when he gocs to fea. On the eaſt 
ſide cf the city they have a large ba- 
fon and dock, for the purpoſe of 
building and launching veſſels em- 
ployed in the ſervice of the Admi- 
ralty, and the Eaſt- India company, 
The magiſtracy is compoſed ef a

Jity, and partly of the cities of Rot- 
terdamys Baud and Schiedam; they 
Hold their afſembl:cs at Rotterdam, 
in a houſe which they call Land- 
huys, and their tuſfinets is to inſpect 
the dikes, ſuperintend the roads and 
canals, and take care of every thing 
that concerns the environs of the 
city. The ſecond tribunal is that of 
the judges (f Schieland, whote juriſ- 
dition extends over what docs not 
belong particularly to the magiſtrates 
ef cities. The third is the college of 
the Lords of the Amnalty for the 
Meuſe, who have a houle ſet apart 
for that buſineſs. The cclebrated 
Eraſmus was a native of this place, 
whoſe ſtatue is ſtill to be ſcen; and 
the hcuſe in which he was born yet 
remains.

It was ſurrounded 
with walls and fix gates by Ocho, 
ſurnamed the Cripple, fourteenth 
comte of Guelderland. In the yer 
1290, the Emperor Rovolphu> grant- 
ed it the privilege of coining money. 
In the year 1562, it was erected into 
a biſhoprick by Pope Paul IV. un- 
ger the archbſhyprick of Malines. 
The cathedral is the only pariſh 
church. Its magiſtracy is compoſed 
of nine echevins and two ſecret vries, 
In the yer 1665, an accidental 
fire deſtroyed almoſt all the houſes, 
convents, and the biſh>p's palace. 
It was often taken and retaken by 
the Dutch and Spaniards in their ci- 
vil wars. The Emperor Charles V. 
made himfelf matter of it by treaty 
in 1543. The Hollanders took it 
in 1567, and abandoned it a ſhort 
time afterwards. The Spaniards 
then put in a garrifo2 of Germans 
under the Comte de Polwelller. In 
the year 1577, the Dutch laid fiege 
to it under the command of Comte 
de Hohenlo, but the Comte de Ber- 
laimont advancing with ſome Spaniſh 
troops, obliged them to retire. They 
were more ſucceſsful in 1632, when 
they took Ruremond and Venlo. 
The Spaniaxds retook it in 1637, 
and heid it peaceably till the 2d of 
October, 1702, when it was taken 
by the army of th: allies under the 
Prince of Naſſ»u-Szxrbruck. The 
Dutch remained miſters till the yeur 
1716, when they cvacuated it to the 
troops of the Emperor, to whom the 
magiſtrates took the oath of fidelitythe 
ſame year. It was taken by theFrench 
under Miranda, the 15:h of Decem- 
ber, 1792, and retaken by the Piuſ- 
ſians the latter end of February, 1793.

cil of the province immediately ſeized 
on the revenues of the abby. The 
abbot appealed to the grand coun- 
cil of Malines and the Imperial 
court, but could obtain no redreſs till 
he had renounced all the rights of 
ſovereignty and the exemption to 
which he laid claim, About the year 
1100, Ide, comteſs of Hainaut, gave 
the principal part of her propetty to 


this abby, and ordained that the ab- 


bot thould be chaplain to the Comte 
of Hainaut. Perſons bitten by mad 
animals were brought to this abby to 
be cured.

of Naſſau, the eldeſt ſon of the Prince 
of Orange, was reſtored by the ſame 
king to all the honours and lands 
which his father poſſeſſed.

name. This fort has ſo complete a 


command of the two ftreams that 
nothing can paſs without the gover- 
nor's permithon, and is contidered 
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as the centre of communication be- 
tween Germany and Holland, It 
took its name from Martin Schenck, 
a Gueldrian, who had quitted the 
Spaniards. to enter into the ſerviee 
of the ſtates, and conſt ructed it by 
their order in the year, 1586. On 
the 23th of July, 1735, this fort was 
ſurprized by Captain Denhold, whoſe 
father had been beheaded at the 
Hague. Knowing the garriſon was 
weak, and the works in bad condi- 
tion, he made himſelf maſter of the 
place with five hundred men, taken, 
from the city of Gueldres, in ſpite 
of the reſiſtance of Governor Wel- 
deren who died of his wounds, The 
cardinal Infant rewarded Denhold 
with the government, for having ſo 
well conducted the enterprize, and 
preſen ed him with a chain of gold 
and fifty thouſand florigs. The 
Spaniards did not remain maſters 
long, for the Dutch laid ſiege to it 
the next year, and Denhold being 
killed, the fort ſurrendered the zoth 
of April, 1636. In the year 1672, 
it was taken by. Louis XIV. king 
of France, and in the year 1673, 
ceded to the elector of Brandenburg, 
who 12id claims to it. The States 
General conſidering the conſequence. 
of this fort to defend that ſide of 
their country, for ſeveral years ſoli- 
cited the elector to reſtore it to them; 
and at length the treaty was con- 
cluded and ſigned in Auguſt 1681; 
and the fortreſs was del vered up to 
Sieur Cuyper, deputy of the council 
of the States, who put in four com- 


panies of ſoldiers, and augmented

to be demoliſhed. On the 1th of 
Auguſt he poſted himſelf near Seneffe; 
the enemy attempted to force him; 2 
bloody conflict enſued, in which the 
French claimed the honour of the 
fcld, though neither fide could pre- 
tend to a victory. Feuguicres blames, 
the Prince of Orange's diſpoſition in 
the fuſt pait of the engagement; 


had 
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but he does juſlice to that admirable 


prudence and intrepidity with 


which he repaired the miſtake, not- 
withſtanding ſuch a general as Conde 
puſhed the advantage. After the 


Allies had retreated to their in- 


trenched camp they were attacked 
by Condé, who ſeems by this error 
to have balanced the miſtake commit- 
ted by the Prince of Orange, and to 


have compenſated it by the ſame 


aſtoniſhing valour and preſence of 
mind. Both generals indced, if we 
are t credit the French critic appeared 


greater from their errors; and, of all 


the battles they ever f ught, this in the 
molt diſtinguithirg manner tried all 
their powers and facultics. There were 
ſeven thouſand ſlain and five thou- 
ſand priſoners on the fide of France; 


that of the enemy was nearly equal; 
and fo much bloodſhed anſwered no 


other purpoſe than rendering either 
army incapable of undertaking any 
confiderable enterprize for the re- 
mainder of the campaign. The

In 1493 Philip 
de Cleves, Lord of Raxeſtein, have 
ing revo'ted agaiatt Philip le Bel, re- 
tired to Sluys, which was beſieged 
by Albert Duke of Saxe. After a 
ſiege of four months the city ſurren- 
dercd, and the Lord of Cleves made 
an atonement, The city having ta- 
Ken part with the Hollanders, was 
belicged by the Prince of Parma, in 
the year 1587; it had then an Eng- 
lich garriſon; Arnold Groevelt, the 
governor, ſuſtained ſeven aſſaults, 
untill proviſions and warlike ſtores 


failing, he was compelled to ſurren- 


der, but upon honourable terms. It 
continued in the poſſeſſion of Spain 


til! the year 1604, when Prince 


Mauricu of Naſſau beſieged it in form, 
and compe!]cd the garriſon to ſur- 
render in about four months. Gene- 
ral Spinola att-mpred, with part of 
the Arciduke's army, to raiſe the 
ſi go, bat loſt more than two hundred 
men in the different attempts. Hig 
brother, Frederic Spinola, attacked 
ſome veſſels of Zeeland and Holland, 
which blocked up the mouth of the 
harbour, and hindercd the entrance 
of prov iſions, but was repulſed with 
the loſs of eight hundred men, and 
himſelf kilied, fo that Don Mather 
Serann, governor of the place, was 
oblized to ſurrender it the 19th of 
Auguſt, Twelve Spaniſh veſſels, 
which were in the harbour, remained 
by the capitulation in poſſeſſion of the 
captors with all their loading. It is 
furniſhed with fluices, by means of 
which they can lay-the whole country 
under water, and from thence its 
preſent name is derived. It 1s the 
ſcat of a governor: the magiſtracy is 
compoſed of a burgomaſter, fix eche- 
vins, à penſioner, and a grefher.

Spa, a town of Liege, ſituated in 
the marquiſate of Frencliimunt, on 
a ſmall tiver which runs into the 
Ourte; it was only a ſmall village 
before the diſcovery of its mineral 
waters, about the year 13263 it now 
conſiſts of one large ſtreet, or rather 
two joined by a bridge over the 
ſtream that runs thiough it, with 
ſevera! ſmaller ſtreets and rows of 
houſes; the older houſes irregularly 
built and moſtly of wood and pl iter, 


the more modern of brick and tone. 


The ſoil about the town, is r-cxy, 
gravely, or loamy with ſome min- 
ture ot iron ore of one kind or other, 
more or leſs viſible every where; 
the coum ry about it is not fertile in 
grain, on account of the hills and 
woods with which it abounds; but 
they have plenty cgſheep, Kine, and 


poultry, with great quaititi-s of 


game, and the ſtreams abound with 
fiſh, trout, ecls, cray fiſh, &c. Dur- 
ing the water drinking teaſcn, the 
town is furniſhed like a tair, with 
a variety of toys, &c. There are 
beautiful and healthful rides on every 
fide, with great vartiey of pleaſant 
and romantic walks. For evening 
diverſions, there are public rooms 
for aſſemblies every night, and balls 
two or three times a week. The 
medicinal waters of Spa, are by 
ſome ſuppoſed to have been known 
to Pliny, while others ſuppoſe that 
the waters which Pliny mentions in 
his natural hiſtory, were thoſe at 
Tongres. The chief ſprings are 
Called, 1. Pouhon, 2. Sauver:iere, 3 
Groilſbeeck, 4. Geronſter, to which 
Dr. Lucas has added the 5. Pouhon 
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Pia, and 6. Barriſar. The firſt dif- 
covered, and the princ pal t:um' its 
vie and conſumption is that called 
Pouhon, or Puuxhon, which in the 
language of the country ſignifies @ 
rwe“. This is a large flow ſpring, 
v hich rites about the middle of the 
town. It (ſprings from a ſoft, foſſt!, 
or ſlaty ro k, in whic: an irregular, 
deformed hollow is made, whole 
opening is about two feet, broad and 
three teet and a half long, and its 
depth, from the high water-mark, 
in ſome parts about three feet and a 
ha:f, in others about fix. The water 
being drawn out of this well as it is 
ev:ry night during the ſeaſon, fiils 
again in about three tours. As it 
iptings, ſmall air bubbles are contin- 
ually riſing and flying from it, in 
warin weather eſpecially; and by 
turns lome large bubblcs riſe with a 
variety of rumblirg, humming, and 
Wilttling ſounds. Tre ſurface of the 
well is tour or five teet lower than 
the pavement of the ſtreet in which 
It ſtands. It is ſurrounded with a 
paved area, of about twenty feet 
1quare. with a parapet wall, and ſteps 
to go down to the well. About this 
weil the drinkers commonly ſtand to 
be helped with water, in glaſſes of 
the diffe:ent fizes required, by wo- 
men, who attend the well for that 
purpoſe. The whole is covered by 
a handiome ſquare ſtone building, 
arched and roofed to keep it from 
the rain, with an opening to the 
weſt. In a kind of pediment over 
the door, are placed the arms of 
Maxim:il.an Henry, of the houſe of 
Baveria, ſome time prince and biſhop 
of Liege. The magiſtrates uſe the 
figure of the front of this building 
for 2 {cal to the waters they export, 
which have hitherto been always 
taken from the ſpring ; with this in- 
ſcription, at top Spa, underneath 
Peuben. Adjoining to the area 


round the fountain, upon the South 
ſide, ſtands a building confiſting of 
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one ſquare room, with a large fire 
place, for the convenience of the 
drinkets in cold and wet ſeaſons; 
on the front is a Latin inſcription to 
commemorate the gratitude of Peter 
the Czar of Moſcovy who was re- 
ſtored to health by theſe waters, in 
the year 1707. The tecond fuun- 
tain Sauveniere vies in ſeniority with 
the Pouhonz it lies about haif a 
league to the Eaſt of Spa, upon the 
fide of a very high mountain, cover- 
ed on one fide with heath, broom, 
&c. on tie other with wood, chiefly 
beach and oak. A baſon is made 
for it in the rock, about twenty inches 
ſquare, and twelve or to. rteen deep; 
when emptied every evening it fills 
again in about twenty minruies. 
At a ſmall d ftance from the Sau- 


veniere is a little ſpring called Grois- 


beeck from a Baton of that name, 
who found benefit by drinking this 
water. This ſpring was, and ſtill is, 
by ſome called the Peguet; from at- 
tiibuting to this water the diuretic 
qualities of the Juniper, known here 
by the name of Peguet; but it is more 
generally known by the name of 
Groiſbeeck. It riſes ſlowly with air- 
bubbles, and noiſe by intervals, like 
the reſt. Three quarters of a league 
to the South of Spa lies the Gerronſ- 
ter on a conſideradle eminence, in the 
middle of a rude foreſt: its hiſtory 
and etymology uncertain. The ba- 
ſon of the ſpring contains about four 
_ gallons, which quantity riſes, with 
bubbles end noiſe at intervals, in about 
fifteen minutes. About a quarter 
of a mile to the North Eat of Ge- 
ro:iſter, lies a ſpring, called Pou- 
hon Pia. 
North Weſt of the Geronſter are two 
ſprings, known by the name of Ba- 
rifart, To theſe may be added ſe- 
veral other fountains in the neigh- 
bourhood as the Watroz, the Ton- 
nelet, &c. The Watroz is ſituated 
about half a league to the Eaſt of 


About halt a mile to the- 
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Spa. The 'Tonnelet is ſituated upon 
a mountain, in a marſhy meadow, 
called Freſneuſe, and is the moſt 
conſiderable ſpring of the whole, 
pouring forth its water with great 
forc*, accompanied with a continual 
diſcharge of air and a loud noice like 
ſo much bubbling, boiling water ; it 
takes its name from a little fun or 
barrel in which the well was at firſt 
incloſed. The waters have been 
deemed the property of the com- 
munity of Spa, till a late biſhop of 
Liege thought proper to ſeize them 
into his own hands, but by an ap- 
peal to the Imperial chamber at Wate 
ler, in the year 1745, the waters 
were reſtored to the ancient propri- 
etors, who impoſe a ſmall dyty on 
every tlaſk exported under their ſeal. 
The magiſtracy is compoſed of a 
mayor, two burgomaſters, ſeven cche- 
vins and a greffier, appointed by the 
biſhop of Liege and changed every 
year.

Staweren, one of the moſt ancient 
cities of Frieſland, ſuppoſed to have 
been built a year before Chriſt, and 
to have taken its name from an an- 
cient idol, worſhipped by the inha- 
bitants, called Stavon. Great part 
of the ancient town having been de- 
ſtroyed by the ſea, the inhabitants 
rebuilt it in the place where it now 
ſtands, as being leſs expoſed. It was 
anciently a very rich, powerful, and 
populous city, with the beſt harbour” 
in that country. The ancient Kings 
of Frieſland made it their ordinary 
reſidence in a palace built by Ri- 
cholde, the firſt king, about the 
year 400. Radbode VI. after he 
had conquered all the country as far 
as Utreclit, called his conqueſts the 
kingdom of Staveren, which ſhows 
the flouriſhing ſtate of the city at 
that time, and was the occaſion of its 
being included in the league of the 
German Hanſe Towns. It was ſur- 
rounded with walls and ditches about 
the vear 339, by Odilbalde VI. Duke 
of Friefland. It is fince reduced ve- 
ry much from its ancient grandeur, 
the harbour being choaked up; how- 
ever there remains fill enough of 
its former ſplendour to make it a' 
conſiderable city; and they ſtill c 


on ſome trade, eſpecially in fiſhing, 


and in paſſage - boats over the pools 
and lakes of the neighbourhood.

Steenkirk, or Steenkerquey, a village 
of Hainaut, fituated on the river 
Sonnecque, where a bloody battle 
was fought between the Allies, com- 
manded by William III. King of 
England, and the French under the 
Duke of Luxemburg, the 24th of 
July, 1692. King William, who 
was poſted at Genzp, refolved to 
ſeize the firſt opportunity of jepa'r- 
ing the ſhock his reputation ſuſtain- 
ed by the loſs of Namur. He paſcd 
the 22 to prevent the encmy ſciz- 
ing the poſt between Steenki:k and 


Enghein; but he was anticipated by 
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the activity of Luxemburg. Here 
William attacked his enemy with 
ſuch impetuoſity, that it required the 
utmoſt courage and intrepidity to re- 
ſiſt. The whole camp was a ſcene 
of tumult and contuſion ; without 
the vaſt abilities of Luxemburg all 
muſt have been loſt. He had bcen 
decerved by falſe intelligence, and it 
required an excefs of heriſm to re- 
pair the con tequences of his error, 
At this critical moment, he forgot a 
ſevere indi ſpoſit ion under which he 
happened to labour: he changed his 
ground, rallied his broken vattalions, 
drew up his forces in order of battle, 
and led them three times in perion to 
the charge. In the French army 
were the Duke of Chartres, then in 
the fifteenth year of his age, Lewis 
de Bourbon, grand nephew of the 
great Conde, and Arnaud, prince of 
Conti; all princes of the blood, and 
rivals in reputation. They put them- 
telves at the head of the houthold 


troops, and a number of volunteers 


of quality, and charged the Engliſh 
with ſuch irreſiſtible fury, that the 
king retreated. The event of the 
battle, however, appeared doubtful, 
until Buutfiers rejoined the army wit 

his detachment. The ftrength of 
the Allies ſunk under the additional 
preſſure of this reinforcement, but 
the goud conduct of William enabled 
him to make a regular retreat. His 
diſpofition was the ſame as when he 
attacked, and he appeared formidable 
even when vanquithed. The young 
princes, to whele bravery this victory 
was attributed, were received in 
France amidſt the acclamations of 
the people, who every where croud- 
cd the roads as they paſſed. The 
ladies of the court contrived new 
faſhions of dicſs, Which they called 
Stcenkirks; and the men, ever ready 
to copy the follies of the fair ſexy 
wore cravats of the ſame appellation. 
In this action the Allies were com- 
puted to Joſe ſeven thouſand men, in 
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which were included the Earl of An- 
gus, General Mackay, Sir John La- 
nier, Sir Robert Douglas, with many 
other officers of rank and merit; and 
the French purchaſed the advantage 
dear, as beſides three thouſand prie 
vate men, the Prince of Turennc. 
the Marquis de Beltefends, Fern.c- 
con, Tilladet, and many other pal- 
lant oihc: rs loſt their lives. Luxem- 
burg indced acknowledged, that the 
 miſbehaviour of Count Sulmes, who 
refuſed to ſupport the prince of Wir- 
teinberg, contributed more to his 
good fortun: than all his own en- 
deavours, and that if that ofthcer had 
diſcharged his duty, it would have 
been impoſſible to eſcope a total de- 
feat.

The lad let 
his hat fall into the water, pointing 
out the moſt ſhallow place, the Spa- 
niards immediately ſcaled the walls, 
took the town, and made ſlaughter 
of the inhabitants, becauſe they had 
profaned the Catholic religion, by

inſulting the images, and ſpoiling 
the ecclehaſtical ornaments at Haſ- 
ſelt, a few days before. It was re-

The name of it 
is derived from the toll which was 
formerly paid here by order of the 
Counts of Zechnd. The thirteenth 
of November, in 1572, the Prince of 
Orange thovght to ſurpriſe it, but 
was diſappointed by the vigilance of 
the Spaniih captain Mondragon. 
However it ſurrendered to that prince 
in 1577, and has ever fince been in 
the hands of the United Provinces. 
In the vear 1712, a detachment of 
French, under the command of Brie 
gadicr James Paſture, pillaged and 
let fire to the town, in repriſal for 
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the fame done by the Allies in France. 
It is fortified with ſeven baſtions, 
and the States have cauſed a fort, 
called Stickenburg, to be built on the 
other hde of the river, fo that it is 
now one of the ſtronge ſt frontier 
towns of the province of Zeeland. 
The ſtadt-houſe is an old building, 
which makes a good ſhew. The 
arſenal is ſituated at the entrance of 
the ſmall harbour; there is alſo a 
magazine for powder. The church 
is built in the figure of a cro's, and 
is an extraordinary piece of archi» 
tecture.

I. is ſaid to 
have been built above eight hundred 
years before the birth of Chriſt, and 
one hundred years before the foun- 
dation of Rome by Tongrus, the 
firſt king, who had twenty-five ſuc- 
ceſſors; the kingdom ending about 
ſixty years be fore the Chriitian ra. 
They pretend that Saivius Brabon. 
was atte wards created Dulce of on- 
gres and Brabant, by Julius Czſar ; 
that Texandte, the emu duke after 
him received the C-1::tian faith, and 
was baptized about tne year 4co 
and that Pepin de Landen, ihe. jirft 
duke of Brabant, about the year 
700, was deſcended from the ancient 
families of the Dukes of Tongres.

Julius Cæſar, Tacitus, Pliny, Am- 
mianus Marcellinus, and other au- 
thors frequently ſpeak of this city; 
and it was at one time one of the dich 

eſt and moſt flouriſhing places in Bel- 
g ck Gaul; many veltiges of which 
may be traced for a league round, 
and particularly a highway paved 
through Baviy to Paris. In the year 
454, it was entirely ruined by Attila, 
king of the Huns ; and likewiſe by 
the Normans, in the ninth century, 
during the reign of Char!-s the Bald, 
Emperor, and king of France, In 
the year 1428, it was treated wich 
as much icverity, by Charles the 
Hardy, Duke of Burgundy, who laid 
it entirely waſte, and buried in the 
ruins a fountain of medicinal water 
mentioned by Pliny. This fountain 
was diſcovered and re-eſtabliſhed in 
the year 1690; the waters are chaty- 
beate. The collegiate church of 
Tongres is very ancient; they ſay it 
was the firſt on this ſide the Alps, 
built by St. Materne, who was lent 
by St. Peter to preach the golpe! in 
lower Germany, and became the fr 
biſhop of Tongres, which was crected 
into a diocele, He had nine ſuc- 
ceſſors, who were at the ſame time 
biſhops of Treves. St. Servais, the 
tenth biſhop, transferred the ſce to 
Maeſtricht, in the year <12, from 
whence St. Hubert removed it to 
Liege, in the yea 709. I: has three 


pariſh churches, and ſeveral religious 


houſes. On the 21ſt of November 
1673, the French pillaged it, and 
burned ſeveral houtes. In the year 
1677, they returned with greater 
fury, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant General Calvo, governor of 
Maeſt:icht; entering the city, on 
the 28th of Auguſt, about midnight, 
they committed a thouſand ſacrileges 
and in ſolencies, without regard to 
age or ſex, and ſet fire to the town 
houſe, ihe churches, ſeveral con- 
vents, and above fix hundred houſes, 


On the-19th of September following,

they came to burn the reft of the 
city, which had eſcaped their fur 9 
which was again repeated on the 
4th, 1oth, and 18th of Otftober;. 
the principal reaſon given for this 
cruel treatment was, that the in- 
habitants had refuſed their conti ibu- 
tions, and aſſiſted the troops of the 
allies.

This is the third 
walled town in the iſle of Walcheren, 
and has the fixth place in the afſem- 
bly of the States of Zeeland. It has 


three gates towards the land, and 


one towards the ſea, where veſſels 
come from Dort, Ziriczee, and other 
places. This city was firſt encom- 
paſſed with walls, in the year 1368: 
and in 1552, the emperor Charles V. 
made it a marquiſate for Maximilian 
earl of Boſſu, who ſold it to Philip 
II. king of Spain. In the year 1572 
it was taken by the Prince of Orange, 
and in the year 1581, it was given 
him by the States, or, as others ſay, 
it was purchaſed for 1,456,000 gil- 
ders. In this family it continued 
till the death of king William, when 
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when it fell to the father of the late 
Prince of Orange. It was taken 
from the late prince by the States, 
and reſtored to him again upon the 
revolution in 1747, when he was de- 
clired Stadtholder of the province. 
The inhavitants are chiefly occupied 
in the berring-nſhery, which is their 
harveſt, There is little to be ob- 
ſerved in the town but the Satdt- 
houſe, begun in the year 1704; and 
the gr-at church, the ſteeple of 
which 1; low and unfiniſhed.

They continued never- 
cheleſe in obedience to Spain, par- 
ticularly in 1<97 againſt the troops 
of the Prince of Orange, who en- 
deavoured to ſu:priſe the. town by 
means of ſome boats filled with ſol- 
diers, which entered in the night, but 
were repulſed wich great loſs. The 
Dutch made themſel ves n ters of it 
in 16 32, and kept it 511 1537, when it 
was retaken by the Cardinal Infant.

treit hi, the cpital ot the pro- 
vince fo called; in Lat en, Ulrrajec- 
tum, Trajectum Intcrivs, Trafectum 
Utricenſium, Antonina Civitas, w ich 
laſt name was given it from A, to- 
-ninus, a Roman ſenator, by whom it 
Was built in the time of Nero; and 
Trajectum ad Rhenum, to d:tiinguilh 
it from Macſtricht, which was called 
Trajectum ad Moſam. It is a hand- 
ſome, large, and rich city, fitu-tcd 
on the ancient Rhine. The Wiltes 
ruined it, and left nothing but the 
cattle, which they called Wilten- 
dourg. In the yezr 713, Clotaire, 
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fauxbourgs ; 
with ſome baſtions and half moons,

called it Utrecht, from the word 
Trecht, which fignifies paſſage, be- 
cauſe it was the grand paſtage over 
the Rhine, before that river had 
changed its bed. It was enlarged, 
and ſurrounded w th walls bout the 
year 934, by Balderic de Cleves, the 
fifteenth biſhop. I's figure is oval, 
and is about a league and a quarter in 
circumference, beſides four large 
but though fortified 


it is not ſtrong. The Emperor 
Charles V. when he became maſter 
of the ſigniory and city of Utrecht, 
in the ycar 1529, built a chateau, 
which he cal! - V rebourg, or the 
chateau of peace; and in the year 
1546, celebrated a chapter of the 
Order of the Golden Fleece, in the 
cathedral chuich, when Maximilian 
King of Bohemia, and afterwards 
Emperor, Coſmo Duke of Florence, 
Albert Duke of Bavaria, Emanucl 
Philibert Duke of Savoy, and e gl- 
teen other lords were inſtal led knights, 
The Dome, or the cathedral church, 
it is ſaid, was fulſt built in tne year 

630, by King D.gobe t I. and that 
St. Will-brexrd made it an abby 
church, and ſoon aitcr it became a ca- 
thedral. It vas rebuilt by Adet- 
bold, the nineteenth biſhop, and by 
hin contecroted in the year 1024, in 
the preſence of the Emperor Henry 
II. the Dake ef Brabant, the Cemtes 
of Hand, Gucldres, Cleves, and 
Cuyck, and twelve biſhops. In the 
year 1224, it was «gain begun to be 
rebuilt by Henry de Vianen, the 
thirty- -cig) th biſhop, and: Gnifhed by 
his fucceſſors. The height of the 
tower is three hundred and eighty- 


eight teet, and from the top, in a 


clear day, fifteen or fixteen cities may 
be ſcen. The cathedral was at firſt 
dedicated to St, Thomas, afrerwards 
to St. Martin. The church of No- 
tre- Damc, commonly called Buur- 
Kerck, and Engliſh church, has a 
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ancient manuſcripts; the other pa- 
riſhes are St. James, St. Nicholas, 
and Ste. Gertrude. It has likewiſe 
hoſpitals for orphans, foundlings, 
&c. Before the reformation it had 
many religious houfes. The ma- 
giſtracy is compoſed of a grand bail- 
lv, two burgomaſters, twelve eche- 
vins, a treaſurer, an intendant of 
buildings, a preſident, and three com- 
milfioners of finances, and a ſenator, 
which are changed every year on the 
12th of October, and hold their aſ- 
ſerablies in the rown-houſe, which 
is a handſome ſtructure. On the 
13th of January, 1577, the troops of 
the States-General beſieged the Spa- 
niards in the caſtle, and obliged them 
to ſurrender; the Comte de Boſſu, 
who was then in the intereſt of the 


_ Hollanders, ordered the caſtle to be 


raſed on the fourth of September, 
in the ſame year. In the year 1672 


the French made themſelves maſters 


of it; and his moſt Chrittian Majeſty 
entered it in ſtate in the month of 
July, accompanied by the Duke of 
Orleans, and the Duke of Mon- 
mouth; but on the 13th of Novem- 
ber, the Duke of Luxemburg. .who 
had been appointed governor, aban- 
doned the city, and the whole pro- 
vince, after having compelled them 
to pay four hundred and fifty thou- 
ſand eres. 
are cut through with canals, two of 
which run through the whole city, 
namely, the Vaert, and the new 
Gracht, over which there are thirty - 
fave bridges. Theſe are the ptinci- 
pal canals of the town, and the build- 
ings on the banks of the ne Gracht 
are maznificent. The market-place 
is very large, and the centre of ſcve- 
ral handſome ſtrects The houſes 
are of brick, and many of them ſtate- 
ty; they have in g ner good cel- 
lars, which they cannot have in the 
province of Ho!land, the ground there 
being too marſhy. Without the town 
there are beautiful rows of trees, to 


this city. 


The principal ſtfects 


which the Engliſh have given tl 
name of the Mall, by reaſon of their 


having ſome reſemblance to St, 
James's Park. This place was the 


' feat of an archbiſhop, before it fell 


into the Proteſtants? hands, and had 
four collegiate churches, two coru- 
manderies, and ſeveral abbies, Which 
have been all ſecularized by the 
States, and applied to other uſes. 
As it ſtands in a very healthful air, 
it is frequented by perſons of diſtine- 
tion, who have very fine houſes in 
The univerfity of this 
city is very famous, and attracts a 
great number of foreigners, among 
the reſt ſome Engliſh, who reſort 
hither for their education. It was 
originally only a public ſchool, found- 
ed by David of Burgundy, Biſhop 
of Utrecht ; but in the year 1636 it 
was converted into a univerſity by 
the States. The univerſity is ſub- 
ject to the magiſtrates of the city, 
and has not a great many privileges - 
to boaſt of. The ſtudents wear their 
ordinary dreſs, and board in private 
houſes in the town; for there are 
ſcarce any endowed colleges in Hol- 
land. Here the States of the pro- 
vince aſſemble, to take cognizance 
of the affairs of the whole province, 
There is a public library well ſtock- 
ed with books in all branches of 
learning. The town-houſe is a very 
noble building. The painters* hall 
abounds with fine pieces: they have 
alſo a phyſic-garden, but of no great 
note. The fown is famous for the 
treaty of union ſigned in 1579, be- 
tween the Seven Provinces, which 


laid the foundation of the Republic; 


as likewiſe for the treaty of peace 
ſigned here in 1713, between France 
and the Grand Allies. Utrecht gave 
birth to Pope Adrian VI. whole 
houſe they always ſhew to foreigners ; 
and to the cclebrated Ann Mary 
Schurman, ſo admired in the laſt

Comte of 
Flanders, repaired the chateau, and 
built a town about the year 960, 
which was afterwards enlarged by 
Thieriy Comte of Flander;z and 
Ferrand, the ſon of Sanchez, king of 
Portugal, who had eſpouſed Jane the 
daughter of Baldwin IX. eighteenth 
Comte of Flinders. In the year 
1128, it was taken by Louis VI. 
King of France; and more. than 
half of it piilaged and burned, Phi- 
lip Auguſtus, king of France, tool: it 
in the year 1213. In the year 1240, 
great part of it was buraed by acci- 
dent. In the year 1297, the Faux- 
bourgs were taken by the troops of 
Philip the Fair, king of France. In 
the year 1325, the inhabitants re- 
volted with moſt part of the n-igh- 
bouring t>wns 1zaint Louis de Nevers 
Comte of Fianders, and pulled down 
the old wall t tui'd a rew one in 
which they incloſed the Fauxbourgs 
which had become ſo extremely po- 
pulous from weavers and other 
trad -(peopl-, that in the year 1242, 
th- number of perſons amounted to 
two hundred thouſand. In the 14th 


century the inhabitants of Yp1es, for 


the moſt par: weavers were exceed- 
ingly troubleſame to their neighbours 
being unwilling that any people 
ſhould carry on trade beſides them- 
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ſelves. In the year 1382, the rebels 
of Ghent aſſiſted by the Engliſh un- 
der the command of the biſhop of 
Norwich beficged this town with 
great vigour for ſix weeks; but were 
compelled to retire; and the Engliſh 
bei ig oblized to quit Flanders, Philip 
the Hardy, duke of Burgundy, hav- 
ing become maſter by a marriage with 
the heireſs of the late Comte Louis, 
enlarged it and furrounded it with 
walls. It was erected into a biſhop- 
rick under the archbiſhop of Malignes 
by Pope Paul IV. in the year 18 ;. 
The prince of Iſenghein is lord of 
the town, and it is governed by an 
advocate, twelve echevins, four or 
five council, and a greffier, whoſe ju- 


riſdiction extends over the city and 


precincts which are of no great ex- 


tent. The town-houſe is a very. 


large building, forming a ſquare and 
is ſaid to have been built by the Eng- 
liſh, fix hundred feet in front ; it has 
a very handſome tower, in which are 
kept their public archives from the 
year 1342. Beſides the cathedral it 
has ſeveral other churches and ſome 
religious houtes. The inhabitants 
carried on formerly a great trade in 
wo»llen cloth, but by the ſeverity 
of the duke of Alva, the principal ma- 
nufacturers were driven to England, 
from which time that branch of 
trade declined. At this time they 
carry on a Conſiderable manufacture 
of linen of exce.l-nt fabric. Vpres 
has ſuſtained ſeveral 
ſieges. In 1577, it declared with 
the reſt of the country againſt the 
Spaniards. In 1648, the prince of 
Condé to k it for tre French king, 
but it was retaken th next year by 
archduke Leopold, governor of the 
Low countries. In 1658, it was 
taken by Marechal Turenne, and re- 
fared to Spain by the tre:ty of the 
Pyrene-s, In 1678 Louis XIV. 
took it in perſon and added it to his 


g dominions. By the rreaty of Ucrcent, 
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remarkabe - 


jt was ceded to the houſe of Auſtria, - 


as ont of the Dutch barcicrs, is 
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whoſe poTefſion it remained till 1744, 
when the French laid ficye to it, and 
took it in a few days; but they re- 
ſt red it at the place of Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle. The chateleny of Ypres con- 
tains about thirty villages, and ſends 
deputies to the ſtites of Flanders.

In the year 1297, the Faux- 
bourgs were taken by the troops of 
Philip the Fair, king cf France. In 
the year 1325, the inhagitants re- 
volted with moſt part of the n-igh- 
bouring towns galt Louis de Nevers 
Comte of Flanders, and pulled down 
the old wall t zui dea new one in 
which they incloſe4 the Fauxbourgs 
which bad become ſo extremely po- 
pulous from weavers and other 
trad -(peopl», that in the year 1242, 
the number of p#:ſons amounted to 
two hundred thouſand. In the 14th 


century he inhabitants of Yr1es, for 


the moſt par: weavers were exceed- 
ingly troub'elormac to their neizhbours 
being unwilling that any people 
ſhould carry on trad: beſides them- 
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ſelves. In the year 1382, the rebels 
of Ghent aiſiited by the En2liſh un-

riſdiction extends over the city and 
precincts which are of no great ex- 
tent. The town-houſe is a very. 


large building, forming a ſquare and 
is ſaid to have been built by the Eng- 
liſh, fix hundred feet in front ; it has 
a very handſome tower, in which are 
kept their public archives from the 
year 1342. Befides the cathedral it 
has ſeveral other churches and ſome 
religious houtes, The inhabitants 
carried on formerly a great trade in 
wogllen cloth, but by the ſeverity 
of the duke of Alva, the principal ma- 
nif:turers were driven tv England, 
from which time that branch of 
trade declined. At this time they 
carry on a Conſiderable manufacture 
of linen of exce lent fabric. Ypres 
has ſuſtained ſeveral remarkad'e 
ſieges. In 1577, it declared with 
the reſt of the country againſt the 
Spaniards, In 1648, the prince of 
Conde to k it for tre French king, 
but it was retaken th next year by 
archduke Leopold, governor of the 
Low countries. In 1658, it was 
taken by Marechal Turenne, and re- 
fared to Spain by the tre:ty of the 
Pyrene*s, In 1678 Louis XIV. 
took it in perſon and added it to his 
dominions. By the treaty of Utrecht, 


jt was ceded to the houſe of Auſtria - 


as one of the Dutch barcicrs, its 
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whoſe poſſeſſion it remained till 1744, 
when the French laid ficye to it, and 
took it in a few days; but they re- 
ſt red it at the places of Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle.

priſoner. In the year 1576, it was 
taken by Louis de Requeſens, go- 
vernor-general of the Netherlands, 
after a ficge of ſeven months, ſuſ- 
tained by Arend Vander Dorp, the 
commander. The Spaniards under the 
conduct of the Marquis de Cetone, 
and Chriſtopher de Mondragon, the 
brave defender of Middelburg, per- 

formed a very gallant action; in the 
night of the 28th of September, 
1575, they paſſed on foot the chan- 
nels of the ſea which ſeperate the 
Ifle of Schouwen from Duveland, 
and notwithſtanding the waters gene- 
rally came up to their ſhoulders, and 
their enemies diſputed their paſſage, 
they vitoriouſly made good their 
landing ; Louis de Eoiſot, admiral

Zwel, or Swol, a city of Overiſ- 
ſel, ſituated on the river Aa, between 
the Iſſel and the Vecht, in the coun- 
try of Zallant. It is a ſtrong place, 
well fortified, and ſurrounded with 
2 double ditch filled with the waters 
of the Aa. Its ſituation is very ad- 
vantageous, on an eminence which 
commands the country, and is the 
ordinary paſſage from Hollund to the 
provinces of Frieſland, Groningen, 
and Overiſſel. It was formerly a 
free and imperial city, and ranked 
among the Hanſe Towns. The ma- 
giftracy is compoſed of eight eche- 
vins, and eight common council. It 
was taken by the French in 1672, 
who raſed tne fortifications before 
they abandoned it. The celebrated 
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priory of Auguftines in this place, 
and died here, in the year 1471, at 
the age of ninety one.
